CHAP.  57. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Merchant 
Shipping  with  a  view  to  enabling  certain  Conven- 
tions to  be  carried  into  effect. 

[16th  December,  1911.] 

WHEREAS  at  the  Conference  held  at  Brussels  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  two  conventions, 
dealing  respectively  with  collisions  between  vessels  and 
with  salvage,  were  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty,  and 
it  is  desirable  that  such  amendments  should  be  made  in  the 
law  relating  to  merchant  shipping  as  will  enable  effect  to  be 
given  to  the  conventions: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

Provisions  as  to  Collisions,  &c. 

1.  (1)  Where,  by  the  fault  of  two  or  more  vessels,  Rule  &a  to 
damage  or  loss  is  caused  to  one  or  more  of  those  vessels,  to  fdJslslon  of 
their  cargoes  or  freight,  or  to  any  property  on  board,  the 
liability  to  make  good  the  damage  or  loss  shall  be  in  pro- 
portion to  the  degree  in  which  each  vessel  was  in  fault: 

Provided  that — 

(a)  if,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  it  is  not  possible  to  establish  different  degrees 
of  fault,  the  liability  shall  be  apportioned  equally; 
and 

(b)  nothing  in  this  section  shall  operate  so  as  to  render 
any  vessel  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  which 
her  fault  has  not  contributed;  and 
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(c)  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the  liability  of 
any  person  under  a  contract  of  carriage  or  any 
coni  met,  or  shall  be  construed  as  imposing  any 
liability  upon  any  person  from  which  he  is  exempted 
by  any  contract  or  by  any  provision  of  law,  or  as 
affecting  the  right  of  any  person  to  limit  his 
liability  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 
(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  expression  "freight" 
includes  passage  money  and  hire,  and  references  to  damage 
or  loss  caused  by  the  fault  of  a  vessel  shall  be  construed 
as  including  references  to  any  salvage  or  other  expenses, 
consequent  upon  that  fault,  recoverable  at  law  by  way  of 
damages. 

2.  Where  loss  of  life  or  personal  injuries  are  suffered  by 
any  person  on  board  a  vessel  owing  to  the  fault  of  that 
vessel  and  of  any  other  vessel  or  vessels,  the  liability  of 
the  owners  of  the  vessels  shall  be  joint  and  several: 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
as  depriving  any  person  of  any  right  of  defence  on  which, 
independently  of  this  section,  he  might  have  relied  in  an 
action  brought  against  him  by  the  person  injured,  or  any 
person  or  persons  entitled  to  sue  in  respect  of  such  loss  of 
life,  or  shall  affect  the  right  of  any  person  to  limit  his 
liability  in  cases  to  which  this  section  relates  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law. 

3.  (1)  Where  loss  of  life  or  personal  injuries  are  suffered 
by  any  person  on  board  a  vessel  owing  to  the  fault  of  that 
vessel  and  any  other  vessel  or  vessels,  and  a  proportion  of 
the  damages  is  recovered  against  the  owners  of  one  of  the 
vessels  which  exceeds  the  proportion  in  which  she  was  in 
fault,  they  may  recover  by  way  of  contribution  the  amount 
of  the  excess  from  the  owners  of  the  other  vessel  or  vessels 
to  the  extent  to  which  those  vessels  were  respectively  in 
fault : 

Provided  that  no  amount  shall  be  so  recovered  which 
could  not,  by  reason  of  any  statutory  or  contractual  limit- 
ation of,  or  exemption  from,  liability,  or  which  could  not 
for  any  other  reason,  have  been  recovered  in  the  first  in- 
stance as  damages  by  the  persons  entitled  to  sue  therefor. 

(2)  In  addition  to  any  other  remedy  provided  by  law, 
the  persons  entitled  to  any  such  contribution  as  aforesaid 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  the  same,  have,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  same  rights  and  powers 
as  the  persons  entitled  to  sue  for  damages  in  the  first 
instance. 

Abolition  of  4.  (l)  Subsection  (4)  of  section  four  hundred  and  nine- 
pr^umSions  teen  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894  (which  provides 
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that  a  ship  shall  be  deemed  in  fault  in   a  case  of  collision  $7^c  58  Vict, 
where  any  of  the  collision  regulations  have  been  infringed  c' 
by  that  ship),  is  hereby  repealed. 

(2)  The  failure  of  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a 
vessel  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  four  hundred 
and  twenty-two  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894, 
(which  imposes  a  duty  upon  masters  and  persons  in  charge 
of  vessels  after  a  collision  to  stand  by  and  assist  the  other 
vessel)  shall  not  raise  any  presumption  of  law  that  the 
collision  was  caused  by  his  wrongful  act,  neglect  or  default, 
and  accordingly  subsection  (2)  of  that  section  shall  be 
repealed. 

5.  Any  enactment  which  confers  on  any  court  Admiralty  Jurisdiction 
jurisdiction  in  respect  of  damage  shall  have  effect  as  though  Sss^f  life 
references  to  such  damage  included  references  to  damages  or  personal 
for  loss  of  life  or  personal  injury,  and  accordingly  proceedings  lnjury* 

in  respect  of  such  damages  may  be  brought  in  rem  or  in 
personam. 

Provisions  as  to  Salvage . 

6.  — (1)  The  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a  vessel  shall,  f^l^uty 
so  far  as  he  can  do  so  without  serious  danger  to  his  own  vessel,  assistance  to 
her  crew  and  passengers  (if  any),  render  assistance  to  every  ^^^j1 
person,  even  if  such  person  be  a  subject  of  a  foreign  State  sea. 

at  war  with  His  Majesty,  who  is  found  at  sea  in  danger  of 
being  lost,  and,  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanour. 

(2)  Compliance  by  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a 
vessel  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  affect  his 
right  or  the  right  of  any  other  person  to  salvage. 

7.  Where  any  dispute  arises  as  the  apportionment  of  Apportion- 
any  amount  of  salvage  among  the  owners,  master,  pilot,  Sfvage* 
crew,  and  other  persons  in  the  service  of  any  foreign  vessel,  *™°er*stet 
the  amount  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  court  or  person  of  foreign  " 
making  the  apportionment  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  ship- 

the  country  to  which  the  vessel  belongs. 

General  Provisions. 

8.  No  action  shall  be  maintainable  to  enforce  any  claim  Limitation 
or  lien  against  a  vessel  or  her  owners  in  respect  of  any  of  actlons- 
damage  or  loss  to  another  vessel,  her  cargo  or  freight,  or 

any  property  on  board  her,  or  damages  for  loss  of  life  or 
personal  injuries  suffered  by  any  person  on  board  her, 
caused  by  the  fault  of  the  former  vessel,  whether  such  vessel 
be  wholly  or  partly  in  fault,  or  in  respect  of  any  salvage 
services,  unless  proceedings  therein  are  commenced  within 
two  years  from  the  date  when  the  damage  or  loss  or  injury 
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was  caused  or  the  salvage  services  were  rendered,  and  an 
action  shall  not  be  maintainable  under  this  Act  to  enforce 
any  contribution  in  respect  of  an  overpaid  proportion  of 
any  damages  for  loss  of  life  or  personal  injuries  unless 
proceedings  therein  are  commenced  within  one  year  from 
the  date  of  payment: 

Provided  that  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  deal  with 
an  action  to  which  this  section  relates  may,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  court,  extend  any  such  period,  to  such 
extent  and  on  such  conditions  as  it  thinks  fit,  and  shall,  if 
satisfied  that  there  has  not  during  such  period  been  any 
reasonable  opportunity  of  arresting  the  defendant  vessel 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  or  within  the  territorial 
waters  of  the  country  to  which  the  plaintiff's  ship  belongs 
or  in  which  the  plaintiff  resides  or  has  his  principal  place 
of  business,  extend  any  such  period  to  an  extent  sufficient 
to  give  such  reasonable  opportunity. 

Application  9. — (1)  This  Act  shall  extend  throughout  His  Majesty's 
dominions  and  to  any  territories  under  his  protection,  and 
to  Cyprus: 

Provided  that  it  shall  not  extend  to  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  the  Dominion 
of  New  Zealand,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  New- 
foundland. 

(2)  This  Act  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  in  which  pro- 
ceedings have  been  taken  before  the  passing  thereof  and  all 
such  cases  shall  be  determined  as  though  this  Act  had  not 
been  passed. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  applied  in  all  cases 
heard  and  determined  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  to 
deal  with  the  case  and  in  whatever  waters  the  damage  or 
loss  in  question  was  caused  or  the  salvage  services  in 
question  were  rendered,   and  subsection  (9)   of  section 

36  &  37  Vict,  twenty-five  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  Act,  1873, 
shall  cease  to  have  effect. 

(4)  This  Act  shall  apply  to  any  persons  other  than  the 
owners  responsible  for  the  fault  of  the  vessel  as  though  the 
expression  " owners"  included  such  persons,  and  in  any  case 
where,  by  virtue  of  any  charter  or  demise,  or  for  any  other 
reason,  the  owners  are  not  responsible  for  the  navigation 
and  management  of  the  vessel,  this  Act  shall  be  read  as 
though  for  references  to  the  owners  there  were  substituted 
references  to  the  charterers  or  other  persons  for  the  time 
being  so  responsible. 

short  title       lO.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Maritime  Conventions 
extraction  Act,  1911,  and  shall  be  construed  as  one  with  the  Merchant 
'  Shipping  Acts,  1894  to  1907.

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CHAP.  10. 

An  Act  to  make  such  provisions  with  respect  to  the 
prohibition  of  catching  Seals  and  Sea  Otters  in 
certain  parts  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  for  the 
enforcement  of  such  prohibitions  as  are  necessary 
to  carry  out  a  Convention  between  His  Majesty 
the  King  and  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
Emperor  of  Japan,  and  the  Emperor  of  All  the 
Russias. 

[7th  August,  1912.] 

TU  HERE  AS  a  Convention  has  been  entered  into  between 
Vt  His  Majesty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
Emperor  of  Japan,  and  the  Emperor  of  All  the  Russias  with 
respect  to  the  prohibition  of  pelagic  sealing  in  certain  parts 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  it  is  desirable  that  such  amendments 
of  the  law  should  be  made  as  will  enable  effect  to  be  given 
to  that  Convention: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows : — 

1  •  The  seas  with  respect  to  which  an  Order  in  Council      witfi ° f 
may  be  made  under  the  Seal  Fisheries  (North  Pacific)  Act,  whidT^iagic 
1895,  prohibiting  the  killing,  taking  and  hunting  of  seals  j^£wSted 
therein  shall  include  the  seas  within  such  part  of  the  Pacific  58  &  59  Viet! 
Ocean  as  is  north  of  the  thirtieth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  c>  21  • 
including  the  seas  of  Behring,  Kamchatka,  Okhotsk  and 
Japan,  and  accordingly  that  Act  shall  have  effect  as  if  in 
subsection  (2)  of  section  seven  thereof  for  the  words  "  within 
1  'that  part  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  known  as  Behring's  Sea 
"and  within  such  other  parts  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  as  are 
"north  of  the  forty-second  parallel  of  north  latitude"  there 
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were  substituted  the  words  "within  such  part  of  the  Pacific 
"Ocean  as  is  north  of  the  thirtieth  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
"including  the  seas  of  Behring,  Kamchatka,  Okhotsk  and 
"Japan."

(2)  If  the  Secretary  of  State  is  satisfied  that  there  is 
reasonable  cause  for  believing  that  a  ship  has  been  or  is 
being  equipped  contrary  to  this  section,  the  Secretary  of 
State  may  authorize  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  any  officer  of 
the  Board,  to  seize  and  detain  the  ship.  Where  such  an 
authority  is  given,  the  ship  may  be  seized  and  detained  in 
like  manner  as  if  it  were  liable  to  seizure  and  detention 
under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  1894  to  1907. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  " equipping"  in 
relation  to  a  ship  shall  include  the  furnishing  of  a  ship  with 
any  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  provisions,  munitions,  fuel 
or  stores,  or  any  other  thing  which  is  used  in  or  about  a 
ship  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  or  adapting  her  for  the  sea 
or  for  killing,  taking,  or  hunting  seals. 

Prohibition  of     4.  Skins  of  seals  taken  in  contravention  of  any  such

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CHAP.  15. 

An  Act  to  remove  doubts  as  to  the  validity  of  certain  a.  d.  1912. 
Marriages  solemnized  in  the  Empire  of  Japan. 

[18th  December,  1912.} 

WHEREAS  doubts  have  been  entertained  with  respect 
to  the  validity  of  certain  marriages  (both  or  one  of 
the  parties  thereto  being  subjects  or  a  subject  of  this  realm) 
solemnized  in  the  Empire  of  Japan  since  the  sixteenth  of 
July  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (being  the  date 
when  a  treaty  between  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 
and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  dated  the  sixteenth 
of  July  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  came  into  force), 
and  it  is  expedient  to  remove  those  doubts: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 


1 .  All  marriages  (both  or  one  of  the  parties  thereto  Validation 
being  subjects  or  a  subject  of  this  realm)  solemnized  before  marriages, 
the  passing  of  this  Act  in  the  Empire  of  Japan,  which  would 
have  been  valid  if  solemnized  immediately  before  the  said 
sixteenth  of  July  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  shall 
be  and  shall  be  deemed  always  to  have  been  valid  in  law  as 
if  they  had  been  solemnized  within  His  Majesty's  dominions 
with  the  due  observance  of  all  forms  required  by  law: 

Provided  that  this  Act  shall  not  render  valid  any  marriage 
which  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  has  been  declared  invalid 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  affect  any  right 
dependent  on  the  validity  or  invalidity  thereof,  or  render 
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valid  any  marriage  either  of  the  parties  to  which  has  sub- 
sequently during  the  life  of  the  other  lawfully  intermarried 
with  any  other  person. 

Short  title.       2.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Marriages  in  Japan 
(Validity)  Act,  1912.

THE  STATUTES  OF  THE  IMPERIAL  SERVICE  ORDER. 

GEORGE,  R.  &  I. 

George  the  Fifth,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  King, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  Emperor  of  India,  to  all  to  whom  these  presents 
shall  come: — Greeting. 

WHEREAS,  by  warrants  under  His  late  Majesty's  Royal  sign  manual, 
dated  the  eighth  day  of  August  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  two  and  the  second  year  of  His  Reign,  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  November  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  six  and  the  sixth  year  of  His  Reign,  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight  and  the  eighth  year  of  His  Reign, 
and  the  seventeenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine  in 
the  ninth  year  of  His  Reign,  His  late  Majesty  being  desirous  of  recognizing 
more  fully  than  had  theretofore  been  possible  the  faithful  and  meritorious 
services  rendered  to  Him  by  members  of  the  Civil  Service  of  the  various 
parts  of  His  Empire,  did,  for  himself,  His  heirs  and  successors,  institute  and 
create  a  new  civil  order  of  distinction — to  be  designated  the  Imperial  Service 
Order — and  He  was  graciously  pleased  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  rules 
and  ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  same; 

And  whereas  We  are  minded  to  make  certain  amendments  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Statutes  of  the  Order : 

Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  and  in  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in 
Us  by  the  aforesaid  statutes,  and  in  order  to  enable  Us  to  carry  this  Our  will 
and  pleasure  into  effect,  We  do  hereby  abrogate  the  aforesaid  statutes  of  the 
eighth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two,  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six,  the  twenty- 
seventh  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight  and  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine  and  the  same  are 
abrogated  accordingly,  but  without  prejudice  to  anything  done  thereunder, 
and,  in  lieu  thereof,  We  do  by  these  presents  make,  ordain  and  establish 
the  following  statutes  and  ordinances: 

Firstly. — It  is  ordained  that  this  Order  shall  henceforth  be  styled  and 
designated  "The  Imperial  Service  Order." 

Secondly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Order  shall  consist  of  the  Sovereign, 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  such  Companions  as  We,  Our  heirs  or  successors, 
shall  appoint. 
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Thirdly. — It  is  ordained  that  We,  Our  heirs  and  successors,  Kings  and 
Queens  Regnant  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and 
of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperors  and  Empresses  of 
India,  are  and  for  ever  shall  be  Sovereigns  of  this  Order. 

Fourthly.— It  is  ordained  that  only  the  members  of  the  administrative 
or  clerical  branches  of  Our  Civil  Services  shall  be  eligible  for  the  distinction 
of  Companions  of  this  Order. 

Fifthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  number  of  Companions  of  the  Order 
shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred,  of  whom  two  hundred  and  fifty  shall  belong 
to  Our  Home  Civil  Service,  two  hundred  to  Our  Civil  Service  in  India 
including  the  staff  of  Our  Secretary  of  State  for  India  (one  hundred  appoint- 
ments being  reserved  for  Europeans  and  one  hundred  for  natives  of  India) 
and  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  the  Civil  Services  of  Our  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  and  countries  under  Our  protection,  including  the  staff  of  the 
Crown  Agents  for  the  Colonies. 

Sixthly . — It  is  ordained  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  a  Compan- 
ion of  the  Order  whose  name  has  not  been  laid  before  Us,  Our  heirs  or  suc- 
cessors, by  one  of  Our  or  their  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  who  has 
not  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  nomination  rendered  at  least  twenty-five  years 
meritorious  service  in  Our  said  civil  services:  provided  that  in  the  Indian 
Empire  the  minimum  period  of  service  in  the  case  of  Europeans  shall  be 
twenty  years,  and  that  in  any  part  of  Our  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  or 
any  country  under  Our  protection,  which  under  the  Pension  Acts  or  regula- 
tions applying  thereto,  is  recognized  as  unhealthy,  the  minimum  of  service 
shall  be  sixteen  years:  provided  also  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  Us,  Our 
heirs  or  successors,  to  appoint  specially  to  the  Order  persons  who,  not  having 
completed  the  aforesaid  periods  of  service,  have  rendered  such  eminently 
meritorious  service  as  to  qualify  them,  in  Our  opinion,  to  become  recipients 
of  this  distinction. 

Seventhly. — It  is  ordained  that  when  We,  Our  heirs  and  successors, 
shall  be  pleased  to  appoint  any  person  to  be  a  Companion  of  the  Order,  such 
appointment  shall  be  made  by  warrant,  under  Our  sign  manual  and  counter- 
signed by  one  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

Eighthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  decoration  to  be  worn  by  Companions 
of  the  Order  shall  be:  for  men,  a  badge  or  medallion  of  gold  or  enamel, 
bearing  Our  Imperial  and  Royal  Cypher,  and  the  words  "For  Faithful 
Service,"  both  to  be  executed  in  dark  blue  enamel  on  a  plaque  or  shield  of 
gold,  surrounded  by  a  seven-pointed  star  of  silver,  surmounted  by  the  Imper- 
ial Crown;  and  for  women,  a  badge  or  medallion  in  all  respects  similar  to 
the  badge  or  medallion  for  men,  save  that  the  plaque  or  shield  of  gold  shall 
be  surrounded  by  a  wreath  of  laurel  in  silver  instead  of  a  star,  surmounted 
by  the  Imperial  Crown. 

Ninthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  decoration  shall  be  worn  by  male 
companions  on  the  left  breast,  suspended  by  a  ribbon  of  one  inch  and  a 
half  in  width,  consisting  of  a  strip  of  blue  between  two  strips  of  crimson  of 
equal  size,  and  by  female  companions  on  the  left  shoulder,  suspended  by 
a  ribbon  of  the  same  colour  and  width,  fashioned  into  a  bow. 
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Tenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  names  of  those  upon  whom  we  are 
pleased  to  confer  the  decoration  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette. 

Eleventhly. — It  is  ordained  that  companions  of  the  Order  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  adding  the  letters  "I.S.O."  after  their  names. 

Twelfthly. — It  is  ordained  that  members  of  any  Order  of  Knighthood 
shall,  if  otherwise  qualified,  be  eligible  to  become  companions  of  this  Order, 
and  that  male  companions  of  this  Order  shall  in  no  way  be  debarred  from 
becoming  thereafter  members  of  any  Order  of  Knighthood  for  which  their 
services  may  qualify  them. 

Thirteenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Imperial  Service  Order  shall 
rank  next  to,  and  immediately  after,  Our  Distinguished  Service  Order,  and 
before  the  Fifth  Class  of  Our  Royal  Victorian  Order,  and  the  companions 
thereof  shall,  in  all  places  and  assemblies  whatsoever,  have  place  and  pre- 
cedency next  to,  and  immediately  after,  the  companions  of  the  Distinguished 
Service  Order,  and  shall  rank  among  themselves  according  to  the  dates  of 
their  respective  nominations. 

Fourteenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  Us,  Our 
heirs  and  successors,  by  a  warrant  under  Our  Royal  sign  manual,  to  cancel 
and  annul  the  appointment  of  any  companion  of  this  Order,  and  that 
thereupon  his  name  in  the  register  shall  be  erased;  but  that  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Sovereign  to  restore  to  the  Order  any  person  whose 
appointment  may  have  been  so  cancelled  and  annulled  when  circumstances 
render  it  just  and  expedient  so  to  do. 

Fifteenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  those  members  of  Our  civil  services 
who  are  not  eligible  for  appointment  as  companions  of  this  Order  may, 
on  retirement  from  Our  said  services,  after  not  less  than  twenty-five  years 
of  meritorious  service,  or,  in  the  case  of  Europeans  serving  in  the  Indian 
Empire,  after  not  less  than  twenty  years  of  such  service,  or  in  the  case  of 
service  in  any  part  of  Our  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  or  any  country 
under  Our  protection  which,  under  the  Pension  Acts  or  regulations  applying 
thereto,  is  recognized  as  unhealthy,  after  not  less  than  sixteen  years  of 
such  service,  be  awarded  a  medal  to  be  designated  "The  Imperial  Service 
Medal";  Provided  that  no  such  medal  shall  be  granted,  except  on  the 
recommendation  of  one  of  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State:  Provided  also 
that  it  shall  be  competent  to  Us,  Our  heirs  or  successors,  to  confer  the 
medal  upon  not  more  than  five  members  of  Our  civil  services  in  each  year 
who  have  retired  after  less  than  twenty-five  years'  service,  should  the 
special  circumstances  in  Our  or  their  opinion  justify  the  grant. 

Sixteenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Imperial  Service  medal  for  men 
and  women  shall  in  all  respects  be  similar  to  the  badge  of  the  Imperial 
Service  Order  for  men  and  women  respectively,  save  that  the  plaque  shall 
be  of  silver,  instead  of  gold,  and  the  star  on  wreath  of  laurel  shall  be  of 
bronze  instead  of  silver,  and  it  is  ordained  that  the  Imperial  Service  medal 
shall  be  worn  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  prescribed  for  the  Imperial 
Service  Order,  and  that  these  medals  shall  bear  on  the  reverse  the  name  o! 
the  recipient. 
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Seventeenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  names  of  those  persons  to 
whom  the  Imperial  Service  medal  shall  be  granted  shall  be  duly  published 
in  the  London  Gazette. 

Eighteenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  Us,  Our 
heirs  and  successors,  by  a  warrant  under  Our  Royal  sign  manual,  to  cancel 
and  annul  the  award  of  any  Imperial  Service  medal,  and  that  thereupon 
the  name  of  the  recipient  in  the  register  shall  be  erased;  but  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Sovereign  to  restore  the  medal  to  any  person  whose  name 
may  have  been  so  erased,  when  circumstances  render  it  just  and  expedient 
so  to  do.  And  every  person  to  whom  the  said  medal  is  awarded  shall, 
before  receiving  the  same,  enter  into  an  agreement  to  return  the  medal 
if  his  name  shall  be  erased  as  aforesaid. 

Nineteenthly. — It  is  ordained  that  an  officer  shall  be  appointed  to 
the  Order  who  shall  be  styled  "  Secretary  and  Registrar/'  and  who  shall 
be  ex-officio  a  companion  of  the  Order. 

Twentiethly. — It  is  ordained  that  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  this 
Order  shall  be  appointed  by  Us,  Our  heirs  and  successors,  and  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  archives  of  the  Order,  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  Office 
of  Our  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department.  He  shall  attend  the 
service  of  the  Order  and  shall  execute  such  directions  as  he  may  receive 
from  Our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

Lastly. — We  reserve  to  ourselves,  Our  heirs  and  successors,  full  power 
of  annulling,  altering,  abrogating,  augmenting,  interpreting,  or  dispensing 
with  these  regulations,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  a  notification  under  the 
sign  manual  of  the  Sovereign  of  the  Order.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  state,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Mr.  Secretary  Harcourt,  that  the  form  of  declaration  of  ownership 
required  by  section  9  of  The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1894,  to  be  made  on 
application  for  registry  of  a  vessel  owned  by  a  body  corporate  (Form 
Registry  8)  has  been  recently  revised  by  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  under  section 
65  of  that  Act,  and  two  hundred  copies  of  the  new  form  are  being 
forwarded  to  your  department. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  principal  alteration  consists  in  the  insertion 
of  a  paragraph  to  the  effect  that  the  company  on  whose  behalf  the  declara- 
tion is  made  "has  its  principal  place  of  business  at  where 

all  the  important  business  of  the  company  is,  in  fact,  controlled  and  man- 
aged at  meetings  of  directors  and  managers  of  the  company." 

Recent  experience  has  shown  that  foreign  ship  owners  who  are  desirous 
of  obtaining  the  advantage  of  the  British  flag  for  their  vessels  without 
relinquishing  their  control  of  them,  sometimes  attempt  to  effect  their 
object  by  registering  a  company  under  the  British  Companies  Act  and 
having  merely  a  registered  office  in  the  United  Kingdom  without,  in  fact, 
transacting  their  business  there;  and  the  object  of  the  alteration  in  the 
form  is  to  check,  as  far  as  possible,  the  registration  of  vessels  owned  by 
such  companies. 

In  the  interests  of  uniformity  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  same  forms 
should  be  used  in  connection  with  the  registry  of  ships  at  all  ports  of 
British  registry,  and  the  Board  would  therefore  suggest,  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  the  form  accompanying  this  letter 
might  be  forwarded  to  the  various  colonial  authorities  with  a  view  to 
their  taking  steps  to  bring  the  new  form  into  use  as  soon  as  possible. 
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If  further  copies  of  the  form  are  required  at  any  port,  they  can  be 
obtained  by  the  Registrar  of  Shipping  there  from  the  Board  of  Trade 
Storekeeper,  Poplar,  E.,  in  the  usual  manner.

Foreign  Hay  and  Straw  Order  of  1912. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of 
the  powers  vested  in  them  under  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  1894  t°  1911, 
and  of  every  other  power  enabling  them  in  this  behalf,  do  order,  and  it  is 
hereb}'  ordered,  as  follows: — 

Prohibition  of  Landing  of  Hay  and  Straw. 

1.  The  landing  in  Great  Britain  of  hay  or  straw  brought  from  any 
country  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  which  is  not  mentioned  in  the  schedule 
to  this  Order,  is  hereby  prohibited,  except  as  hereinafter  expressly  provided. 

Exceptions. 

2.  — (1.)  This  Order  shall  not  apply  to — 

(a)  hay  or  straw  which  at  the  time  of  importation  is  being  used  for 
packing  merchandise;  or 

(b)  manufactured  straw  not  intended  for  use  as  fodder  or  litter  for 
animals;  or 

(c)  hay  or  straw  which  is  landed  at  a  foreign  animals  wharf  for  the 
purpose  of  being  there  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  in  accordance 
with  any  instructions  given  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries ;  or 

(d)  hay  or  straw  which  is  authorized  to  be  landed  for  use  otherwise 
than  as  fodder  or  litter  for  animals  by  a  license  granted  by  an  inspector  or 
other  officer  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  which  license  shall 
contain  such  conditions  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  are  necessary  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  disease  by  the  hay  or  straw. 

(2.)  The  expression  "animals"  means  horses,  asses,  and  mules;  cattle, 
sheep,  goats  and  all  other  ruminating  animals;  and  swine. 

Offences. 

3.  — (1.)  If  any  hay  or  straw  shall  be  landed  in  contravention  of  this 
Order,  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  owner  and  the  lessee  and  the  occupier  of 
the  place  of  landing,  and  the  person  causing,  directing  or  permitting  the 
landing,  and  the  owner  and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of  the  vessel  from 
which  the  same  is  landed,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own 
acts  or  defaults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  The  Diseases  of 
Animals  Act,  189 4. 
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(2.)  If  any  person  does  any  act  in  contravention  of  a  condition  imposed 
by  a  license  under  this  Order  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  under 
the  said  Act. 

Revocation  of  Orders. 

4.  The  Foreign  Hay  and  Straw  Order  of  1908  and  any  Order  amending 
that  Order  are  hereby  revoked,  and  any  license  under  any  Order  hereby 
revoked  shall  have  effect  as  a  license  under  this  Order. 

Commencement. 

5.  This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  April,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twelve. 

Short  Title. 

6.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Foreign  Hay  and  Straw  Order  of  1912.

Foreign  Hay  and  Straw  (Ireland)  Order  of  1912. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction  for  Ireland, 
by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  them  under  The  Agricul- 
ture and  Technical  Instruction  {Ireland)  Act,  1899,  The  Diseases  of  Animals 
Act,  1894  to  1911,  and  of  every  other  power  enabling  them  in  this  behalf, .do 
order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  as  follows : — 

Prohibition  of  Landing  of  Hay  and  Straw. 

1.  The  landing  in  Ireland  of  hay  or  straw  brought  from  any  country 
out  of  the  United  Kingdom  which  is  not  mentioned  in  the  schedule  to  this 
order,  is  hereby  prohibited,  except  as  hereinafter  expressly  provided. 

Exceptions. 

2.  — (1.)  This  Order  shall  not  apply  to — 

(a)  hay  or  straw  which  at  the  time  of  importation  is  being  used  for 
packing  merchandise;  or 

(b)  manufactured  straw  not  intended  for  use  as  fodder  or  litter  for 
animals;  or 

(c)  hay  or  straw  which  is  authorized  to  be  landed  for  use  otherwise 
than  as  fodder  or  litter  for  animals  by  a  license  granted  by  an  inspector  or

If  any  hay  or  straw  shall  be  landed  in  contravention  of  this 
Order,  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  owner  and  the  lessee  and  the  occupier  of 
the  place  of  landing,  and  the  person  causing,  directing,  or  permitting  the 
landing,  and  the  owner  and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of  the  vessel  from 
which  the  same  is  landed  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own 
acts  or  defaults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  The  Diseases  of 
Animals  Act,  1894> 

(2.)  If  any  person  does  any  act  in  contravention  of  a  condition  imposed 
by  a  license  under  this  Order  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  under 
the  said  Act. 


4.  The  Foreign  Hay  and  Straw  (Ireland)  Order  of  1908  and  any  Order 
amending  that  Order  are  hereby  revoked,  and  any  license  under  any  Order 
hereby  revoked,  shall  have  effect  as  a  license  under  this  Order.

(Dated  22nd  April,  1912.) 
Horses  (Importation  and  Transit)  Order  of  1912. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise 
of  the  powers  vested  in  them  under  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  1894 
to  1911,  and  of  every  other  power  enabling  them  in  this  behalf,  do  order, 
and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  as  follows: — 

Chapter  I. — Importation. 
Commencement  of  Chapter  I. 

1.  This  chapter  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Regulation  of  Importation  of  Horses,  Asses  and  Mules. 

2.  — (1.)  Ahorse,  ass  or  mule  brought  to  Great  Britain  from  any  other 
country,  except  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands,  or  the  Isle  of  Man,  shalLnot 
be  landed  in  Great  Britain  otherwise  than 

(a)  under  the  authority  of  a  license  granted  by  the  Board,  and  sub- 
ject to  any  conditions  imposed  by  the  license;  or 

(b)  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  Article 
4  of  this  Order. 

(2.)  A  license  shall  not  be  available  as  an  authority  for  the  landing 
of  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  unless  the  animal  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
of  a  veterinary  surgeon  to  the  effect  that  he  examined  the  animal  immed- 
iately before  it  was  embarked,  or  while  it  was  on  board  the  vessel,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  that  he  found  that  the  animal  did  not  show  symptoms 
of  disease. 

Licenses  for  Landing. 

3.  Where  the  Board  grant  a  license  authorizing  the  landing  of  a  horse, 
ass  or  mule,  the  Board  may  impose  and  insert  in  the  license  such  conditions 
as  they  may  think  necessary — 

(a)  for  prescribing  and  regulating  the  detention  and  isolation  of  the 
animal ; 

(b)  for  prescribing  and  regulating  the  veterinary  examination  of  the 
animal,  (including  the  application  of  the  mallein  test)  and  the  person  by 
whom  the  examination  shall  be  made: 


IMPERIAL  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL,  &c. 


Horses  (Importation  and  Transit)  Order. 


(c)  for  regulating  the  movement  of  the  animal  from  the  place  of  land- 
ing to  the  prescribed  place  of  detention;  and 

(d)  generally  for  the-  better  execution  of  this  chapter  or  preventing 
the  spreading  of  disease  by  the  animal. 

Conditions  where  Landing  is  not  Licensed. 

4.  Where  the  landing  of  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  not  authorized  by  a 
license  granted  by  the  Board,  its  landing  shall  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions,  namely: — 

(a)  the  landing  must  be  authorized  in  writing  by  an  officer  of  Customs 
and  Excise,  and  be  at  a  port  which  has  been  authorized  by  Order  of  the 
Board  as  a  port  for  landing  of  imported  horses,  asses  and  mules; 

(b)  the  animal  shall  on  landing  at  any  such  port  be  moved  by  the 
owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof  direct  to  a  place  of  detention  provided  by 
the  local  authority  for  horses,  asses  and  mules  imported  at  such  port, 
or  to  a  place  of  detention  otherwise  provided  and  approved  for  such  pur- 
pose by  the  local  authority; 

(c)  the  animal  shall  be  detained  at  the  place  of  detention  by  the 
owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof  until  it  is  released  by  a  permit  granted 
by  an  inspector  of  the  local  authority; 

(d)  the  permit  shall  not  be  granted  until  the  animal  has  been  exam- 
ined by  a  veterinary  inspector  of  the  local  authority  and  found  by  him  to 
be  free  from  symptoms  of  disease; 

(e)  in  every  case,  except  where  the  animal  shows  clinical  symptoms 
which  are  definite  evidence  of  glanders,  the  animal  shall  be  tested  by  a 
veterinary  inspector  of  the  local  authority  with  mallein,  which  may  be 
applied  at  such  time  not  later  than  ten  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  animal 
at  the  place  of  detention  as  the  veterinary  inspector  may  think  fit; 

(f)  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  veterinary  inspector  the  original 
application  of  the  test  results  in  indications  of  glanders  not  amounting  to 
definite  evidence  of  glanders,  the  test  shall  be  applied  a  second  time,  not 
later  than  twelve  days  after  the  previous  application;  and  if  the  second 
application  does  not  result  in  definite  evidence  of  glanders,  the  animal 
shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  be  treated  as  free  from  symptoms  of 
glanders. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection. 

5.  The  local  authority  or  the  person  by  whom  a  place  of  detention 
is  provided  shall  cause  the  part  of  the  place  of  detention  used  by  a  horse, 
ass  or  mule  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  in  such  manner  as 
the  local  authority  think  fit,  before  it  is  again  used  for  the  reception  of 
a  horse,  ass  or  mule. 

Charges  for  Use  of  Place  of  Detention. 

6.  The  local  authority  may  under  section  32  of  the  Act  of  1894  charge 
for  the  use  of  a  place  of  detention  provided  by  the  local  authority  such 
sums  as  may  be  imposed  by  by-law. 
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Provision  as  to  Diseased  or  Suspected  Horses,  &c. 

7.  Any  horse,  ass  or  mule  in  a  place  of  detention  which  is  affected  with, 
or  suspected  of,  disease,  and  which  is  not  required  to  be  slaughtered  under 
the  order  (if  any)  dealing  with  the  particular  disease,  may  be  moved  with 
the  written  permission  of  an  inspector  of  the  local  authority  to  a  vessel 
in  the  port  for  exportation. 

General  Power  of  Detention. 

8.  If  it  appears  to  the  principal  officer  of  Customs  and  Excise,  with 
respect  to  any  foreign  horse,  ass  or  mule,  or  with  respect  to  any  carcase  of 
a  foreign  horse,  ass  or  mule  that  disease  may  be  thereby  introduced  he  may 
seize  and  detain  the  same;  and  he  shall  forthwith  report  the  facts  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  who  may  give  such  directions  as 
they  think  fit,  either  for  the  slaughter  or  destruction  or  the  further  deten- 
tion thereof  or  for  the  delivery  thereof  to  the  owner  on  such  conditions, 
if  any  (including  payment  by  the  owner  of  expenses  incurred  by  them  in 
respect  of  detention  thereof),  as  they  think  fit. 

Meaning  of  "Disease"  and  "Local  Authority." 

9.  In  this  chapter  the  expression  "disease"  means  glanders  (including 
farcy),  epizootic  lymphangitis,  ulcerative  lymphangitis,  dourine,  horse- 
pox,  sarcoptic  mange,  psoroptic  mange,  influenza,  ringworm,  or  strangles, 
and  the  expression  " local  authority"  means  the  local  authority  of  the  port 
of  landing  for  the  purpose  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1894,  relating  to 
foreign  animals. 

Effect  of  Chapter  on  Existing  Orders. 

10.  Any  order  of  the  Board  which  deals  with  any  of  the  above-men- 
tioned diseases  shall,  in  relation  to  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  detained  under  this 
chapter,  be  modified  by  the  terms  of  this  chapter. 


Chapter  II. — Carriage  by  Water. 

Carriage  by  Water,  of  Unfit  Horses,  &c. 

11.  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  permitted  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  his  agent,  or  any  person  in  charge  thereof,  to  be  embarked  in  a  vessel 
for  carriage  thereon  from  any  port  in  Great  Britain  if,  owing  to  infirmity, 
illness,  injury,  fatigue  or  any  other  cause,  it  cannot  be  carried  without 
unnecessary  suffering  during  the  intended  passage. 
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Notification  by  Inspectors  of  Unfitness  of  Horses,  &c,  for  Conveyance. 

12.  Where  an  inspector  of  the  Board  or  of  a  local  authority  is  of 
opinion  that  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  intended  to  be  carried  on  a  vessel  from 
any  port  in  Great  Britain  cannot  owing  to  infirmity,  illness,  injury,  fatigue, 
or  any  other  cause,  be  so  carried  without  unnecessary  suffering,  he  may 
serve  a  notice  to  that  effect  on  the  person  in  charge  of  the  animal  and  also, 
when  practicable,  on  the  master  of  the  vessel,  and  until  such  notice  is  with- 
drawn by  an  inspector  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  carry  the  animal  on  a  vessel, 
and  if  the  animal  is  carried  in  contravention  of  this  article,  the  person  in 
charge  thereof,  and  the  master  of  the  vessel,  where  the  notice  has  been 
served  on  the  master,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act 
of  1894. 

Provisions  as  to  Vessels  carrying  Horses,  &c. 

13.  The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply  to  all  vessels  on  which 
horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried  to  or  from  any  port  in  Great  Britain. 

(Fittings  of  Vessels.) 

(i.)  Each  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  carried  in  a  separate  box  or  stall, 
except  that  brood  mares,  ponies,  asses,  mules  and  unbroken  horses,  and 
horses  in  charge  of  special  attendants,  may  be  carried  in  pens.  Boxes, 
stalls  and  pens  shall  be  of  sufficient  size,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
be  of  a  substantial  character,  and  of  sufficient  strength  to  withstand  the 
action  of  the  weather  and  to  resist  the  weight  of  any  animal  that  may  be 
thrown  against  them.  A  movable  box  shall  be  so  secured  as  to  prevent 
its  deplacement  by  the  motion  of  the  vessel. 

.  (ii.)  The  floor  of  each  box,  stall  or  pen  shall,  in  order  to  prevent  slipping, 
be  fitted  with  suitable  battens,  and  be  strewn  with  a  proper  quantity  of 
sand  or  other  suitable  substance. 

(iii.)  The  vessel  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable  means 
for  slinging  the  animals  carried. 

(iv.)  The  fittings  or  other  parts  of  a  vessel,  box,  stall  or  pen  likely 
to  cause  injury  or  unnecessary  suffering  to  horses,  asses  or  mules  shall  be 
properly  and  securely  fenced  off  or  padded,  as  the  case  may  require. 

(v.)  Horses,  asses  and  mules  while  on  a  vessel  shall  be  protected 
against  injury  or  unnecessary  suffering  from  undue  exposure  to  the  weather. 

(Ventilation.) 

(vi.)  All  parts  of  the  vessel  in  or  on  which  horses,  asses  or  mules  are 
carried  shall  be  sufficiently  and  suitably  ventilated.  All  such  parts  if 
below  deck  shall,  in  addition  to  any  ventilation  obtained  by  means  of  the 
hatchways,  be  provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable  ventilators  for  the 
removal  of  foul  air  and  for  the  admission  of  a  proper  supplv  of  fresh  air 
to  all  the  animals  carried. 
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(Light.) 

(vii.)  All  parts  of  the  vessel  over  which  the  horses,  asses  or  mules  pass, 
or  in  which  they  are  carried,  shall  be  properly  lighted,  and  arrangements 
shall  be  made  for  the  provision  at  all  times  of  adequate  light  for  the  proper 
tending  of  the  animals. 

(Passage- Ways.) 

(viii.)  Every  part  of  the  vessel  where  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried 
shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  passage-ways  leading  from  the  hatch- 
way or  entrance  to  such  part  of  the  vessel  and  giving  frontal  access  to  each 
box  or  stall  containing  a  horse,  ass  or  mule.  Each  passage-way  shall  be 
of  a  minimum  width  of  one  foot  and  six  inches,  and  be  kept  free  of  obstruc- 
tion. 

(Food  and  Water.) 

(ix.)  Horses,  asses  and  mules  carried  on  a  vessel  for  a  voyage  which 
on  an  average  takes  more  than  six  hours  shall  be  provided  while  on  board 
with  a  sufficient  amount  of  suitable  food  and  water,  and  proper  accom- 
modation shall  be  provided  on  board  for  the  stowage  of  the  food  so  that 
the  same  shall  not  be  unduly  exposed  to  the  weather  at  sea. 

(Securing  of  Horses,  &c.) 

(x.)  All  horses,  asses  or  mules  while  being  carried  in  a  box  or  stall 
shall  as  far  as  practicable  be  securely  tied  by  the  head. 

(Attendance.) 

(xi.)  A  vessel  in  which  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  carried  shall  carry 
a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  attendants  to  tend  the  animals  properly. 

(Returns  as  to  Casualties.) 

(xii.)  The  owner  or  charterer  of  a  vessel  on  which  horses,  asses  or 
mules  are  carried,  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  such  animals  which  have  died 
or  have  been  killed  or  seriously  injured  while  on  such  vessel,  and  shall  at 
the  end  of  every  month  make  a  return  to  the  Board  showing  whether  any, 
and,  if  so,  how  many,  animals  have  so  died  or  been  killed  or  injured  on  the 
vessel. 

(Saving  for  Ferry  Boats,  &c.) 

(xiii.)  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  article  shall  not  extend  to  the 
carriage  of  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  a  vessel  across  an  arm  of  the  sea  or 
over  any  ferry,  or  on  a  river,  canal,  or  other  inland  water,  but  the  fittings 
of  the  vessel  shall  be  such  as  to  protect  as  far  as  practicable  the  animals  so 
carried  from  injury  and  unnecessary  suffering,  and  as  far  as  practicable  pro- 
vision shall  be  made  in  order  to  prevent  slipping  by  strewing  the  deck  with 
sand  or  other  suitable  substance. 
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(  Approaches,  Gangways,  and  other  Apparatus.) 

(xiv.)  Approaches,  gangways,  passage-ways,  cages,  and  other  appar- 
atus used  for  the  loading  or  unloading  or  movement  of  horses,  asses  or 
mules  on  or  from  a  vessel,  shall  be  so  constructed  that  injury  or  unnecessary 
suffering  shall  not  be  caused  to  the  animals. 

(Overcrowding.) 

(xv.)  A  vessel  shall  not  be  overcrowded  in  any  part  or  pen  so  as  to 
cause  injury  or  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  horses,  asses  or  mules  thereon. 

(Injured  Horses,  &c.) 

(xvi.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  on  a  vessel  has  a  limb  broken  or  is 
otherwise  seriously  injured  so  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  disembarked 
without  cruelty,  the  master  of  the  vessel  may,  and  shall  if  so  required  by 
The  diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1910,  forthwith  cause  that  animal  to  be 
slaughtered.  The  person  in  charge  of  the  animal  shall  forthwith  report 
the  injury  to  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

(Approved  Killing  Instruments.) 

(xvii.)  Every  vessel  on  which  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  carried  shall  carry 
a  proper  killing  instrument  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  for  that  purpose, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  master  of  every  such  vessel  to 
see  that  the  vessel  is  provided  with  such  an  instrument,  and  the  master, 
if  so  required  by  an  inspector  of  the  Board  or  of  the  local  authority,  shall 
produce  the  instrument  for  his  inspection. 

Water  at  Shipping  and  Unshipping  Places. 

14.  At  every  place  where  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  put  on  board  of 
or  landed  from  vessels,  provision  shall  be  made,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Board,  for  a  supply  of  water  for  the  animals;  and  water  shall  be  supplied 
there  gratuitously  to  any  animal  on  request  of  any  person  having  charge 
of  the  animal. 

Provision  to  be  made  at  Unshipping  Places. 

15.  At  every  place  where  horses,  asses  or  mules  are  landed  from  vessels, 
provision  shall  be  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  for  the  speedy 
and  convenient  landing  of  the  animals,  and  for  a  supply  of  food  for  them; 
and  food  shall  be  supplied  there  by  the  occupier  of  the  landing  place  to  any 
horse,  ass  or  mule  on  request  of  any  person  having  charge  of  the  animal, 
at  such  price  as  the  Board  approve. 
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Chapter  III.— Carriage  by  Railway. 

Carriage  by  Railway  of  Unfit  Horses,  &c. 

16.  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  permitted  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  his  agent,  or  any  person  in  charge  thereof,  to  be  carried  by  railway  if, 
owing  to  infirmity,  illness,  injury,  fatigue,  or  any  other  cause,  it  cannot 
be  carried  without  unnecessary  suffering  during  the  intended  transit  by 
railway. 

Notification  by  Inspectors  of  Unfitness  of  Horses,  &c,  for  Conveyance. 

17.  Where  an  inspector  of  the  Board  or  of  a  local  authority  is  of  opinion 
that  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  intended  to  be  carried  by  railway  cannot,  owing 
to  infirmity,  illness,  injury,  fatigue,  or  any  other  cause,  be  so  carried  with- 
out unnecessary  suffering,  he  may  serve  a  notice  to  that  effect  on  the  person 
in  charge  of  the  animal  and  also,  when  practicable,  on  an  officer  of  the 
railway  company,  and  until  such  notice  is  withdrawn  by  an  inspector  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  carry  the  animal  by  railway,  and  if  the  animal  is  carried 
in  contravention  of  this  article,  the  person  in  charge  thereof,  and  the  rail- 
way company,  where  the  notice  has  been  served  on  an  officer  of  the  com- 
pany, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 

Construction  of  Trucks,  &c,  used  for  Carriage  of  Horses,  &c. 

18.  — (1.)  No  horse,  ass  or  mule  shall  be  carried  by  railway  in  a  truck 
or  other  vehicle  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

(2.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  provided  at  each  end  with 
spring  buffers,  and  the  floor  thereof,  in  order  to  prevent  slipping,  shall  be 
fitted  with  battens  or  other  proper  footholds,  or  be  strewn  with  a  proper 
quantity  of  litter  or  sand  or  other  proper  substance. 

(3.)  The  battens  in  a  truck  or  other  vehicle  (other  than  a  horse-box) 
shall  be  placed  across  the  vehicle,  except  between  the  doorways,  where  they 
shall  be  placed  lengthways. 

(4.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  (other  than  a  horse-box)  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  to  admit  of  ventilation  and  inspection  at  the  floor  level. 

(5.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the 
interior  thereof  shall  be  free  from  any  boltheads,  angles  or  other  projections 
likely  to  cause  suffering  to  animals  carried  therein. 

(6.)  Every  falling  loading  door  and  every  gangway,  passageway, 
loading  or  unloading  board,  shall  be  fitted  with  longitudinal  battens  or 
other  proper  footholds. 

(7.)  Every  truck  for  carrying  horses,  asses  or  mules,  built  after  the 
first  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  shall  be  fitted  with  a  roof, 
and  with  falling  loading  doors  of  a  pattern  approved  by  the  Board,  and  all 
internal  projections  shall  be  rounded. 

(8.)  Every  truck  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  permit 
of  its  being  cleansed  and  disinfected  in  manner  prescribed  by  this  Order. 
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Overcrowding. 

19.  A  railway  company  shall  not  allow  any  railway  truck  or  other 
railway  vehicle  used  for  carrying  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  the  railway, 
or  any  compartment  thereof,  to  be  overcrowded  so  as  to  cause  injury  or 
unnecessary  suffering  to  the  animals  therein. 

Chapter  IV. — Cleansing  and  Disinfection. 
Vessels. 

20.  — (1.)  A  vessel  used  for  carrying  horses,  asses  or  mules  by  sea,  or 
on  a  canal,  river  or  inland  navigation,  shall,  after  the  landing  of  such  animals 
therefrom  at  any  port  in  Great  Britain,  and  before  the  taking  on  board  of 
any  other  such  animal  or  other  cargo,  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows: 

(i.)  All  parts  of  the  vessel  with  which  any  such  animal  or  its  droppings 
have  come  in  contact  shall  be  scraped  and  swept,  and  then  be 
thoroughly  washed  or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water,  and  then 
have  applied  to  them  a  coating  of  lime-wash,  or  be  otherwise 
disinfected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed;  provided  that 
the  application  of  lime-wash  shall  not  be  compulsory  as  regards 
such  parts  of  the  vessel  as  are  used  for  passengers  or  the  crew, 
(ii.)  All  fittings,  pens,  hurdles,  or  utensils  used  for  or  about  the  animals 
shall,  if  not  permanently  removed  from  the  vessel,  be  scraped, 
and  then  be  thoroughly  washed  or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water, 
and  then  have  applied  to  them  a  coating  of  lime-wash,  or  be 
otherwise  disinfected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed. 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  vessel  shall  not  be  landed 
unless  and  until  they  have  been  well  mixed  with  quicklime. 

(3.)  In  the  case  of  a  ferry-boat  or  other  vessel  which  makes  short  and 
frequent  passages  across  a  river  or  an  arm  of  the  sea  or  other  water  it  shall 
be  sufficient  if  the  ferry-boat  or  vessel  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  once  in 
every  period  of  twelve  hours  within  which  it  is  so  used. 

Fodder  and  Litter. 

21.  All  partly  consumed  or  broken  fodder  that  has  been  supplied  to, 
and  all  litter  that  has  been  used  for  or  about,  horses,  asses  or  mules,  carried 
by  sea,  or  on  a  canal,  river  or  inland  navigation,  shall,  if  and  when  landed 
from  the  vessel,  be  forthwith  well  mixed  with  quicklime  and  be  effectually 
removed  from  contact  with  horses,  asses  or  mules. 

Movable  Gangways  and  other  Apparatus. 

22.  — (1.)  A  movable  gangway,  passageway,  cage,  or  other  apparatus 
used  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  or  from  a 
vessel,  or  otherwise  used  in  connection  with  the  transit  of  such  animals  by 
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sea,  or  on  a  canal,  river  or  inland  navigation,  or  used  for  the  loading  or 
unloading  of  such  animals  on  or  from  a  railway  truck  or  other  railway 
vehicle,  or  otherwise  used  in  connection  with  the  transit  of  such  animals  on 
a  railway,  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  after  being  so  used  be  cleansed  as 
follows : 

The  apparatus  shall  be  scraped  and  swept,  so  as  effectually  to  remove 
therefrom  all  dung,  litter,  and  other  matter,  and  then  be  thoroughly 
washed  or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water. 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  apparatus  and  all  dung, 
litter  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom  shall  forthwith  be  well  mixed 
with  quicklime,  and  be  effectually  removed  from  contact  with  horses,  asses 
or  mules. 

Trucks,  &c. 

23.  — (1.)  A  railway  truck,  if  used  for  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  a  rail- 
way, shall,  on  every  occasion  after  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  taken  out  of  it, 
and  before  any  other  horse,  ass  or  mule,  or  any  fodder  or  litter,  or  anything 
intended  to  be  used  for  or  about  horses,  asses  or  mules  is  placed  in  it,  be 
cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows: 

(i.)  The  floor  of  the  truck,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with  which 
any  such  animal  or  its  droppings  have  come  in  contact  shall  be 
scraped  and  swept,  and  the  scrapings  and  sweepings,  and  all  dung, 
sawdust,  litter,  and  other  matter  shall  be  effectually  removed 
therefrom :  then 

(ii.)  The  same  parts  of  the  truck  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  or  scrubbed 
or  scoured  with  water;  and  then  have  applied  to  them  a  coating 
of  lime-wash,  or  be  otherwise  disinfected  in  the  manner  herein- 
after prescribed. 

(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  truck,  and  all  dung,  sawdust, 
litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom  shall  forthwith  be  well  mixed 
with  quicklime,  and  be  effectually  removed  from  contact  with  horses,  asses 
or  mules. 

Horse-Boxes,  Guards1  Vans,  &c. 

24.  — (1.)  A  horse-box  or  other  railway  vehicle  (not  being  a  railway 
truck)  if  used  for  horses,  asses  or  mules  on  a  railway  shall,  on  every  occasion 
after  the  animal  is  taken  out  of  it,  and  before  any  other  horse,  ass  or  mule 
is  placed  in  it,  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows: 

(i.)  The  floor  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with  which 
the  droppings  of  the  animal  have  come  in  contact,  shall  be  scraped 
and  swept,  and  the  scrapings  and  sweepings,  and  all  dung,  saw- 
dust, fodder,  litter,  and  other  matter  shall  be  effectually  removed 
therefrom:  and 
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(ii.)  The  sides  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with  which 
the  head  or  any  discharge  from  the  mouth  or  nostrils  of  the  animal 
has  come  in  contact,  and  any  halter  or  headstall  used  for  the 
animal,  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  with  water  by  means  of  a 
sponge,  brush  or  other  instrument,  and  then  as  far  as  practicable 
be  disinfected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed;  and 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  dung,  sawdust, 
fodder,  litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom  shall  forthwith  be  well 
mixed  with  quicklime,  and  be  effectually  removed  from  contact  with  horses, 
asses,  or  mules. 

Disinfection  Prescribed  in  Specified  Cases. 

25.  The  prescribed  manner  of  disinfection  to  be  adopted  in  the  case 
of  any  place  or  thing  or  part  of  a  place  or  thing  required  to  be  disinfected 
under  this  Order  is  as  follows: 

The  place  or  thing,  or  the  part  thereof,  required  to  be  disinfected  shall 
be  thoroughly  coated  or  washed  with — 

(a)  a  one  per  cent  (minimum)  solution  of  chloride  of  lime  containing 
not  less  than  thirty  per  cent  of  available  chlorine ;  or 

(b)  a  four  per  cent  (minimum)  solution  of  carbolic  acid  (containing  not 
less  than  ninety-five  per  cent  of  actual  carbolic  acid),  followed 
by  a  thorough  sprinkling  with  lime-wash;  or 

(c)  a  disinfectant  equal  in  disinfective  efficiency  to  the  above-men- 
tioned solution  of  carbolic  acid,  followed  by  a  thorough  sprink- 
ling with  lime-wash. 

Chapter  V. — General. 
Digging  up  of  Carcases. 

26.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  except  with  the  license  of 
the  Board  or  permission  in  writing  of  an  inspector  of  the  Board,  to  dig  up, 
or  cause  to  be  dug  up,  the  carcase  of  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  that  has  been 
buried. 

Expenses  of  Burial  of  Carcases  of  Horses,  &c,  washed  ashore. 

27.  Section  46  of  The  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894,  which  relates  to 
expenses  of  burial  of  certain  carcases  washed  ashore  shall  apply  to  any 
carcase  of  a  horse,  ass  or  mule  washed  ashore. 

Local  Authority  to  enforce  Order. 

28.  The  provisions  of  this  Order,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  provided, 
shall  be  executed  and  enforced  by  the  local  authority  of  each  district  in 
Great  Britain. 
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Extension  of  Certain  Sections  of  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  189 J+. 

29.  Horses,  asses  and  mules  shall  be  animals  for  the  purposes  of  the 
following  sections  of  the  Act  of  1894  (namely) : 

Section  thirty-two  (Provision  of  wharves,  stations,  lairs,  &c); 
Section  forty-three  (Police) ; 

Section  forty-four  (General  Administrative  Provisions); 
Section  fifty-six  (Proceedings  under  Customs  Acts  for  unlawful  landing 
or  shipping); 

and  also  for  the  purposes  of  all  other  sections  of  the  said  Act  containing  pro- 
visions relative  to  or  consequent  on  the  provisions  of  those  sections  and  this 
Order,  including  such  sections  as  relate  to  offences  and  legal  proceedings. 

Crown  not  bound  by  the  Order.. 

30.  This  Order  does  not  bind  the  Crown. 

Offences. 

31.  — (1.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  landed  in  contravention  of  this 
Order,  or  after  landing  is  moved  to  any  premises  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Order  or  the  conditions  of  the  license  (if  any)  authorizing  the  landing 
of  the  animal,  or  is  not  isolated  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
license  (if  any),  the  owner  and  the  person  in  charge  of  the  animal,  and  any 
person  causing  or  permitting  the  landing  or  movement  and  the  owner 
and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of  the  vessel  from  which  the  animal  is 
unlawfully  landed  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts 
and  defaults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 

(2.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  carried  on  a  vessel  which  does  not 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order  as  to  vessels  carrying  horses,  asses 
or  mules,  or  if  any  such  provision  or  any  provision  as  to  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  vessels  or  any  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  the  transit 
of  such  animals  by  sea  is  not  complied  with  on  a  vessel  on  which  horses, 
asses  or  mules  are  carried,  the  owner  and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of 
the  vessel  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts  and  defaults, 
be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 

(3.)  If  any  horse,  ass  or  mule  is  carried  by  railway  in  a  vehicle  which 
is  not  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  or  if 
any  provision  as  to  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  railway  vehicles  used  for 
horses,  asses  or  mules,  or  any  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  the  transit 
of  such  animals  on  a  railway,  is  not  complied  with,  the  railway  company 
carrying  the  animal  or  owning  or  using  the  vehicle  or  apparatus  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1894. 
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Interpretation. 

32.  In  this  Order,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 
"The  Board"  means  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries: 
"Port"  includes  place: 

"Foreign"  means  brought  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  any  country 

out  of  the  United  Kingdom: 
"Person"  includes  a  body  corporate: 

"Fodder"  means  hay  or  other  substance  commonly  used  for  food  of 

"horses,  asses  or  mules: 
"Litter"  means  straw  or  other  substance  commonly  used  for  bedding 

or  otherwise  for  or  about  horses,  asses  or  mules: 
"The  Act  of  1894"  means  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894: 
"Master"  includes  a  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  a  vessel: 
Other  terms  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Act  of  1894. 

.  Commencement. 

33.  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Order,  except  Chapter  I,  shall 
come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve. 

Revocation. 

34.  The  Orders  described  in  the  schedule  hereto  are  hereby  revoked 
to  the  extent  and  on  the  dates  therein  specified.

35.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Horses  ( Importation  and  Transit ) 
Order  of  1912.

2.  I  should  be  glad  if  you  would  be  good  enough  to  cause  the  writer 
to  be  informed  that  the  Union  Flag  is  the  National  Flag  of  Canada  as  of 
all  other  parts  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  may  be  flown  on  land 
by  all  British  subjects;  and  that  the  Red  Ensign,  with  the  Arms  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  in  the  fly,  is  intended  to  be  used  only  by  Canadian 
merchant  vessels.

2.  I  have  received  a  ruling  from  the  same  source  to  the  effect  that  it 
is  incorrect  for  a  civilian  to  wear  in  miniature  the  insignia  of  a  Knight 
Grand  Cross,  Knight  Grand  Commander,  Knight  Commander,  or  Comman- 
der of  the  Order  of  the  Bath,  Star  of  India,  Saint  Michael  and  Saint  George, 
Indian  Empire,  and  Royal  Victorian  Order.  The  regulations  which  exist 
with  regard  to  the  wearing  in  miniature  of  insignia  of  the  higher  classes 
of  orders  are  only  applicable  to  naval  and  military  officers. 
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3.  The  new  regulations  do  not  specially  provide  for  the  procedure  in 
the  various  Government  houses  of  the  oversea  possessions  of  the  Crown, 
which  are,  of  course,  supposed  to  reflect  exactly  the  practice  of  His  Majesty's 
Court;  but  it  will  be  well  that  you  should  guide  yourself  by  the  practice 
laid  down  for  observing  due  courtesy  in  the  case  of  Ambassadors  and 
Ministers  accredited  to  the  Court  of  St.  James.

By  His  Majesty's  Commands  the  following  regulations  will  supersede 
those  issued  in  May,  1911,  defining  the  occasions  when  Orders,  Minia- 
ture Decorations  and  Medals  are  to  be  worn  with  Evening  Dress. 

1.  At  all  parties  and  dinners  when  any  member  of  the  Royal  Family 
is  present,  riband,  stars,  and  miniature  decorations  and  medals  will  be 
worn. 

2.  At  all  parties  and  dinners  given  in  the  houses  of  ambassadors  and 
ministers  accredited  to  this  court,  riband,  stars  and  miniature  decorations 
and  medals  will  be  worn.  The  decoration  of  the  country  concerned 
should  be  worn  in  preference  to  the  English  one,  and  if  both  are  worn, 
the  former  should  take  precedence  of  the  latter. 

For  informal  or  private  dinners  at  an  embassy  or  legation,  when  the 
ambassador  or  minister  does  not  wish  decorations  to  be  worn,  the  ambassa- 
dor or  minister  will  be  asked  to  make  a  notification  to  that  effect  on  the 
invitation  card. 

3.  On  official  occasions  at  the  house  of  the  lord  lieutenant  of  a  county 
within  his  county,  and  at  all  parties  and  dinners  given  by  the  Lord  Mayor 
at  the  Mansion  House  and  Guildhall,  riband,  stars,  and  miniature  decora- 
tions and  medals  will  be  worn. 

4.  At  all  parties  and  dinners  of  an  official  nature  given  in  the  houses 
of  Cabinet  Ministers,  Ex-Cabinet  Ministers,  Knights  of  the  Garter,  Knights 
of  the  Thistle,  Knights  of  St.  Patrick,  or  Great  Officers  of  the  Household, 
stars,  not  riband,*  will  be  worn. 

5.  At  all  official  dinners  and  receptions,  including  those  of  the  City 
Livery  Companies  and  City  Corporations,  Regimental  Dinners,  Official 
Naval  Dinners,  and  all  public  dinners  given  in  aid  of  charitable  institutions, 
stars,  not  riband,*  will  be  worn. 

6.  At  unofficial  dinner  parties  or  evening  receptions  in  private 
houses,  Knights  of  the  Garter,  Knights  of  the  Thistle  or  Knights  of  St. 
Patrick  should  wear  a  star  only. 
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7.  These  are  the  only  occasions  on  which  decorations  and  medals 
will  be  worn  with  evening  dress. 

N.B. — *The  expression  " stars,  not  riband/'  means: — 
For  Knights  Grand  Cross,  stars,  no  riband. 

For  members  of  the  Order  of  Merit,  badge  and  riband  round  the  neck. 
For  Knights  Commanders,  stars,  no  badge  round  the  neck. 
For  C.V.O.'s,  badge  and  riband  round  the  neck. 
For  all  classes,  miniature  medals  and  decorations.

Sir, — Under  the  section  " Passport  requirements  of  Foreign  Countries" 
in  the  Foreign  Office  List  under  the  heading  Austria-Hungary,  I  see  that  it 
is  stated  that  for  purposes  of  residence  in  this  country  a  passport  or  other 
document  to  prove  identity  is  necessary.  From  the  considerable  number 
of  persons  who  attempt  to  reside  in  Hungary  over  the  legal  period  of  14 
days  without  being  provided  with  any  proof  of  their  nationality  or  identity 
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I  venture  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  power  invested  in  the  Hungarian 
authorities  to  demand  such  proof  after  the  interval  mentioned.  The 
difficulties  which  arise  are  usually  in  the  case  of  theatrical  artistes  from  whom 
the  police  authorities  require  immediate  proof  of  nationality.  These 
persons  rarely  possess  passports  or  other  papers  of  identification  and  it  has 
been  usual  at  this  Consulate  General  to  give  them  a  document  stating  that 
they  have  taken  an  oath  as  British  subjects  and  that  His  Majesty's 
Consul  General  believes  their  statement  to  be  true.  This  paper  is  marked 
as  being  only  valid  in  Hungary.  This  action  has  hitherto  satisfied  the 
Hungarian  authorities.  A  similar  certificate  is  issued  when  necessary  in 
the  case  of  governesses,  etc.,  but  the  latter  are  always  advised  to  procure 
their  certificates  of  birth  and  so  enable  me  to  issue  passports. 

It  is,  I  think,  open  to  question  whether  this  system  is  a  satisfactory 
one.  Not  infrequently  persons  of  these  categories  present  themselves 
here  and  it  is  in  some  cases,  especially  in  those  of  coloured  persons,  almost 
impossible  to  be  sure  whether  they  are  British  subjects  or  not.  I  venture 
to  suggest  that  the  paragraph  in  the  Foreign  Office  List  should  point  out 
that  it  is  most  desirable  for  theatrical  artistes  visiting  Hungary  to  hold 
passports  and  that  any  British  subject  resident  for  more  than  14  days  in 
Hungary  may  be  and  usually  is  summoned  by  the  authorities  to  produce 
proof  of  nationality  and  identity.  Such  a  paragraph  might  save  British 
subjects  coming  to  this  country  much  trouble  and  anxiety. 

There  is  a  further  question  which  I  venture  to  think  requires  attention. 
According  to  Hungarian  law  persons  naturalized  in  foreign  countries  do 
not  lose  their  Hungarian  nationality  by  such  a  step.  The  law  prescribes 
that  persons  residing  abroad  uninterruptedly  for  more  than  ten  years  lose 
their  Hungarian  nationality  unless  they  take  certain  action  to  preserve 
such  nationality.  The  ten  years  count  from  the  day  they  leave  Hungary 
or  if  provided  with  passports  from  the  day  on  which  those  documents 
cease  to  be  valid. 

According  to  general  instructions  to  His  Majesty's  consular  officers 
in  the  event  of  an  application  being  made  to  a  consular  officer  for  a 
passport  by  a  British  subject  who  is  still  also  a  subject  or  citizen  of  the 
State  in  which  such  officer  exercises  consular  jurisdiction  the  application 
is  to  be  refused  and  the  applicant  instructed  to  obtain  a  passport  from  the 
authorities  of  that  State. 

Now  according  to  the  concessions  granted  by  the  Hungarian  Govern- 
ment to  British  and  other  shipping  companies  the  latter  are  precluded 
from  issuing  passages  from  Hungary  unless  a  passport  is  produced.  This 
also  applies  to  passages  from  Hamburg  and  other  European  ports,  when 
issued  by  companies  having  agencies  in  Hungary.  It  happens  that 
Hungarians  naturalized  in  Canada  not  infrequently  visit  their  country  of 
origin  before  the  10  years  of  absence  are  passed  which  free  them  from  their 
Hungarian  nationality.  His  Majesty's  Consulate  General  in  these  cases 
is  not  permitted  to  issue  passports  to  such  persons  and  the  result  is  that  till 
they  can  obtain  a  Hungarian  passport  they  may  be  exposed  to  great 
annoyance  and  loss  of  time  and  money.    The  above  persons  are  often 
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simple  farmers  who  have  no  knowledge  whatsoever  of  the  passport  regula- 
rs »i is  in  force  in  Hungary,  and  imagine  that  their  certificate  of  naturaliza- 
tion will  free  them  from  military  service  and  other  difficulties,  which  is 
not  the  case.  Further,  sometimes  the}'  are  detained  to  fulfil  their  military 
service,  and  in  others,  even  if  they  are  themselves  exempted,  their  sons 
are  obliged  to  remain  behind  or  deposit  caution  money  for  their  subsequent 
enrolment  as  recruits.  It  seems  clear  that  if  they  understood,  as  stated 
in  their  certificates  of  naturalization,  that  they  could  not  be  protected  by 
this  Consulate  General  and  the  trouble  to  which  a  visit  to  Hungary  might 
expose  them,  they  would  probably  not  undertake  the  journey  from  Canada, 
or  other  British  colony.  I  am  not  aware  whether  the  state  of  things  I 
have  described  is  known  to  the  Canadian  and  other  Dominion  Govern- 
ments, and  I  venture  to  suggest  that,  if  this  is  not  the  case,  steps  should 
be  taken  to  bring  the  matter  to  their  notice. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  remarks  I  have  made  apply  to 
Hungary  only,  and  not  to  Austria.  The  ordinary  British  subject  is  firmly 
under  the  impression  that  Austria  and  Hungary  are  synonymous  terms.

Sir, — On  receipt  of  your  despatch  No.  47  Consular  of  the  10th 
September  last,  on  the  subject  of  the  payment  by  the  Canadian  courts 
of  compensation  and  other  awards  to  Italians  not  resident  in  Canada, 
Mr.  Dering  addressed  a  note  to  the  Italian  Government  in  the  sense  of 
the  letter  of  August  21  from  the  Canadian  Department  of  External 
Affairs. 
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In  reply  to  this  note  the  Italian  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  states  that 
Italian  consular  officers  are  authorized  by  the  consular  regulations  to 
receive  from  the  local  authorities,  or  from  the  representatives  of  the  person 
entitled  to  them,  articles  and  money  due  to  Italian  subjects  not  resident 
in  the  country  concerned  and  that  their  receipt  is  valid.  The  procedure 
followed  is  that  the  money  is  transmitted  by  the  consular  officer  to  the 
Italian  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs,  which  hands  it  over  to  the  competent 
judicial  authorities  (or  to  the  Italian  consul  abroad,  as  the  case  may  be), 
who  effect  the  payment  and  obtain  receipts  from  the  parties  concerned; 
such  receipts  are  usually  lodged  in  the  archives  of  the  Ministry,  but  if  it 
is  so  desired  they  can  be  transmitted  to  the  authorities  abroad  who  made 
the  original  payment.  This  latter  course  is  frequently  adopted  in  the  case 
of  small  inheritances  and  of  compensation  for  accidents  to  workmen 
received  in  Great  Britain  and  some  of  her  dependencies,  e.g.  the  Union 
of  South  Africa,  by  Italian  consuls  for  transmission  to  the  heirs  in  Italy. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  method  of  transmission  outlined  above  is 
an  absolutely  safe  one  and  that  no  expense  whatsoever  is  incurred  by  the 
persons  to  whom  the  money  is  due.  It  is  admitted  that  it  takes  some 
time  and  it  is  suggested  that  if  cheques,  made  out  by  the  Canadian  author- 
ities in  favour  of  the  person  entitled,  were  used  there  might  be  some  saving 
in  this  respect ;  on  the  other  hand  the  recipients  might,  if  residing  in  remote 
country  districts,  as  would  usually  be  the  case,  find  it  difficult  to  get  the 
cheques  cashed. 

The  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  concludes  by  stating  that  his  depart- 
ment will  do  everything  in  its  power  to  facilitate  the  transmission  to  the 
heirs  of  any  sums  entrusted  to  Italian  consular  officers  by  the  Canadian 
authorities.

AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  11th  DAY 

OF  FEBRUARY,  1913. 


YyHEREAS  by  The  Geneva  Convention  Act,  1911 ,  it  is  enacted,  that 
V  t  from  the  commencement  of  the  said  Act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  to  use  for  the  purposes  of  his  trade  or  business,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  whatsoever,  without  the  authority  of  the  Army  Council,  the 
heraldic  emblem  of  the  red  cross  on  a  white  ground  formed  by  reversing 
the  Federal  colours  of  Switzerland,  or  the  words  "Red  Cross "  or  " Geneva 
Cross,"  and  that  if  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  this  provision 
he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  said  Act,  and  shall  be  liable 
on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  pounds,  and  to  forfeit 
any  goods  upon  or  in  connection  with  which  the  emblem  or  words  were 
used; 

And  whereas  it  is  also  enacted  that  proceedings  under  the  said  Act 
shall  not  in  England  or  Ireland  be  instituted  without  the  consent  of  the 
Attorney-General ; 

And  whereas  it  is  also  enacted  that  the  said  Act  shall  extend  to  His 
Majesty's  Possessions  outside  the  United  Kingdom  subject  to  such  neces- 
sary adaptations  as  may  be  made  by  Order  in  Council; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  certain  adaptations  should  be  made 
in  the  said  Act  with  regard  to  its  applications  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada, — 

Now,  therefore,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  in  this  behalf 
by  the  said  Act  or  otherwise  vested  in  His  Majesty,  it  is  hereby  ordered 
by  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Privy  Council,  as  follows: — 

(1)  This  Order  in  Council  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  The  Geneva 
Convention  Act,  1911  (Dominion  of  Canada),  Order  in  Council,  1913. 

(2)  The  Geneva  Convention  Act,  1911,  in  its  application  to  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  shall  be  adapted  as  follows: — 

(i)  The  powers  by  the  said  Act  vested  :'n  the  Army  Council  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Militia  Council  of  Canada. 

(ii)  Proceedings  under  the  said  Act  shall  not  be  instituted  without 
the  consent  of  the  Attorney-General  of  Canada. 

(3)  This  Order  shall  come  into  force  on  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Governor-General  of  Canada  in  Council.

Department  of  Agriculture. 

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th  of  April,  1912,  sections  5  and  9  of  the 
regulations  under  The  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act,  established  by 
Order  in  Council,  dated  27th  February,  1911,  and  applicable  to  the  port 
of  Vancouver,  B.  C,  are  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

Section  5.  All  persons  importing  nursery  stock,  except  such  stock  as  is 
exempt  from  fumigation  and  inspection  under  section  3  of  these  regulations 
shall  give  notice  to  the  Dominion  Entomologist,  Central  Experimental  Farm, 
Ottawa,  within  five  days  of  despatching  the  order  for  the  same.  This  notice 
shall  include  a  detailed  statement  of  the  nature,  quantity  and  the  points  of 
origin  and  destination  of  the  stock,  the  name  of  the  consignor  and  the  consignee, 
and  the  name  of  the  transportation  company  or  companies  carrying  the  stock. 
A  second  notification  shall  be  sent  to  the  Dominion  Entomologist  by  the  importer 
immediately  on  the  arrival  of  the  stock  at  its  final  destination.  Notice  shall 
also  be  given  by  all  transportation  companies,  custom-house  brokers,  and  other 
persons  importing  or  bringing  into  Canada  nursery  stock  that  is  subject  to 
inspection  as  hereinafter  provided,  immediately  such  a  consignment  is  received 
by  them. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  imported  into  the  province 
of  British  Columbia  by  residents  in  that  province. 

Section  9.  Compensation  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  value  as  assessed 
by  the  inspector,  of  the  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter  or  containers  thereof 
destroyed  by  the  instructions  of  an  inspector,  shall  be  granted  by  the  Governor 
in  Council  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister,  except  in  cases  where  these 
regulations  are  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  a  province 
not  granting  compensation.

B}'  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th  of  April,  1912,  the  Mediterranean

Edward  VII,  the  following  section  was  added  to  the  regulations  under  the 
above  named  Act,  established  by  Order  in  Council,  dated  27th  February, 
1911:— 

Section  16.  The  importation  of  all  non-canned  fruits,  plants  or 
portions  of  plants,  or  other  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter  from  the 
Hawaiian  Islands,  is  prohibited.

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By  Proclamation  dated  2nd  May,  1912,  in  and  by  section  8  of  The

"10b — Every  person  using  for  seed  other  potatoes  than  such  as  shall 
have  been  raised  by  himself  must  obtain,  preserve  and  exhibit  on  demand, 
previous  to  planting,  a  certificate  from  the  seller  or  his  agent  stating  that 
the  potatoes  to  be  used  for  seed  have  not  been  imported  from  Europe.''

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  10th  of  December,  1912.  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31,  9-10  Edward  VII,  intituled  An  Act  to  prevent 
the  introduction  or  spreading  of  insect  pests  and  diseases  destructive  to  vegeta- 
tion, the  following  regulation  was  added  to  the  regulations  under  The 
Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  27th 
February,  1911: — 

No.  17.  Forest  plant  products  including  logs,  tan  bark,  posts,  poles, 
railroad  ties,  cordwood  and  lumber  originating  in  any  one  of  the  States  of  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island, 
six  of  the  United  States  of  America,  shall  not  be  admitted  into  Canada  unless 
such  forest  plant  products  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  showing  that 
they  have  been  inspected  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
found  free  from  the  Gipsy  Moth.  Each  shipment  shall  be  accompanied  by  such 
an  inspection  certificate  and  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  bill  of  lading, 
way  bills  or  other  memoranda  pertaining  to  such  shipments. 

The  importation  of  coniferous  trees  such  as  spruce,  fir,  hemlock,  pine,  juniper 
(cedar)  and  arbor  vita?  (white  cedar)  or  foliage  thereof,  and  decorative  plants 
such  as  holly  and  laurel  known  and  described  as  "Christmas  greens  or  greenery,'" 
from  the  States  of  Vermont,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Connecti- 
cut and  Rhode  Island  is  prohibited.

1.  No  animal  imported  for  the  improvement  of  stock  shall  be  admitted  free 
of  duty  unless  the  owner  is  a  British  subject,  resident  in  the  British  Empire,  or 
if  more  than  one  owner,  each  is  a  British  subj  ect,  resident  in  the  British  Empire 
and  there  is  furnished  an  import  certificate  stating  that  the  animal  is  recorded 
in  a  Canadian  National  Record  or  in  a  Foreign  Record  recognized  as  reliable  by 
the  National  Record  Committee. 

A  statutory  declaration  by  the  owner  or  one  of  the  owners,  that  he  is  a 
British  subject  or  that  each  is  a  British  subject,  resident  in  the  British  Empire 
and  that  such  animal  is  the  identical  animal  described  in  such  certificate  must  be 
provided,  and  that  such  animal  is  being  imported  into  Canada  for  the  improve- 
ment of  stock. 

2.  In  case  such  certificate  is  not  at  hand  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the 
animals,  entry  for  duty  may  be  accepted  subject  to  the  refund  of  the  duty  upon 
the  production  of  the  requisite  certificates  and  proofs  in  due  form  satisfactory  to 
the  collector  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  entry. 

3.  The  form  of  certificate  to  be  accepted  for  the  free  importation  of  animals 
for  the  improvement  of  stock,  and  the  customs  procedure  in  connection  therewith 
shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Customs. 

4.  The  above  declarations  shall  be  attached  to  the  free  import  entry  and  may 
be  made  before  the  collector,  sub-collector,  surveyor  or  chief  clerk  at  the  port 
where  the  goods  are  entered  or  before  any  functionary  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths.

"edible  vegetable  oils": — 

1.  Olive  oil,  sweet  oil  is  entirely  a  product  of  the  fruit  of  the  olive  tree. 

Its  specific  gravity,  at  15-5°  C,  is  not  less  than  0-9140  nor  more  than 
0-9196. 

Its  specific  refractive  index,  at  15-5°C,  is  not  less  than  1-4700  nor  more 
than  1-4718. 

Its  Maumene  number  lies  between  42  and  52. 

Its  iodine  absorption  number  (using  the  Hubl  solution)  lies  between  77% 
and  94  %. 

Its  saponification  number  (Koettstorfer  number)  lies  between  185-0  and 
195  0. 

It  does  not  contain  above  3-5  %  of  free  fatty  acids. 

2.  Cotton  seed  oil  is  the  oil  obtained  from  the  seeds  of  cotton  plants  and 
subjected  to  refining  processes.  It  is  free  from  rancidity;  has  specific  gravity, 
at  15-5°  C,  between  0-9216  and  0-9300;  has  a  refractive  index  (at  25°  C.)  not  less 
than  1  -4700  and  not  more  than  1  -4725,  and  an  iodine  number  not  less  than  104 
nor  more  than  110  (Hubl  solution.) 

3.  Salad  oil.  Either  of  the  above  may  be  sold  as  salad  oil;  but  when  cotton 
seed  oil  is  offered  as  salad  oil,  the  fact  that  the  article  is  cotton  seed  oil  must  be 
declared  on  the  label. 

4.  Mixtures  of  cotton  seed  oil  with  olive  oil  must  be  so  declared  on  the  label.

II.  When  turpentine  is  sold  under  any  other  conditions  than  for  purposes 
of  medicine,  as  above,  it  shall  meet  the  following  requirements: — 

(1)  It  shall  be  entirely  free  from  mineral  oil. 

(2)  Unless  sold  as  wood  turpentine,  it  shall  absorb  not  less  than  340  times 
its  weight  of  iodine  (Hubl  solution  and  method).  If  sold  as  wood  turpentine 
it  shall  absorb  not  less  than  240  times  its  weight  of  iodine  by  same  method. 

(3)  The  undissolved  (unpolymerized)  residue  on  treatment  of  lOcc.  with 
40cc.  of  a  sulphuric  acid  containing  20  per  cent  of  the  fuming  acid,  shall  not  exceed 
10  per  cent  by  volume  of  the  sample. 

(4)  The  refractive  index  of  this  residue  shall  be  not  less  than  1*4950  at 
20°C. 

(5)  The  refractive  index  of  the  sample  at  20°C.  shall  lie  between  1-4680 
and  1-4730. 

(6)  The  specific  gravity  of  the  sample  at  20°C.  shall  not  be  less  than  0-860.

133  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  the  following  standards  of  quality 
were  established  for  flavouring  extracts,  viz.: — 

1.  A  flavouring  extract  intended  for  the  purpose  of  flavouring  food,  is  a 
solution  of  correct  strength,  as  hereinafter  defined,  of  sapid  and  odorous  prin- 
cipals derived  from  an  aromatic  plant  or  parts  of  a  plant,  with  or  without  its 
natural  colouring  matters,  and  conforms  in  name  to  the  plant  used  in  its 
preparation. 

2.  The  usual  solvents  employed  in  the  preparation  of  flavouring  extracts  are 
ethyl  alcohol,  water  and  glycerine.  In  the  event  of  any  other  solvents  than 
ethyl  alcohol,  water  and  glycerine  being  used,  such  solvents  shall  be  harmless  to 
health,  and  their  names  shall  be  plainly  stated  on  the  label. 

3.  Solutions  of  natural  or  synthetic  preparations  such  as  vanillin,  coumarin, 
benzaldehyde,  methyl  salicylate  or  other  sapid  and  odorous  compounds,  more 
or  less  resembling  substances  found  in  plants,  or  absolutely  identical  with  these, 
if  harmless  to  health,  may  be  sold  for  flavouring  purposes,  if  properly  labelled  so 
as  to  make  it  quite  clear  that  they  are  not  extracts  as  above  defined;  and  prefer- 
ably by  the  use  of  the  word  artificial  or  imitation. 

4.  If  an  extract  be  fortified  or  strengthened  by  having  such  natural  or 
synthetic  preparations  as  are  referred  to  in  the  immediately  preceding  section 
added  to  it,  the  fact  of  such  addition  shall  be  clearly  stated  on  the  label,  or  the 
word  compound  or  mixture  shall  be  used  to  describe  it. 

5.  Lemon  extract  is  the  flavouring  extract  prepared  from  the  lemon  peel,  or 
from  oil  of  lemon,  and  contains  along  with  more  or  less  of  the  terpenes  of  lemon 
oil,  not  less  than  two-tenths  (0-2)  of  one  per  cent  of  citral  derived  from  oil  of 
lemon. 

6.  Terpene  lemon  extract  is  the  flavouring  extract  prepared  as  above 
described,  and  contains  not  less  than  five  (5)  per  cent  of  oil  of  lemon,  and  not 
less  than  two-tenths  (0-2)  of  one  per  cent  of  citral,  derived  from  oil  of  lemon. 
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7.  Vanilla  extract  is  the  flavouring  extract  prepared  from  vanilla  bean  with 
or  without  sugar  or  glycerine,  and  contains  in  100  cubic  centimetres  the  soluble 
matters  from  not  less  than  five  (5)  grams  of  the  vanilla  bean  (the  dried,  cured 
fruit  of  Vanilla  ylanifolia) .

1.  Fruits  are  the  clean,  sound,  edible,  fleshy,  fructifications  of  plants,  dis- 
tinguished by  their  sweet,  acid  and  ethereal  flavours. 

2.  Dried  fruit  is  the  clean,  sound  product  made  by  drying  matured,  properly 
prepared  fresh  fruit  in  such  a  way  as  to  take  up  no  harmful  substances;  and  con- 
forms in  name  to  the  fruit  used  in  its  preparation. 

3.  Evaporated  fruit,  is  fruit  dried  in  whose  preparations  artificial  heat  has 
been  employed. 

4.  Evaporated  apples  shall  contain  not  more  than  27  per  cent  of  moisture. 

5.  Canned  fruit  is  the  sound  product  made  by  sterilizing  clean,  sound, 
properly  matured  and  prepared  fresh  fruit,  by  heating  with  or  without  sugar,  and 
keeping  in  suitable,  clean,  hermetically  sealed  containers;  and  conforms  in 
name  to  the  fruit  used  in  its  preparation. 

6.  Preserve  is  the  sound  product  made  from  clean,  sound,  properly  matured 
and  prepared  fresh  fruit  and  sugar  syrup,  with  or  without  spices  and  vinegar, 
and  conforms  in  name  to  the  fruit  used  in  its  preparation. 

7.  Jam,  marmalade,  is  the  sound  product  made  from  clean,  sound,  properly 
matured  and  prepared  fresh  fruit  or  fruit  pulp  and  sugar,  with  or  without  spices 
or  vinegar,  by  boiling  to  a  semi-solid  consistence;  and  conforms  in  name  to  the 
fruit  used  in  its  preparation. 

8.  Fruit  butter  is  the  sound  product  made  from  fruit  juice,  and  clean,  sound, 
properly  matured  and  prepared  fruit,  boiled  to  a  semi-solid  mass  of  homogeneous 
consistence,  with  or  without  the  addition  of  sugar  and  spices  or  vinegar,  and  con- 
forms in  name  to  the  fruit  used  in  its  preparation.

9.  Jelly,  fruit  jelly,  is  the  sound,  semi-solid  gelatinous  product  made  by 
boiling  clean,  sound,  properly  matured  and  prepared  fresh  fruit  with  water, 
concentrating  the  expressed  and  strained  juice,  to  which  sugar  is  added,  and  con- 
forms in  name  to  the  fruit  used  in  its  preparation. 

10.  When  jam,  marmalade,  fruit  butter  or  jelly  contains  other  fruit  or  fruit 
juice  than  that  which  gives  its  special  name  to  the  article,  the  fact  of  the  presence 
of  such  other  fruit  shall  be  stated  upon  the  label,  in  lettering  as  large  and  as  dis- 
tinct as  that  used  in  naming  the  fruit  principally  present.  This  requirement  does 
not  however  apply  to  the  use  of  fruit  juice,  up  to  the  amount  of  ten  (10)  per  cent 
of  the  weight  of  the  jam,  etc.,  used  instead  of  water  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
jam,  etc. 

11.  When  the  sugar  is  preserve,  jam,  marmalade,  fruit  butter  or  jelly  is 
wholly  or  partially  replaced  by  glucose,  or  by  any  other  substitute  for  sugar,  the 
fact  of  such  substitution  shall  be  stated  upon  the  label  in  plain  lettering.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  October,  1912,  in  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  the  26th  section  of  The  Adulteration  Act,  chapter  133  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  the  following  standards  of  quality  were 
established  for  canned  peas,  viz: — 

1 .  Canned  peas,  unless  specially  designated  as  below,  shall  be  prepared  from 
the  harvest  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  canned,  and  shall  be  the  unripe  peas 
of  the  crop  of  that  year. 

2.  Ripe  peas  may  be  canned,  provided  that  the  label  show's  quite  clearly 
that  they  are  such.  This  may  be  done  either  by  labelling  them  as  canned  ripe 
peas,  or  by  the  use  of  the  word  soaked. 

3.  Mixtures  of  ripe  and  unripe  (or  green)  peas,  shall  be  plainly  labelled  in 
such  a  way  as  to  show  that  they  are  mixtures. 

4.  Peas  which  do  not  comply  with  the  above  regulations  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  adulterated  under  the  Act.

to  lard,  was  amended  by  adding  the  following: — " Neither  lard,  leaf  lard 
nor  compound  lard  shall  contain  any  added  colouring  matter."

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  October,  1912,  in  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  section  41  of  chapter  14,  6-7  Edward  VII,  intituled  An  Act 
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respecting  the  Inspection  of  Electricity,  the  fifth  section  of  article  2  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  the  22nd  day  of  August,  1910,  establishing  regulations 
as  to  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  in  submitting  electricity  meters  to  the 
Department  of  Inland  Revenue  for  approval  of  construction  and  pattern 
was  cancelled  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

Each  energy  meter  must  be  equipped  with  a  register  having  at  least  one  dial 
that  will  occupjr  not  more  than  two  hours  to  make  a  complete  revolution  when 
the  meter  is  recording  accurately  at  full  load,  this  dial  to  be  either  one  of  those 
actually  read  in  computing  the  amount  of  energy  used  by  the  purchaser,  or  may 
be  separate  therefrom  in  shape  of  a  test  dial  at  the  maker's  option. 

The  record  of  all  dials  should  be  clearly  visible  and  admit  of  precise  reading 
and  it  is  preferable  that  this  record  should  indicate  the  amount  of  supply  directly, 
and  should  not  require  to  be  multiplied  or  divided  by  a  constant.

Phosphoric  acid  5 

Phosphate  of  lime  5 

Phosphate  of  soda  5 

Boric  (boracic)  acid  4 

Baking  powders  2 

The  above  named  articles  shall  be  declared  to  be  adulterated  when  found  to 
contain  Arsenic  in  excess  of  the  amounts  above  mentioned.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  16th  of  November,  1912,  the  Order  in  Council 
of  the  14th  October,  1912,  establishing,  under  the  23rd  section  of  chapter  24 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  An  Act  respecting  the  Public 
Revenue  and  Raising  of  Loans  Authorized  by  Parliament  and  the  Auditing  of 
Public  Accounts,  electrical  districts  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  The  Electricity  Inspection  Act,  1907,  was  amended  by  establishing  and 
constituting,  in  addition  to  the  electrical  districts  therein,  the  province 
of  Prince  Edward  Island  as  an  electrical  district  under  the  name  of  the 
district  of  Charlottetown.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  16th  of  November,  1912,  in  virtue  of  fie 
provisions  of  the  48th  section  of  chapter  133  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1906,  An  Act  respecting  the  Adulteration  of  Food  and  other  Articles, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  following  regulations  govern  the  examination  of 
candidates  for  certification  as  analyst  of  foods,  drugs  and  agricultural 
fertilizers  under  section  9  of  the  Act  above  cited,  or  as  food  examiners 
under  section  10  of  the  same  Act: — 

Regulations. 

1.  All  applications  for  examination  must  be  made  on  the  special  forms  pro- 
vided by  the  Department  of  Inland  Revenue  for  the  purpose. 

2.  The  applicant  will  receive  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  fixed  for  his 
examination. 

3.  The  examination  will  be  held  in  the  laboratories  of  the  department  at 
Ottawa,  or  at  such  other  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  department;  and  shall  be 
presided  over  by  a  member  of  the  examining  board  or  a  delegate  of  the  examining 
board. 

4.  The  candidate  will  be  allowed  ten  full  days  of  eight  hours  each,  in  which 
to  complete  his  work,  written  and  practical;  and  all  results  must  be  handed  in  to 
the  presiding  examiner  at  or  before  the  close  of  the  period  named. 

5.  All  ordinary  apparatus  and  re-agents  will  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the 
candidate;  but  volumetric  or  standardized  solutions  furnished  to  him  will  not 
be  guaranteed  as  regards  accuracy.  It  is  the  business  of  the  candidate  to  satisfy 
himself  as  to  the  strength  of  such  solutions,  or  to  prepare  them  himself. 

6.  Three  hours  will  be  allowed  the  candidate  for  each  examination  paper  on 
which  he  is  required  to  write;  and  no  books  or  manuscript  shall  be  used  by  him 
during  the  progress  of  such  written  examination. 

7.  No  restrictions  as  to  the  use  of  books  of  reference  are  made  so  far  as 
practical  analytical  work  is  concerned. 

8.  One  paper  shall  be  set  on  each  of  the  following  subjects: — 
(a)  General  chemistry — Inorganic. 

(6)  General  chemistry  of  carbon  compounds  (organic). 

(c)  The  physical  principles  involved  in  the  construction  and  the  use  of 
scientific  instruments. 

(d)  Bacteriology,  principles  and  methods. 

(e)  Chemical  calculations. 

9.  Practical  work  will  be  required  in  the  following  branches  of  analysis: — 
(a)  Qualitative  analysis  the  identification  of  elementary  and  compound 

substances  in  admixture. 

(6)  Quantitative  analysis  determination  of  elementary  and  compound 
substances  as  to  quantity. 

(c)  Examination  of  food  and  drug  samples  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  their 
quality  and  purity. 

(d)  The  preparation  of  culture  media,  the  growth,  counting  and  identification 
of  the  important  microbial  groups  and  species. 

The  work  .described  above  will  involve-  the  use  of  the  microscope,  polari- 
meter,  spectroscope,  and  other  scientific  instruments.  Should  the  candidate's 
skill  on  the  use  of  such  apparatus  be  in  question,  the  examiners  may  require 
special  work,  involving  instrumentation,  to  be  done. 
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10.  The  candidate  is  required  to  enter  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  a 
continuous  record  of  the  progress  of  his  practical  work.  This  book  must  be 
inspected  and  initialled  at  the  close  of  each  day's  work  by  the  presiding  examiner, 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  examination  must  be  left  with  the  presiding  examiner, 
to  be  submitted  to  the  examining  board  along  with  the  candidate's  papers. 

11.  Certification  as  food  examiners, — 

Candidates  for  certification  as  food  examiners,  under  section  10  of  the  Act 
may  qualify  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  classes  of  food  work;  and  the  certifi- 
cate granted  shall  state  specifically  the  particular  classes  and  limits  for  which  the 
holder  has  qualified: 

Class  1.  Milk  and  its  products  — ■    Sec.  G.  934 
"      2.  Meat       "  "  "  931 

"      3.  Grain       "  "  "  932 

"      4.  Beverages  "  947 

"      5.  Fruit  and  its  products. 

Additional  classes  may  be  named  by  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  as  necessity 
arises. 

Application  for  examination  as  food  examiner,  shall  be  made  upon  forms 
supplied  for  that  purpose  by  the  Department  of  Inland  Revenue.  The  examina- 
tion shall  be  held  at  Ottawa,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  Minister  appoints  and 
shall  be  presided  over  by  a  member  of  the  examining  board  or  by  a  delegate  of 
the  examining  board.  The  time  allowed  to  complete  the  examination  is  as 
follows : —

The  nature  and  limitation  of  the  examination  set  for  each  class,  as  above, 
are  as  follows: — 

Class  1 — A  written  paper  upon  the  subject  of  milk  and  the  products  of  milk. 
Practical  work  to  include  specific  gravity  and  acidity  of  milk. 
Determination  of  water,  fat,  non-fat,  solids  and  ash  of  fresh  milk  and  con- 
densed milk. 

Determination  of  water,  fat  and  ash  in  butter  and  cheese,  use  of  butyro- 
refractometer,  and  its  application  to  butter  fat  and  to  whey. 

Preparation  of  necessary  culture  media  and  the  application  of  bacteriolo- 
gical methods  to  determining  the  number  of  colonies  per  cubic  centimetre  in  milk, 
and  identification  of  bacillus  coli  communis.  Identification  of  formaldehyde, 
salicylic  acid  and  boracic  acid  (or  borates)  as  preservatives  in  milk,  cream  and 
butter.  Identification  of  added  colouring  matters  to  butter  and  ability  to  dis- 
tinguish between  a  vegetable  dye  and  a  coaltar  (or  aniline)  dye. 

Class  2.  A  written  paper  upon  the  subject  of  meat  and  the  products  of  meat, 
as  enumerated  in  G.  931. 

Practical  work  to  ascertain  the  candidate's  ability  to  apply  both  chemical 
and  bacteriological  methods  to  the  identification  of  putrified  meat,  or  to  meats 
infected  by  abnormal  or  disease  germs  of  more  usual  occurrence  as  Bacillus 
tuberculosis,  Trichina  spiralis  or  Toenia.  The  detection  and  estimation  of 
cereals  in  chopped  meats  and  sausages;  the  presence  of  sulphurous  acid  or  sul- 
phites; of  coaltar  dyes;  the  determination  of  water  in  lard  and  other  meat  pro- 
ducts; to  cotton  seed  oil  in  lard;  or  ash  in  meats  and  of  total  chlorides  in  the  ash. 
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Class  3.  A  written  paper  on  grain  as  to  its  nature  and  the  manufacture  of 
flour  and  other  grain  products.  Practical  work  to  ascertain  the  candidate's 
ability  to  estimate  the  total  nitrogen  in  grain  and  its  products,  crude  fibre,  mois- 
ture and  starch.  Also  his  ability  to  distinguish  between  and  to  identify  different 
kinds  of  starch  by  the  use  of  the  microscope. 

Also  his  ability  to  ascertain  the  presence  of  nitrates  in  flour  and  alum  in 
bread;  and  the  presence  of  whole  weed  seeds  in  bran,  &c. 

Class  4.  A  written  paper  on  the  subject  of  brewing  and  distillation  of 
spirits, — 

Practical  work  to  ascertain  the  ability  of  the  candidate  to  detect  and  to 
determine  quantitatively  the  presence  of  alcohol,  to  detect  and  determine  methyl 
alcohol,  to  determine  the  acidity  of  fruit  juices,  the  total  and  the  inorganic 
solids  in  these;  the  estimation  of  sugars  both  by  Falling's  solution  and  Clerget's 
methods,  the  bacterial  count  in  fruit  juices,  and  in  water,  the  presence  and  amount 
of  Bacillus  coli  in  water;  the  presence  of  preservatives  (formaldehyde,  salicylic 
acid,  benzoic  acid)  and  of  coaltar  colouring  matters  in  wine,  &c,  the  facing  of 
tea,  admixture  of  foreign  leaves,  determination  of  extractive  matter,  the  addition 
of  chicory  or  roasted  cereals  to  coffee. 

Class  5.  A  paper  upon  the  general  subject  of  fruit  and  the  products  of  fruit. 

Practical  work  to  ascertain  the  candidate's  ability  to  determine  the  water, 
total  and  inorganic  solids,  and  the  sugar  in  jams,  &c,  the  presence  of  preserva- 
tives (salicylic  acid,  benzoic  acid)  in  jams  and  fruit  jellies;  and  the  presence  of 
starch  and  gelatin  in  the  latter;  of  foreign  colouring  matters,  of  sulphites  in 
evaporated  fruit.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  27th  of  April,  1912,  in  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  18  of  The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act, 
assented  to  on  the  19th  of  May,  1911,  the  following  regulations  were 
established  to  be  observed  by  every  user,  exhibitor  and  operator  of  a 
cinematograph,  moving  picture  machine,  or  other  similar  apparatus  with- 
in the  Dominion  parks: — 

Regulations. 

1.  No  theatre  or  place  of  amusement  shall  operate  a  cinematograph,  moving 
picture  machine  or  other  similar  apparatus  without  first  securing  a  license'from 
the  park  superintendent  therefor.  A  fee  of  $1.00  shall  be  payable  for  such 
license.  No  person  shall  operate  any  of  these  machines  without  first  securing 
an  operator's  license  from  the  park  superintendent  at  a  fee  of  $1.00  and  the 
license  shall  not  be  transferable.  These  licenses  shall  expire  on  May  31st  next 
after  date  of  issue. 

The  park  superintendent  shall  at  any  time  have  authority  to  cancel  such 
licenses  for  cause. 

2.  All  machines  shall  be  located  within  a  cabinet  of  style  and  size  agreeable 
to  the  park  superintendent.  The  cabinet  shall  be  lined  inside  throughout  with 
two-ply  of  fourteen  pound  pure  asbestos  paper  and  covered  with  metal,  door 
opening  outward  with  spring  and  shall  have  no  lock,  (provided  that  any  other 
fire-proof  cabinet  that  passes  inspection  of  the  park  superintendent  or  officer 
authorized  to  inspect  same  may  be  used)  and  shall  be  equipped  with  an  automatic 
cut-off,  each  opening  to  be  equipped  with  fusible  links  or  wire,  all  wires  conveying 
electricity  to  this  cabinet  to  be  properly  insulated  by  porcelain  tubes  or  other 
proper  insulating  substances.  A  switch  within  the  cabinet  shall  be  inclosed  in 
a  fire-proof  box. 

In  the  event  of  the  lamps  of  the  machine  being  lighted  by  any  means  other 
than  electricity  the  equipment  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  park  super- 
intendent. 

The  cabinet  shall  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  any  articles  not  required  for 
performance.  A  fire  extinguisher  of  the  carbonic  acid  gas,  or  other  pattern  ap- 
proved by  the  park  superintendent,  in  good  working  order,  shall  be  kept  within 
the  cabinet. 
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3.  All  machines  shall  be  equipped  with  fire-proof  magazines,  automatic  fire- 
shutter,  asbestos  wire  connections  throughout  not  smaller  than  No.  8  (except  as 
hereinafter  provided)  and  shall  be  worked  by  hand.  Where  a  rheostat  is  used 
il  shall  be  set  on  marble,  or  slate,  at  least  one  inch  thick  in  a  fire-proof  box.  All 
films  shall  be  transferred  from  one  spindle  to  another  in  a  metal  rewinding  box. 
Machines  using  smaller  current  may,  on  written  permission  from  the  park  super- 
intendent use  No.  10  wire  lamp  connections. 

4.  Every  operator  shall  be  of  the  full  age  of  18  years.  He  shall  examine 
his  machine  and  wire  connections  daily  and  must  devote  his  time  entirely  to 
machine  while  operating.  He  shall  not  permit  any  person  to  enter  or  remain 
in  the  cabinet  between  the  times  of  the  opening  and  the  closing  of  the  theatre  to 
the  public  (except  the  park  superintendent,  or  other  officer  authorized  by  him  to 
inspect  the  machine)  and  no  smoking  or  lighting  of  matches  (except  where  neces- 
sary to  light  the  lamps  of  the  machine  where  the  lamps  are  lighted  by  any  means 
other  than  electricity)  shall  be  allowed  at  any  time,  nor  shall  reading  matter  be 
allowed  in  the  cabinet  or  on  the  person  of  the  operator.  No  operator  shall  operate 
a  machine  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

5.  All  "exits"  shall  be  marked  with  a  sign,  with  letters  not  less  than  six  inches 
long,  with  word  "exit"  and  to  be  accompanied  with  a  red  light  (and  no  other 
red  lights  to  be  used  on  the  premises).  Where  the  building  is  lighted  by  any 
means  other  than  electricity  special  precautions  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  explo- 
sions from  lamps  or  fire  from  any  inflammable  material  coming  in  contact  with 
the  lights.  All  doors  shall  open  outwards  and  shall  not  be  locked  during  time 
exhibitions  are  held.  All  exits  must  be  thrown  open  for  use  at  the  conclusion  of 
ever}^  performance. 

6.  The  cabinet  shall  occupy  a  position  which  does  not  interfere  with  an  aisle 
or  pasasageway. 

7.  Two  fire  extinguishers  of  the  carbonic  acid  gas  or  other  pattern  approved 
by  the  park  superintendent,  in  good  working  order,  besides  a  sand  pail  and  shovel, 
shall  be  kept  continuously  near  the  operating  cabinet. 

8.  All  halls,  passageways,  stairways,  or  approaches  shall  be  kept  free  and 
unobstructed  by  any  camp  stool,  chair,  sofa,  hinged  seat  or  other  obstruction,  or 
by  allowing  the  public  to  stand  in  the  aisles. 

9.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  implied  condition  that  no  exhi- 
bition will  be  permitted  on  the  Lord's  Day  except  in  connection  with  religious 
services  by  permit  of  the  park  superintendent. 

10.  The  park  superintendent  (or  any  one  designated  by  him)  shall  have 
authority  to  examine  all  films  to  be  exhibited  within  the  park,  and  to  prohibit 
the  exhibition  of  films  that  depict  criminal  or  immoral  scenes  or  films  or  any 
supplementary  performances,  such  as  songs  or  recitations  which  may,  in  his 
judgment,  be  in  any  way  objectionable.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  21st  of  June,  1912,  clause  2,  and  sub- 
clause 2-A  of  the  regulations  governing  the  use  of  automobiles  in  the  R  ocky 
Mountains  Park,  as  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  8th  April,  1911, 
were  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 
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(2)  Every  motor  vehicle  driven  into  the  park  must  be  licensed.  The 
necessary  license  may  be  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  the  park  and  the 
fees  therefor  shall  be  as  follows: —

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  19th  of  October,  1912,  leases  of  school 
lands  in  the  provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  for  the 
purpose  of  extracting  fire-clay  therefrom,  may  be  issued  under  and  in 
accordance  with  the  following  regulations: — 

Regulations. 

"Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

"Fire-clay  location' '  shall  mean  a  tract  of  school  lands  containing  fire-clay. 

"Year"  shall  mean  a  period  of  twelve  calendar  months. 
"School  lands"  shall  mean  sections  11  and  29,  or  lands  that  have  been 
selected  and  set  apart  in  lieu  of  either  of  these  sections  under  the  provisions  of 
The  Dominion  Lands  Act. 

1.  School  lands  containing  fire-clay  in  the  provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskat- 
chewan and  Alberta  may  be  leased  by  the  Minister  at  an  annual  rental  of  $1  per 
acre,  payable  yearly  in  advance,  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  fire-clay  therefrom. 

Provided  that  no  lease  for  a  fire-clay  location  shall  convey  any  right  to  salt, 
coal,  petroleum,  natural  gas,  gold,  silver,  copper,  iron,  or  other  minerals  within 
or  under  the  land  covered  by  the  lease,  or  any  exclusive  right  or  interest  or  other 
property  in,  or  any  exclusive  right  or  privilege  with  respect  to  any  lake,  river, 
spring,  stream  or  other  body  of  water  within  or  bordering  on  or  passing  through  the 
land  covered  by  the  lease ; 

And  provided  further  that  these  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  school  lands, 
comprised  within  an  incorporated  city,  town,  or  village,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
ally provided  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

2.  The  term  of  the  lease  shall  be  twenty-one  years,  renewable  for  a  further 
period  of  twenty-one  years,  provided  the  lessee  furnishes  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  Minister  to  show  that  during  the  term  of  the  lease  he  has  fully  complied 
with  the  terms  of  such  lease,  and  with  the  provisions  and  regulations  regarding 
the  disposal  and  operation  of  fire-cla}'  locations,  which  may  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

3.  The  maximum  area  of  a  fire-clay  location  shall  be  40  acres,  more  or  less, 
and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  locate  more  than  one  location. 

Provided  that  a  person  who  has  been  granted  a  lease  of  a  location,  and  who 
subsequently  abandons  or  assigns  the  same,  may,  after  the  expiration  of  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  the  said  lease,  be  permitted  to  make  another  location. 

Provided  further  that  such  right  of  re-location  shall  not  be  granted  unless  all 
payments  on  account  of  rent,  or  other  liability  to  the  department,  due  by  such 
person,  have  been  fully  made,  up  to  the  date  of  the  registration  by  the  department 
of  the  assignment  of  his  right  to  such  lease,  or  up  to  the  date  upon  which  the  notice 
of  his  abandonment  of  the  same  was  received  by  the  department. 
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4.  The  location  applied  for  shall  consist  of  a  legal  subdivision,  or  part  of  a 
legal  subdivision; 

Provided  that  parts  of  two  adjoining  legal  subdivisions  may  be  included  in 
a  fire-clay  location,  but  the  whole  area  shall  not  exceed  one-half  mile  in  its  greatest 
dimension,  nor  shall  the  length  exceed  twice  the  breadth. 

5.  Application  for  a  location  shall  be  filed  by  the  applicant  in  person  with 
the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  location  is  situated. 

The  application  shall  contain  a  full  description  by  legal  subdivision,  section, 
township,  range  and  meridian,  of  the  land  applied  for  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  declaration  from  the  applicant  to  the  effect  that  the  land  comprised  within 
the  location  contains  fire-clay  in  merchantable  quantities. 

6.  The  lessee  shall  commence  active  operations  on  his  leasehold  within  one 
year  from  the  date  upon  which  he  may  be  notified  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
to  do  so,  and  shall  take  out  or  remove  from  such  location  the  quantity  of  fire-clay 
specified  in  the  said  notification.  Such  notification  shall  not  be  given  until  the 
expiration  of  at  least  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  lease,  and  shall  set  out  the 
quantity  of  fire-clay  which  the  lessee  is  required  to  extract  from  such  location, 
which  quantity  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time  upon  thirty  days'  notice  to 
that  effect  being  given  to  the  lessee. 

In  case  operations  are  not  commenced  within  the  time  specified  in  the  notice, 
or  if  the  required  quantity  of  material  is  not  taken  out  during  each  year,  the  lease 
shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

7.  The  lessee  shall  not  assign,  transfer,  or  sublet  the  rights  described  in  his 
lease,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Minister  being  first 
had  and  obtained. 

8.  The  boundaries  beneath  the  surface  of  fire-clay  locations  shall  be  the  ver- 
tical planes  or  lines  in  which  their  surface  boundaries  lie. 

9.  The  lease  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

10.  A  fee  of  $5  shall  accompany  each  application  for  a  lease,  which  will  be 
refunded  if  the  rights  applied  for  are  not  available,  but  not  otherwise. 

11.  The  applicant  shall  be  given  a  period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  his  application  within  which  to  pay  to  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  the 
full  amount  of  the  rental  for  the  first  year  of  the  term  of  the  lease,  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  ($1)  per  acre,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  rental,  if  the  application 
is  granted,  the  lease  shall  be  issued,  and  shall  bear  date  from  the  day  upon  which 
the  application  was  received  by  the  agent. 

If  the  rental  is  not  paid  within  the  time  specified,  the  application  shall 
absolutely  lapse,  and  the  right  applied  for  shall  become  available  for  other  dis- 
position. 

12.  If  during  the  term  of  the  lease,  the  lessee  shall  fail  to  pay  the  rental  in 
advance  for  each  subsequent  year,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  ($1)  an  acre  per 
annum,  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  upon  which  the  same  became  due  the 
lease  shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  and  to  the 
immediate  forfeiture  of  all  rights  granted  thereunder. 

13.  A  person  operating  a  fire-clay  location  shall  furnish  the  agent  of  Domin- 
ion lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  location  is  situated,  with  sworn  returns 
every  six  months,  or  at  such  times  as  the  Minister  may  direct,  of  the  quantity  of 
fire-clay  taken  from  the  location. 

14.  Every  lessee  of  fire-clay  rights  which  are  not  being  operated  shall  furnish 
the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  with  a  sworn  statement  to  that  effect  at  least  once 
in  each  year. 
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15.  In  case  the  surface  rights  of  a  fire-clay  location  are  covered  by  a  timber 
license,  grazing  permit,  petroleum  lease,  mining  claim  or  other  form  of  terminable 
grant  which  does  not  contemplate  the  issue  of  patent,  the  lease  shall  not  authorize 
entry  thereon  except  the  permission  of  the  Minister  is  first  had  and  obtained 
and  such  permission  shall  be  given  subject  to  such  conditions  for  the  protection 
of  the  rights  of  such  lessee  or  licensee  as  it  may  be  considered  necessary  to  impose. 

16.  In  case  the  mineral  rights  in  any  land  comprised  within  a  fire-clay  loca- 
tion are  found  to  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Crown  and  the  lessee  of  such  min- 
eral rights  cannot  make  any  arrangement  with  the  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location, 
or  his  agent,  or  the  occupant  thereof,  for  entry  upon  the  location,  or  for  the 
acquisition  of  such  portion  of  the  surface  rights  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
efficient  and  economical  operation  of  such  mineral  rights,  he  may  apply  to  the 
Minister  for  permission  to  submit  the  matter  in  dispute  to  arbitration. 

Upon  receiving  such  permission  in  writing,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  lessee  of 
the  mineral  rights  to  give  notice  to  the  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location,  or  his  agent, 
or  the  occupant,  to  appoint  an  arbitrator  to  act  with  another  arbitrator  named 
by  the  lessee  of  the  mineral  rights  in  order  to  determine  what  portion  of  the  surface 
rights  the  latter  may  reasonably  acquire  for  the  efficient  and  economical  operation 
of  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  him  under  his  lease,  the  exact  position  thereof, 
and  the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location, 
owner  or  occupant  shall  be  entitled. 

The  notice  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be  according  to  a  form  to  be 
obtained  upon  application  to  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in 
which  the  lands  in  question  lie,  and  shall,  when  practicable,  be  personally  served 
on  such  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  or  occupant,  and 
after  reasonable  efforts  have  been  made  to  effect  personal  service  without  success, 
then  such  notice  shall  be  served,  by  leaving  it  at,  or  sending  it  by  registered  mail 
to  the  last  known  place  of  abode  of  the  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location,  agent  or 
occupant,  and  by  posting  a  copy  in  the  office  of  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for 
the  district  in  which  the  land  is  situated.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  if  the  lessee 
of  the  fire-clay  location  or  his  agent  resides  in  the  district  in  which  the  land  is 
situated,  ten  days,  if  out  of  the  district,  and  if  in  the  province  or  territory,  twenty 
days,  and  if  out  of  the  province  or  territory,  thirty  days,  before  the  expiration  of 
the  time  limited  in  such  notice.  If,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  ser- 
vice of  such  notice,  the  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location,  or  his  agent,  or  occupant, 
refuses  or  declines  to  appoint  an  arbitrator  or  when,  for  any  reason  no  arbitrator 
is  so  appointed  in  the  time  limited  therefor  in  the  notice  provided  for  by  this  sec- 
tion, the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which  the  lands  in  question 
lie,  shall  forthwith,  on  being  satisfied  by  affidavit  that  such  notice  has  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  such  lessee  of  the  fire-clay  location,  his  agent,  or  occupant,  or 
that  such  lessee,  agent  or  occupant,  wilfully  evades  the  service  of  such  notice, 
or  cannot  be  found,  and  that  reasonable  efforts  have  been  made  to  effect  such 
service  and  that  the  notice  was  left  at  the  last  place  of  abode  of  such  lessee,  agent 
or  occupant,  appoint  an  arbitrator  on  his  behalf. 

17.  In  case  the  two  arbitrators  cannot  agree  upon  the  award  to  be  made, 
they  may,  within  a  period  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the 
second  arbitrator  select  a  third  arbitrator,  and  when  such  two  arbitrators  cannot 
agree  upon  a  third  arbitrator,  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which 
the  land  in  question  is  situated,  shall  forthwith  select  such  third  arbitrator. 

18.  All  the  arbitrators  appointed  under  the  authority  of  these  regulations 
shall  be  sworn  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  impartial  discharge  of  the  duties 
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assigned  to  them,  and  after  due  consideration  of  the  rights  and  needs  of  both 
lessees,  they  shall  decide  as  to  the  particular  portion  of  the  surface  rights  which 
the  lessee  of  the  mineral  rights  may  reasonably  acquire  for  the  efficient  and  econo- 
mical operation  of  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  him  under  his  lease,  the  area 
thereof,  and  the  amount  of  compensation  therefor  to  which  the  lessee  of  the  fire- 
clay location  or  occupant  shall  be  entitled. 

19.  In  making  such  valuation,  the  arbitrators  shall  determine  the  value  of 
the  land  irrespective  of  any  enhancement  thereof  from  the  existence  of  minerals 
therein  or  thereunder. 

20.  The  award  of  any  two  such  arbitrators  made  in  writing  shall  be  final, 
and  shall  be  filed  with  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district  in  which  the 
land  is  situated,  within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the  last 
arbitrator.  Upon  the  order  of  the  Minister  the  award  of  the  arbitrators  shall  be 
immediately  carried  into  effect. 

21.  The  arbitrators  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  a  per  diem  allowance  of  $5 
together  with  their  necessary  travelling  and  living  expenses  while  engaged  in  the 
arbitration,  and  the  costs  of  such  arbitration  shall  be  borne  by  the  lessee  of  the 
mineral  rights.

"2.  The  maximum  area  of  a  coal  mining  location  shall  be  2,560  acres, 
and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  acquire  more  than  one  location,  except 
by  assignment."

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  of  February,  1913,  the  regulations  for 
the  disposal  of  Dominion  lands  within  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  province 
of  British  Columbia,  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  17th  September, 
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1889,  and  amendments,  were  amended  to  provide  that  all  cases  of  deceased 
and  insane  homesteaders  in  the  said  Railway  Belt  shall  be  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  the  following  provisions,  namely : — 

Deceased  Homesteaders. 

In  the  event  of  the  death  of  an  entrant  for  a  homestead  before  the  comple- 
tion of  the  requirements  for  the  obtaining  of  letters  patent  therefor,  his  legal 
representative  shall  only  be  required  to  fulfil  the  cultivation  conditions  and  to 
erect  a  habitable  house  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  obtain  letters  patent,  after  the 
expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  entry  or  commencement  of  the  home- 
steader's residence;  or  the  legal  representative  may  assign  the  homestead  to  a 
person  eligible  to  obtain  a  homestead  entry;  and  the  assignee  shall,  after  (a)  the 
expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  entry  or  commencement  of  the  home- 
steader's residence  (6)  holding  the  homestead  for  his  own  exclusive  use  and 
benefit  from  the  date  of  the  assignment,  and  (c)  completing  the  residence  and 
cultivation  requirements  in  the  same  manner  as  the  person  who  made  the  entry 
would  have  been  required  to  complete  them,  be  entitled  to  letters  patent  for  the 
homestead. 

Insane  Homesteaders. 

In  the  event  of  any  person  who  obtained  entry  for  a  homestead  becoming 
insane  or  mentally  incapable,  and  by  reason  of  such  insanity  or  mental  incapacity, 
unable  to  complete  the  requirements  necessary  for  the  obtaining  of  letters  patent 
therefor,  the  guardian  or  committee  of  the  said  person,  or  any  person  who,  in  the 
event  of  his  death,  would  be  entitled  as  his  legal  representative  to  do  so,  shall  only 
be  required  to  fulfil  the  cultivation  conditions  and  to  erect  a  habitable  house  before 
the  issue  of  letters  patent;  provided  that  the  letters  patent  shall  not  issue  until 
the  expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  entry  or  commencement  of  the 
homesteader's  residence.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  of  February,  1913,  in  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  section  34  of  The  Dominion  Lands  Act,  the  following  regula- 
tions to  govern  the  sale  of  lands  for  irrigation  purposes  within  the  tract 
hereunder  defined,  the  same  to  be  substituted  for  and  to  supersede  the 
existing  regulations,  were  fixed  and  prescribed: — 

Regulations  for  the  Sale  of  Land  required  in  connection  with  any 

system  of  Irrigation. 

1.  The  sale  of  land  for  reclamation  by  means  of  irrigation,  or  in  connection 
with  any  system  of  irrigation  works,  shall  be  confined  to  land  within  the  following 
described  territory: — 

Comprising  that  portion  of  the  province  of  Alberta  which  lies  to  the  south 
of  the  north  boundarj'  of  townships  numbered  28. 

Comprising  that  portion  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  described  as  fol- 
lows, viz.: — 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  boundary  of  township  28  with 
the  fourth  meridian;  thence  easterly  following  the  north  boundary  of  townships 
numbered  28  to  the  west  bank  of  the  South  Saskatchewan  river ;  thence  southerly 
along  the  said  west  bank  of  the  South  Saskatchewan  river  to  a  point  opposite 
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Aiktow  creek;  thence  across  the  said  South  Saskatchewan  river  to  the  mouth  of 
the  said  Aiktow  creek;  thence  up  the  southerly  side  of  Aiktow  creek  and  across 
the  divide  between  the  said  creek  and  the  Qu'Appelle  river  to  the  head  of  the  said 
Qu'Appelle  river;  thence  down  the  southerly  side  of  the  Qu'Appelle  river  to  its 
intersection  with  the  third  meridian;  thence  southerly  along  the  said  third  meri- 
dian to  the  north  boundary  of  township  12;  thence  easterly  along  the  north  bound- 
ary of  townships  numbered  12  to  the  west  boundary  of  range  24,  thence  south- 
erly along  the  said  west  boundary  of  range  24,  to  the  north  boundary  of  township 
8 ;  thence  easterly  along  the  north  boundary  of  townships  numbered  8  to  the  west 
boundary  of  range  18;  thence  southerly  along  the  said  west  boundary  of  range  18 
to  the  north  boundary  of  township  4;  thence  easterly  along  the  north  boundary  of 
townships  numbered  4  to  the  west  boundary  of  range  15;  thence  southerly  along 
the  west  boundary  of  range  15  to  the  international  boundary;  thence  westerly 
along  the  said  international  boundary  to  the  fourth  meridian;  thence  northerly 
along  the  fourth  meridian,  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

2.  Lands  within  the  tract  described  in  paragraph  one  (1)  may  be  sold  for 
irrigation  purposes  on  the  following  terms  and  conditions: — 

(a)  No  agreement  for  sale  shall  be  made  unless  the  purchaser  shall  have 
received  authorization  for  the  construction  of  works  for  the  irrigation  of  such 
proportion  of  the  lands  so  purchased  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior,  and  in  accordance  with  the  condition  set  forth  in  clauses  (b)  and  (c)  of 
these  regulations. 

(6)  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  all  sales  made  under  these  regulations  that  at 
least  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  area  sold  shall  be  irrigated;  provided,  however, 
that  when  the  area  sold  does  not  exceed  one  quarter-section,  the  minimum  area 
to  be  irrigated  shall  be  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  of  the  tract  sold,  but  no  such 
sale  shall  be  made  to  any  person  who  owns  or  holds  under  homestead  or  pre- 
emption entry  in  excess  of  one  quarter-section  of  land  within  twenty  (20)  miles 
of  the  land  which  he  applies  to  purchase  under  these  regulations,  and  only  one 
such  sale  may  be  made  to  any  one  person. 

(c)  Sales  of  areas  in  excess  of  one  section  may  be  made  only  upon  the  author- 
ity of  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  and  in  such  cases  such  additional  condi- 
tions will  be  made  as  may  be  in  the  public  interest  in  each  case. 

(d)  All  sales  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per  acre,  payable  in 
five  equal  annual  instalments,  the  first  of  which  shall  become  due  and  payable 
sixty  days  from  the  date  upon  which  the  sale  is  authorized.  Interest  at  five  per 
cent  (5%)  per  annum  will  be  charged  from  the  date  of  the  sale. 

(e)  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  all  sales  that  the  irrigation  works  shall  be  com- 
pleted to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  and  that  the  lands  shown 
as  irrigable  shall  actually  be  irrigated  for  at  least  one  season  before  letters  patent 
are  issued. 

(/)  If  at  the  end  of  the  period  which  may  be  granted  for  the  construction  of 
the  irrigation  works,  such  works  have  not  been  completed,  the  agreement  to  sell 
the  lands  may  be  cancelled  and  any  amount  paid  on  account  thereof,  or  works  con- 
structed in  connection  with  such  irrigation  system,  may  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown. 

3.  All  applications  for  water  rights  for  irrigation  purposes  must  be  made  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Irrigation,  at  Calgary,  Alberta,  and  such  applications  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  description  of  the  lands  applied  for  in  connection  with  such 
water  rights. 

4.  All  applications  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  irrigation  purposes  under 
these  regulations  must  be  made  to  the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  for  the  district 
in  which  such  lands  are  situated.

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By  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  February,  1913,  clause  6  of  the 
regulations  for  the  leasing  and  administration  of  school  lands  in  the 
provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  for  the  purpose  of 
extracting  fire-clay  therefrom,  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  19th 
October,  1912,  was  cancelled  and  the  following  clauses  substituted 
therefor: — 

1.  The  lessee  of  a  fire-clay  location  shall,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of 
the  lease,  erect  upon  the  lands  described  therein,  or  on  lands  acceptable  to  the 
Minister,  a  plant  suitable  for  the  manufacture  of  bricks  or  other  fire-clay  pro- 
ducts and  shall,  within  the  same  periods,  furnish  evidence,  supported  by  affidavit, 
showing  the  character  and  value  of  the  plant  installed  and  the  date  of  its  instal- 
lation. 

If  the  required  plant  is  not  installed  within  the  time  specified,  and  if  evidence 
of  its  installation  is  not  furnished  within  the  same  time,  the  lease  shall  be  subject 
to  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
Minister  shall  not  require  that  the  value  of  the  plant  so  installed  shall  exceed  the 
sum  of  $10,000. 

2.  The  lessee  of  a  fire-clay  location  shall,  during  each  year  of  the  term  of  the 
lease  after  the  second  year,  manufacture  from  his  leasehold  and  produce  ready  for 
shipment  not  less  than  100,000  bricks,  or  their  equivalent  in  some  other  form  of 
fire-clay  products,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister.  If  during  any  year,  after 
the  second  year  of  the  term  of  the  lease,  the  lessee  fails  to  manufacture  the  quanti- 
ties specified,  or  fails  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  having  done  so,  the 
lease  shall  be  subject  to  immediate  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

Clauses  13  and  14  of  the  said  regulations  were  cancelled — the  provi- 
sions of  said  clauses  13  and  14  being  covered  by  the  clauses  hereby 
established.

Sections  37  and  38  of  the  said  regulations  were  amended,  in  the  second 
line  in  each,  to  read  "  Sections  33,  36  and  36a."

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  vessel  coming  from  any  port  where  bubonic 
plague  is  present  or  is  suspected  of  being  present,  and  entering  any  public  harbour 
in  Canada,  to  be  docked  or  moored  in  still  waters  at  a  less  distance  from  any  wharf 
than  six  feet,  and  where  owing  to  the  strength  of  the  current  such  distance  from 
a  wharf  cannot  be  maintained,  then  the  distance  shall  be  as  near  to  six  feet  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  harbour  master  circumstances  permit. 

496.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  vessel  coming  from  any  port  where  bubonic 
plague  is  present  or  is  suspected  of  being  present,  and  entering  any  public  harbour 
in  Canada,  to  be  secured  or  made  fast  to  any  wharf  by  any  hawser  or  hawsers 
on  which  there  is  not  placed  a  metal  rat  guard  or  funnel  at  least  three  feet  in 
diameter,  and  at  least  three  feet  from  such  wharf. 

49c.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  vessel  coming  from  any  port  where  bubonic 
plague  is  present  or  is  suspected  of  being  present,  and  entering  any  public  harbour 
in  Canada,  to  be  connected  with  any  wharf  by  a  gangway  which  is  not  guarded 
by  some  person  there  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  rats  from  leaving  such  vessel 
by  such  gangway,  and  all  gangways  shall  be  lifted  when  not  in  use.

and  the  precautions  to  be  observed  in  and  during  such  loading  or  unloading. 

(2)  The  harbour  master  shall  have  the  power  to  decide  whether  any  par- 
ticular goods  are  explosive,  inflammable  or  dangerous,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  by  any  person  interested  therein  and  dissatisfied 
with  the  harbour  master's  decision. 

(3)  Any  one  disobeying  the  lawful  orders  or  directions  of  the  harbour  master, 
or  the  deputy  harbour  master,  made  or  issued  under  this  regulation,  .shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  case  of  a  continuing 
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violation  a  further  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  every  twelve  hours  during, 
which  such  violation  continues.

tidal  waters  by  rod  and  line,  or  in  Okanagan,  Kamloops,  Shuswap,  Arrow  and 
Kootenay  lakes,  nor  to  land-locked  salmon,  weighing  five  pounds,  undressed,  or 
over  :  Provided  further,  that  during  the  present  year  trout  fishing  west  of  the 
180th  meridian  may  begin  on  the  15th  March.

Militia  and  Defence. 

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  13th  of  June,  1912,  under  the  provisions 
of  section  5  of  The  Fenian  Raid  Volunteer  Bounty  Act,  chapter  53,  Statutes 
of  1912,  the  following  regulations  were  approved: — 

1.  If  the  application  for  the  volunteer  bounty  is  made  and  executed  in  Can- 
ada, it  must  be  in  the  form  of  a  statutory  declaration,  and  if  made  elsewhere,  must 
be  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit  or  declaration  conformable  to  the  law  of  the  country 
in  which  it  is  made,  and  in  such  declaration  or  affidavit  the  applicant  must  set 
forth  that  he  was  enrolled  in  a  militia  corps  (naming  it),  and  served  with  it  at 
(naming  the  place),  and  naming  the  month  and  the  year  in  which  such  service 
was  performed,  and  naming  the  officer  who  commanded  the  corps  in  question  at 
the  time  in  question. 

2.  Also  the  applicant  should  declare  that  he  has  not  previously  made  any 
application  for  a  grant  under  the  said  Act,  except  one  of  which  the  succeeding  one 
is  an  amendment. 

3.  The  application  should  be  supported  by  the  declaration  of  a  comrade,  or 
some  other  reputable  person,  that  he,  the  declarant,  personally  knows  the  claim- 
ant (naming  him),  and  that  he  identifies  him  as  the  person  who  served  in  and  with 
the  corps  with  which  the  applicant  claims  to  have  served  on  active  service  at 
(naming  the  place)  in  the  (naming  the  month  and  year  of  the  said  service.) 

4.  All  claims  must  be  verified,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  so  to  do,  by  the  records 
in  the  Militia  Department.  If  the  active  service  pay-list  of  the  corps  in  question, 
for  the  period  in  question,  is  available,  if  the  claimant's  name  is  on  that  pay-list, 
and  if  there  is  nothing  to  raise  a  suspicion  that  the  applicant  is  personating  the 
volunteer  who  actually  served,  that  proof  in  conjunction  with  the  other  require- 
ments will  be  sufficient. 

5.  If  there  is  not  in  the  records  of  the  department  an  active  service  pay-list 
of  the  corps  in  question,  for  the  period  in  question,  but  there  is  evidence  in  the 
records  that  the  corps  in  question  was  called  out  on  the  occasion  in  question,  and 
if  there  is  an  annual  drill  pay-list  of  that  corps  for  the  year  in  which  the  service 
is  said  to  have  been  performed,  and  if  the  claimant's  name  is  on  such  annual  drill 
pay-list,  those  facts  will  be  sufficient  to  support  the  claimant's  declaration, 
provided  as  already  stated,  there  is  nothing  to  raise  a  suspicion  that  the  claimant 
is  personating  the  volunteer  who  actually  served. 

6.  Every  claim  which  cannot  be  verified  as  provided  for  by  paragraph  4  or  by 
paragraph  5,  shall  be  referred  to  a  board  of  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Militia  and  Defence,  and  the  report  of  such  board  to  the  said  Minister 
that  the  evidence  is  such  as  to  satisfy  them  that  the  corps  in  question  was  called 
out  for  active  service  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  laid  down  in  the  second 
section  of  the  said  Act,  and  that  the  claimant  served  with  it  when  it  was  thus  out 
on  active  service,  shall  be  held  to  be  sufficient  proof  of  the  claim.

Naval  Service. 

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  13th  of  May,  1912,  in  virtue  of  the  provi- 
sions of  section  42  of  The  Naval  Service  Act,  1910,  the  following  regulations 
were  established  for  the  award  of  compensation  to  men  belonging  to 
the  Royal  Canadian  Navy,  who  may  be  permanently  disabled  through 
injuries  received  or  illness  contracted  during  drill,  training,  or  on  duty  : — 

Any  man  serving  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy,  who  shall  be  discharged  from 
the  service  on  account  of  wounds  or  hurts  received  in  the  execution  of  his  duty, 
or  on  account  of  disease  directly  attributable  to  the  service,  and  provided  that 
such  wound,  hurt  or  disease  was  not  caused  by  his  own  neglect  or  carelessness 
and  that  he  be  deemed  a  fit  and  deserving  object  for  relief,  shall  be  granted  such 
gratuity  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  provided  that  such 
gratuity  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500),  the  amount  of  the 
gratuity  being  regulated  by  the  extent  of  the  disability,  and  the  length  of  service, 
rating  and  character  of  the  individual.

Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce. 

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  1st  of  October,  1912,  in  pursuance  of  section 
12  of  the  Act  passed  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  chap- 
tered 27,  and  known  and  cited  as  The  Canada  Grain  Act,  the  following  rules 
and  regulations  and  fees,  in  connection  therewith  for  the  registration  of 
terminal  warehouse  receipts,  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Grain  Commissioners  by  resolution  under  date  of  14th  September,  1912,. 
to  take  effect  on  and  after  16th  September,  1912,  were  approved: — 

Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Registration  of  Terminal 
Elevator  Warehouse  Receipts. 

1.  Every  terminal  warehouseman  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  31st  day 
of  August  in  each  year  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  deputy  registrar  a  statement 
in  triplicate  (on  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Board)  of  all  outstanding  warehouse 
receipts  at  that  date;  and  shall  also  at  the  same  time  submit  a  separate  statement 
showing  any  car  lots  or  parcels  of  grain  in  store  for  which  no  receipts  have  been 
issued. 

2.  The  warehouseman  shall  issue  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  it  a  ware- 
house storage  receipt  for  each  individual  car  load  lot  or  parcel  of  grain  subject 
to  his  order  which  shall  state — 

(a)  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  grain  in  store  and  also  the  quantity  and 
inspected  grade  of  the  grain. 

(b)  that  the  grain  mentioned  in  it  has  been  received  into  store  to  be  stored 
with  grain  of  the  same  grade  by  inspection. 

(c)  that  the  grain  is  deliverable  upon  return  of  the  receipt  properly  endorsed 
by  the  person  to  whose  order  it  was  issued  and  upon  payment  of  proper  charges 
for  storage  and  transportation,  if  any,  due  to  the  owner  of  the  elevator.  (See 
sec.  127  Canada  Grain  Act.) 

3.  Every  warehouse  receipt  before  being  delivered  to  the  party  entitled  to 
receive  same  shall  be  tendered  by  the  warehouseman  to  the  deputy  registrar  for 
registration  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  list  in  triplicate  setting  forth  the 
number  of  each  receipt  and  the  date  thereof;  the  ex  car  number;  the  kind  and 
grade  of  grain;  the  gross  weight,  dockage  and  net  weight,  also  the  name  of  the 
elevator  issuing  such  receipt. 

4.  No  grain  shall  be  shipped  from  any  terminal  elevator  by  the  warehouse- 
man and  no  grain  shall  be  delivered  by  the  warehouseman  from  his  elevator  to 
the  shipper  unless  the  covering  warehouse  storage  receipts  shall  have  first  been 
surrendered  by  the  shipper  to  the  operator  thereof. 

5.  When  any  grain  is  delivered  or  shipped  from  any  terminal  elevator  the 
operator  thereof  shall  tender  to  the  deputy  registrar  for  ' 'registration  for  cancel- 
lation" registered  warehouse  storage  receipts  covering  the  same  both  as  to  quan- 
tity and  grade.  All  such  receipts  tendered  to  the  deputy  registrar  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  list  in  triplicate  giving  the  number  of  the  receipt,  date 
out  of  store,  the  amount,  grade  and  kind  of  grain  represented  by  such  receipt. 
Such  receipt  shall  be  presented  to  the  deputy-registrar  for  cancellation  as  soon  as 
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possible  after  shipment  of  the  grain,  in  no  case  except  through  unavoidable  delay 
exceeding  three  days  after  such  grain  has  been  delivered  from  the  elevator. 

6.  The  owner,  lessee  or  manager  of  every  terminal  elevator  shall  furnish  the 
warehouse  deputy-registrar  weekly  with  the  correct  statement  in  duplicate  of 
the  amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  received  in  store  in  his  elevator  during 
the  week;  also  the  amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  delivered  or  shipped 
from  his  elevator  during  the  week;  the  amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain 
in  store  brought  forward  from  the  previous  report  and  each  kind  and  grade  of 
grain  in  store  at  the  close  of  business,  the  date  at  which  the  report  is  compiled. 

7.  Only  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  for  registration  purposes  shall  be 
used  by  terminal  elevators  in  their  report. 

8.  Every  terminal  elevator  operator  shall  furnish  the  deputy  registrar  in 
duplicate  a  sample  copy  of  terminal  elevator  warehouse  storage  receipt  which  he 
proposes  to  issue.  The  said  sample  copy  shall  contain  the  signature  of  each 
officer  of  such  elevator  who  is  authorized  to  sign  and  countersign  such  receipt. 
The  aforesaid  receipt  shall  be  marked  "sample  copy  only." 

9.  Each  terminal  elevator  shall  pay  to  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  a 
registration  fee  of  4c.  per  1,000  bushels  for  inwards  registration  and  4c.  per  1,000 
bushels  for  registration  for  cancellation. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  shall  render 
each  terminal  elevator  an  account  of  such  fees  and  such  account  shall  forthwith 
become  due  and  payable  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  warehouseman  to  the  deputy- 
registrar  before  the  10th  of  the  following  month.

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  a  message  from  His  Royal  High-  preamble, 
ness  Prince  Arthur  William  Patrick  Albert,  Duke  of 
Connaught,  Field  Marshal,  etc.,  etc.,  Governor  General 
of  Canada,  and  the  estimates  accompanying  the  said 
message,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  are  required 
to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service  of  Canada, 
not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the  financial  year  ending 
the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fourteen,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the 
public  service:  May  it  therefore  please  your  Majesty 
that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  King's 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  that: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Appropriation  Act  short  title. 
(No.  2),  1912-13.

An  Act  for  the  granting  of  aid  for  the  advancement 
of  Agricultural  Instruction  in  the  Provinces. 

[Assented  to  6th  June,  19 IS,] 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  that  encouragement  be  given  Preamble 
to  agriculture  in  all  the  provinces  of  Canada,  and 
whereas  great  and  permanent  benefit  will  result  through

ISSUE  AND  CIRCULATION  OF  NOTES. 

61.  The  bank  may  issue  and  re-issue  its  notes  payable  to  ^®  of 
bearer  on  demand  and  intended  for  circulation :  Provided  n°  e3'

(a)  the  bank  shall  not,  during  any  period  of  suspension  of  Proviso, 
payment  of  its  liabilities,  issue  or  re-issue  any  of  its

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as

12,  The  sum  or  sums  of  money  by  this  Act  authorized 
to  be  raised  by  way  of  loan  shall  be  so  raised  in  accordance 
with  and  under  the  provisions  of  that  portion  of  chapter 
24  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  1906,  relating  to  the  public 
debt,  and  the  raising  of  loans  authorized  by  Parliament 
and  the  sum  or  sums  so  raised  shall  form  part  of  the  Consol- 
idated Revenue  Fund.

section  or  any  part  thereof  and  for  terminal  facilities  thereof, 
expenditure  for  compensation  for  lands  injuriously  affected, 
for  accommodation  works  and  damages,  for  compensation 
for  injuries,  accidents  and  casualties  to  persons  and  pro- 
perty incidental  to  or  arising  out  of  such  construction,  for 
preliminary  expenses,  surveys  and  engineering,  maintenance, 
repairs  and  replacement  of  works  and  materials  during  con- 
struction, superintendence  and  management,  bookeeping, 
legal  and  medical  expenses  and,  generally,  all  costs  and 
expenditure  occasioned  by  the  construction  of  such  Section, 
whether  of  the  same  kind  as,  or  differing  in  kind  from,  the 
classes  of  expenditure  specially  above  mentioned,  including 
stamp  duties,  banking  charges,  exchange  and  interest 
upon  the  money  expended :  Provided,  however  that  no  mat- 
erials or  supplies  shall  be  included  in  the  expression  "  con- 
struction work,"  unless  and  until  they  shall  have  been 
delivered  in  Canada  to  the  Company. 

Where  the  work  is  done  under  contract,  the  expression 
" construction  work"  shall  also  mean  payments  and  obliga- 
tions to  contractors  for  construction  of  any  part  of  such 
Section. 

The  expression  " construction  work"  shall  also  mean 
the  material,  supplies  and  labour  expended  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  telegraph  and  telephone  lines  reasonably 
required  for  the  operation  of  such  Section  or  any  part 
thereof. 

The  said  expression  "  construction  work  "  shall,  in  regard 
to  such  Section,  also  mean  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  paid 
or  to  be  paid  by  the  Company  as  interest  accruing,  or 
about  to  accrue,  during  the  period  of  construction  as  here- 
inafter defined  upon  the  bonds  issued  and  to  be  issued  by 
the  Company  and  guaranteed  by  His  Majesty,  acting  in 
respect  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  also  upon  any  bonds 
issued  and  to  be  issued  by  the  Company  and  guaranteed 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Company  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
the  construction  and  completion  of  the  said  Western 
Division  or  any  part  thereof,  and  also  upon  any  advances 
made  under  this  Act,  less  any  sum  or  sums  of  money 
received  by  the  Company  from  its  net  earnings  in  respect  of 
such  Section  or  as  interest  upon  any  proceeds  of  bonds 
issued  in  respect  therec*.

An  Act  respecting  a  certain  Treaty  of  Commerce  and 
Navigation  between  His  Majesty  the  King  and 
His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan. 

[Assented  to  10th  April,  1913.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Japanese  Treaty  Act,  Short  title. 
1913. 

2.  The  Treaty  signed  at  London  on  the  third  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  between  His 
Majesty  the  King  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan, 
set  forth  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  is  hereby  sanctioned 
and  declared  to  have  the  force  of  law  in  Canada;  provided 
that 

(a)  nothing  in  the  said  Treaty  or  in  this  Act  shall  be 
deemed  to  repeal  or  affect  any  of  the  provisions 
of  The  Immigration  Act; 

(b)  Article  VIII  of  the  said  Treaty  shall  be  deemed 
not  to  apply  to  Canada. 

3.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  ^°at™efn^t 
by  proclamation  of  the  Governor  in  Council  published  in  men  °  0

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SCHEDULE. 

Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  between  The 
United  Kingdom  and  Japan. 

Signed  at  London,  April  3,  1911. 

[Ratifications  exchanged  at  Tokio,  May  5,  1911.] 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  Japan,  being  desirous  to  strengthen  the  relations  of  amity 
and  good  understanding  which  happily  exists  between  them 
and  between  their  subjects,  and  to  facilitate  and  extend 
the  commercial  relations  between  their  two  countries,  have 
resolved  to  conclude  a  treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation 
for  that  purpose,  and  have  named  as  their  plenipotentiaries, 
that  is  to  say : 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  the  Right  Honourable  Sir 
Edward  Grey,  a  Baronet  of  the  United  Kingdom,  a  Member 
of  Parliament,  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs; 

And  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Japan,  His  Excellency 
Monsieur  Takaaki  Kato,  Jusammi,  First  Class  of  the  Order 
of  the  Sacred  Treasure,  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Ambassador 
Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  at  the  Court  of  St. 
James; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their 
respective  Full  Powers,  found  to  be  in  good  and  due  form 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles: — 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
shall  have  full  liberty  to  enter,  travel,  and  reside  in  the 
territories  of  the  other^  and,  conforming  themselves  to  the 
laws  of  the  country — 

1.  Shall,  in  all  that  relates  to  travel  and  residence,  be 
placed  in  all  respects  on  the  same  footing  as  native  subjects. 

2.  They  shall  have  the  right,  equally  with  native  subjects, 
to  carry  on  their  commerce  and  manufacture,  and  to  trade 
in  all  lands  of  merchandise  of  lawful  commerce,  either  in 
person  or  by  agents  singly  or  in  partnerships  with  foreigners 
or  native  subjects. 

3.  They  shall  in  all  that  relates  to  the  pursuit  of  their 
industries,  callings,  professions,  and  educational  studies  be 
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placed  in  all  respects  on  the  same  footing  as  the  subjects 
or  citizens  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

4.  They  shall  be  permitted  to  own  or  hire  and  occupy 
houses,  manufactories,  warehouses,  shops,  and  premises 
which  may  be  necessary  for  them,  and  to  lease  land  for 
residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  other  lawful  purposes, 
in  the  same  manner  as  native  subjects. 

5.  They  shall,  on  condition  of  reciprocity,  be  at  full 
liberty  to  acquire  and  possess  every  description  of  property, 
movable  or  immovable,  which  the  laws  of  the  country  permit 
or  shall  permit  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  any  other  foreign 
country  to  acquire  and  possess,  subject  always  to  the  con- 
ditions and  limitations  prescribed  in  such  laws.  They  may 
dispose  of  the  same  by  sale,  exchange,  gift,  marriage, 
testament,  or  in  any  other  manner,  under  the  same  con- 
ditions which  are  or  shall  be  established  with  regard  to  native 
subjects.  They  shall  also  be  permitted,  on  compliance  with 
the  laws  of  the  country,  freely  to  export  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  their  property  and  their  goods  in  general  without 
being  subjected  as  foreigners  to  other  or  higher  duties  than 
those  to  which  subjects  of  the  country  would  be  liable  under 
similar  circumstances. 

6.  They  shall  enjoy  constant  and  complete  protection 
and  security  for  their  persons  and  property;  shall  have  free 
and  easy  access  to  the  Courts  of  Justice  and  other  tribunals 
in  pursuit  and  defence  of  their  claims  and  rights;  and  shall 
have  full  liberty,  equally  with  native  subjects  to  choose 
and  employ  lawyers  and  advocates  to  represent  them  before 
such  Courts  and  tribunals;  and  generally  shall  have  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  as  native  subjects  in  all  that 
concerns  the  administration  of  justice. 

7.  They  shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  taxes,  fees,  charges 
or  contributions  of  any  kind  whatever,  other  or  higher  than 
those  which  are  or  may  be  paid  by  native  subjects  or  the 
subjects  or  citizens  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

8.  And  they  shall  enjoy  a  perfect  equality  of  treatment 
with  native  subjects  in  all  that  relates  to  facilities  for 
warehousing  under  bond,  bounties,  and  drawbacks. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  in 
the  territories  of  the  other  shall  be  exempted  from  all  com- 
pulsory military  services,  whether  in  the  army,  navy, 
national  guard,  or  militia;  from  all  contributions  imposed 
in  lieu  of  personal  service;  and  from  all  forced  loans  and 
military  requisitions  or  contributions  unless  imposed  on 
them  equally  with  native  subjects  as  owners,  lessees,  or 
occupiers  of  immovable  property. 
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In  the  above  respects  the  subjects  of  each  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties  shall  not  be  accorded  in  the  territories 
of  the  other  less  favourable  treatment  than  that  which  is 
or  may  be  accorded  to  subjects  or  citizens  of  the  most 
favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  dwellings,  warehouses,  manufactories,  and  shops  of 
the  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  in 
the  territories  of  the  other,  and  all  premises  appertaining 
thereto  used  for  lawful  purposes,  shall  be  respected.  It 
shall  not  be  allowable  to  proceed  to  make  a  domiciliary 
visit  to,  or  a  search  of,  any  such  buildings  and  premises,  or 
to  examine  or  inspect  books,  papers,  or  accounts,  except 
under  the  conditions  and  with  the  forms  prescribed  by  the 
laws  for  native  subjects. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  may  appoint 
Consuls-General,  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls  and  Consular 
Agents  in  all  the  ports,  cities,  and  places  of  the 
other,  except  in  those  where  it  may  not  be  convenient  to 
recognize  such  officers.  This  exception,  however,  shall  not 
be  made  in  regard  to  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
without  being  made  likewise  in  regard  to  all  other  Powers. 

Such  Consuls-General,  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls  and  Con- 
sular Agents,  having  received  exequaturs  or  other  sufficient 
authorizations  from  the  Government  of  the  country  to 
which  they  are  appointed,  shall  have  the  right  to  exercise 
their  functions,  and  to  enjoy  the  privileges,  exemptions, 
and  immunities  which  are  or  may  be  granted  to  the  Con- 
sular officers  of  the  most  favoured  nation.  The  Government 
issuing  exequaturs  or  other  authorizations  has  the  right  in 
its  discretion  to  cancel  the  same  on  explaining  the  reasons 
for  which  it  thought  proper  to  do  so. 

ARTICLE  V. 

In  case  of  the  death  of  a  subject  of  one  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  without 
leaving  at  the  place  of  his  decease  any  person  entitled  by 
the  laws  of  his  country  to  take  charge  of  and  administer 
the  estate,  the  competent  Consular  officer  of  the  State  to 
which  the  deceased  belonged  shall,  upon  fulfilment  of  the 
necessary  formalities,  be  empowered  to  take  custody  of 
and  administer  the  estate  in  the  manner  and  under  the 
limitations  prescribed  by  the  law  of  the  country  in  which 
the  property  of  the  deceased  is  situated. 
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The  foregoing  provision  shall  also  apply  in  case  of  a 
subject  of  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  dying  out- 
side the  territories  of  the  other,  but  possessing  property 
therein,  without  leaving  any  person  there  entitled  to  take 
charge  of  and  administer  the  estate. 

It  is  understood  that  in  all  that  concerns  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  any  right,  privi- 
lege, favour  or  immunity  which  either  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties  has  actually  granted,  or  may  hereafter  grant, 
to  the  Consular  officers  of  any  other  foreign  State  shall  be 
extended  immediately  and  unconditionally  to  the  Consular 
officers  of  the  other  High  Contracting  Party. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

There  shall  be  between  the  territories  of  the  two  High 
Contracting  Parties  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce  and 
navigation.  The  subjects  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties  shall  have  liberty  freely  to  come  with  their  ships 
and  cargoes  to  all  places,  ports  and  rivers  in  the  territories 
of  the  other  which  are  or  may  be  opened  to  foreign  commerce, 
and,  conforming  themselves  to  the  laws  of  the  country  to 
which  they  thus  come,  shall  enjoy  the  same  rights,  privi- 
leges, liberties,  favours,  immunities  and  exemptions  in 
matters  of  commerce  and  navigation  as  are  or  may  be 
enjoyed  by  native  subjects. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories 
of  one  High  Contracting  Party,  upon  importation  into  the 
territories  of  the  other,  from  whatever  place  arriving,  shall 
enjoy  the  lowest  rates  of  customs  duty  applicable  to  similar 
articles  of  any  other  foreign  origin. 

No  prohibition  or  restriction  shall  be  maintained  or 
imposed  on  the  importation  of  any  article,  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  the  territories  of  either  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties,  into  the  territories  of  the  other,  from 
whatever  place  arriving,  which  shall  not  equally  extend  to 
the  importation  of  the  like  articles,  being  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country.  This  provision 
is  not  applicable  to  the  sanitary  or  other  prohibitions 
occasioned  by  the  necessity  of  securing  the  safety  of  persons, 
or  of  cattle,  or  of  plants  useful  to  agriculture. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  enumerated  in  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  annexed 
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to  this  Treaty,  shall  not,  on  importation  into  Japan,  be 
subjected  to  higher  customs  duties  than  those  specified  in 
the  Schedule. 

The  articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Japan, 
enumerated  in  Part  II  of  the  Schedule  annexed  to  this 
Treaty,  shall  be  free  of  duty  on  inportation  into  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Provided  that  if  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  date  this  Treaty  takes  effect  either  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties  desires  to  make  a  modification 
in  the  Schedule  it  may  notify  its  desire  to  the  other  High 
Contracting  Party,  and  thereupon  negotiations  for  the 
purpose  shall  be  entered  into  forthwith.  If  the  negotia- 
tions are  not  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  notification,  the  High  Con- 
tracting Party  which  gave  the  notification  may,  within  one 
month,  give  six  months'  notice  to  abrogate  the  present 
Article,  and  on  the  expiration  of  such  notice  the  present 
Article  shall  cease  to  have  effect,  without  prejudice  to  the 
other  stipulations  of  this  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories 
of  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties,  exported  to  the 
territories  of  the  other,  shall  not  be  subjected  on  export  to 
other  or  higher  charges  than  those  paid  on  the  like  articles 
exported  to  any  other  foreign  country.  Nor  shall  any 
prohibition  or  restriction  be  imposed  on  the  exportation  of 
any  article  from  the  territories  of  either  of  the  two  High 
Contracting  Parties  to  the  territories  of  the  other  which 
shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  exportation  of  the  like  article 
to  any  other  foreign  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories 
of  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties,  passing  in  transit 
through  the  territories  of  the  other,  in  conformity  with  the 
laws  of  the  country,  shall  be  reciprocally  free  from  all  transit 
duties,  whether  they  pass  direct,  or  whether  during  transit 
they  are  unloaded,  warehoused,  and  reloaded. 

ARTICLE  XL 

No  internal  duties  levied  for  the  benefit  of  the  State, 
local  authorities,  or  corporations  which  affect,  or  may  affect, 
the  p/oduction,  manufacture,  or  consumption  of  any  article 
in  the  territories  of  either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
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shall  for  any  reason  be  a  higher  or  more  burdensome  charge 
on  articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories 
of  the  other,  than  on  similar  articles  of  native  origin. 

The  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories  of  either 
of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  imported  into  the  territories 
of  the  other,  and  intended  for  warehousing  or  transit,  shall 
not  be  subjected  to  any  internal  duty. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Merchants  and  manufacturers,  subjects  of  one  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties,  as  well  as  merchants  and  manu- 
facturers domiciled  and  exercising  their  commerce  and 
industries  in  the  territories  of  such  party,  may,  in  the 
territories  of  the  other,  either  personally  or  by  means  of 
commercial  travellers,  make  purchases  or  collect  orders, 
with  or  without  samples,  and  such  merchants,  manufactur- 
ers, and  their  commercial  travellers,  while  so  making 
purchases  and  collecting  orders,  shall,  in  the  matter  of 
taxation  and  facilities,  enjoy  the  most-favoured-nation 
treatment. 

Articles  imported  as  samples  for  the  purposes  above 
mentioned  shall,  in  each  country,  be  temporarily  admitted 
free  of  duty  on  compliance  with  the  Customs  regulations 
and  formalities  established  to  assure  their  re-exportation 
or  the  payment  of  the  prescribed  customs  duties  if  not 
re-exported  within  the  period  allowed  by  law.  But  the 
foregoing  privilege  shall  not  extend  to  articles  which, 
owing  to  their  quantity  or  value,  cannot  be  considered  as 
samples,  or  which,  owing  to  their  nature,  could  not  be 
identified  upon  re-exportation.  The  determination  of  the 
question  of  qualification  of  samples  for  duty-free  admission 
rests  in  all  cases  exclusively  with  the  competent  authorities 
of  the  place  where  the  importation  is  effected. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  marks,  stamps,  or  seals  placed  upon  the  samples 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article  by  the  Customs  author- 
ities of  one  country  at  the  time  of  exportation,  and  the 
officially  attested  list  of  such  samples  containing  a  full 
description  thereof  issued  by  them,  shall  be  reciprocally 
accepted  by  the  Customs  officials  of  the  other  as  establish- 
ing their  character  as  samples  and  exempting  them  from 
inspection,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  establish 
that  the  samples  produced  are  those  enumerated  in  the  list. 
The  Customs  authorities  of  either  country  may,  however, 
affix  a  supplementary  mark  to  such  samples  in  special  cases 
where  they  may  think  this  precaution  necessary. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Chambers  of  Commerce,  as  well  as  such  other  Trade 
Associations  and  other  recognized  Commercial  Associations 
in  the  territories  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  as  may 
be  authorized  in  this  behalf,  shall  be  mutually  accepted  as 
competent  authorities  for  issuing  any  certificates  that  may 
be  required  for  commercial  travellers. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Limited  liability  and  other  companies  and  associations, 
commercial,  industrial,  and  financial,  already  or  hereafter 
to  be  organized  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  either  High 
Contracting  Party,  and  registered  in  the  territories  of  such 
Party,  are  authorized,  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  to 
exercise  their  rights  and  appear  in  the  Courts  either  as 
plaintiffs  or  defendants,  subject  to  the  laws  of  such  other 
party. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  permit  the 
importation  or  exportation  of  all  merchandise  which  may 
be  legally  imported  or  exported,  and  also  the  carriage  of 
passengers  from  or  to  their  respective  territories,  upon  the 
vessels  of  the  other;  and  such  vessels,  their  cargoes  and 
passengers  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as,  and  shall 
not  be  subjected  to  any  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges 
than,  national  vessels  and  their  cargoes  and  passengers. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

In  all  that  regards  the  stationing,  loading,  and  unloading 
of  vessels  in  the  ports,  docks,  roadsteads,  and  harbours  of 
the  High  Contracting  Parties,  no  privileges  or  facilities 
shall  be  granted  by  either  Party  to  national  vessels  which 
are  not  equally,  in  like  cases,  granted  to  the  vessels  of  the 
other  country;  the  intention  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
being  that  in  these  respects  also  the  vessels  of  the  two 
countries  shall  be  treated  on  the  footing  of  perfect  equality. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

All  vessels  which  according  to  British  law  are  to  be 
deemed  British  vessels,  and  all  vessels  which  according  to 
Japanese  law  are  to  be  deemed  Japanese  vessels,  shall,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Treaty,  be  deemed  British  and  Japanese 
vessels  respectively. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

No  duties  of  tonnage,  harbour,  pilotage,  lighthouse, 
quarantine,  or  other  analogous  duties  or  charges  of  whatever 
nature,  or  under  whatever  denomination,  levied  in  the  name 
or  for  the  profit  of  Government,  public  functionaries, 
private  individuals,  corporations,  or  establishments  of 
any  kind,  shall  be  imposed  in  the  ports  of  either  country 
upon  the  vessels  of  the  other  which  shall  not  equally,  under 
the  same  conditions,  be  imposed  in  like  cases  on  national 
vessels  in  general,  or  vessels  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 
Such  equality  of  treatment  shall  apply  to  the  vessels  of 
either  country  from  whatever  place  they  may  arrive  and 
whatever  may  be  their  destination. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

Vessels  charged  with  performance  of  regular  scheduled 
postal  service  of  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall 
enjoy  in  the  territorial  waters  of  the  other  the  same  special 
facilities,  privileges,  and  immunities  as  are  granted  to  like 
vessels  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  XXL 

The  coasting  trade  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  is 
excepted  from  the  provisions  of  the  present  Treaty,  and 
shall  be  regulated  according  to  the  laws  of  the  United  King- 
dom and  Japan  respectively.  It  is,  however,  understood 
that  the  subjects  and  vessels  of  either  High  Contracting 
Party  shall  enjoy  in  this  respect  most-favoured-nation 
treatment  in  the  territories  of  the  other. 

British  and  Japanese  vessels  may,  nevertheless,  proceed 
from  one  port  to  another  either  for  the  purpose  of  landing 
the  whole  or  part  of  their  passengers  or  cargoes  brought 
from  abroad,  or  of  taking  on  board  the  whole  or  part  of 
their  passengers  or  cargoes  for  a  foreign  destination. 

It  is  also  understood  that,  in  the  event  of  the  coasting 
trade  of  either  country  being  exclusively  reserved  to  national 
vessels,  the  vessels  of  the  other  country,  if  engaged  in 
trade  to  or  from  places  not  within  the  limits  of  the  coast- 
ing trade  so  reserved,  shall  not  be  prohibited  from  the 
carriage  between  two  ports  of  the  former  country  of 
passengers  holding  through  tickets,  or  merchandise  consigned 
on  through  bills  of  lading  to  or  from  places  not  within  the 
above-mentioned  limits,  and  while  engaged  in  such  carriage 
these  vessels  uid  their  cargoes  shall  enjoy  the  full  privileges 
of  this  Treaty. 
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ARTICLE  XXII. 

If  any  seaman  should  desert  from  any  ship  belonging  to 
either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  in  the  territorial 
waters  of  the  other,  the  local  authorities  shall,  within  the 
limits  of  the  law,  be  bound  to  give  every  assistance  in  their 
power  for  the  recovery  of  such  deserter,  on  application  to 
that  effect  being  made  to  them  by  the  competent  Consular 
officer  of  the  country  to  which  the  ship  of  the  deserter  may 
belong,  accompanied  by  an  assurance  that  all  expenses 
connected  therewith  will  be  repaid. 

It  is  understood  that  this  stipulation  shall  not  apply  to 
the  subjects  of  the  country  where  the  desertion  takes  place. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

Any  vessel  of  either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
which  may  be  compelled,  by  stress  of  weather  or  by  accident, 
to  take  shelter  in  a  port  of  the  other  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
refit  therein,  to  procure  all  necessary  stores,  and  to  put  to 
sea  again,  without  paying  any  dues  other  than  such  as 
would  be  payable  in  the  like  case  by  a  national  vessel.  In 
case,  however,  the  master  of  a  merchant-vessel  should  be 
under  the  necessity  of  disposing  of  a  part  of  his  merchandise 
in  order  to  defray  the  expenses,  he  shall  be  bound  to  conform 
to  the  Regulations  and  Tariffs  of  the  place  to  which  he  may 
have  come. 

If  any  vessel  of  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
should  run  aground  or  be  wrecked  upon  the  coasts  of  the 
other,  such  vessel,  and  all  parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture 
and  appurtenances  belonging  thereunto,  and  all  goods  and 
merchandise  saved  therefrom,  including  any  which  may  have 
been  cast  into  the  sea,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  if  sold,  as 
well  as  all  papers  found  on  board  such  stranded  or  wrecked 
vessel,  shall  be  given  up  to  the  owners  or  their  agents  when 
claimed  by  them.  If  there  are  no  such  owners  or  agents  on 
the  spot,  then  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the  British  or 
Japanese  Consular  officer  in  whose  district  the  wreck  or 
stranding  may  have  taken  place  upon  beir  g  claimed  by 
him  within  the  period  fixed  by  the  laws  of  the  c  3untry,  and 
such  Consular  officer,  owners,  or  agents  shall  pay  only  the 
expenses  incurred  in  the  preservation  of  the  property, 
together  with  the  salvage  or  other  expenses  which  woi  Id  have 
been  payable  in  the  like  case  of  a  wreck  or  stranding  of  a 
national  vessel. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  agree,  moreover,  that 
merchandise  saved  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of 
any  customs  duty  unless  cleared  for  internal  consumption. 
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In  the  case  either  of  a  vessel  being  driven  in  by  stress  of 
weather,  run  aground,  or  wrecked,  the  respective  Consular 
officers  shall,  if  the  owner  or  master  or  other  agent  of  the 
owner  is  not  present,  or  is  present  and  requires  it,  be  author- 
ized to  interpose  in  order  to  afford  the  necessary  assistance 
to  their  fellow-countrymen. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  agree  that,  in  all  that  con- 
cerns commerce,  navigation,  and  industry,  any  favour, 
privilege,  or  immunity  which  either  High  Contracting  Party 
has  actually  granted,  or  may  hereafter  grant,  to  the  ships, 
subjects,  or  citizens  of  any  other  foreign  State  shall  be 
extended  immediately  and  unconditionally  to  the  ships  or 
subjects  of  the  other  High  Contracting  Party,  it  being  their 
intention  that  the  commerce,  navigation,  and  industry  of 
each  country  shall  be  placed  in  all  respects  on  the  footing 
of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

The  stipulations  of  this  Treaty  do  not  apply  to  tariff 
concessions  granted  by  either  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties  to  contiguous  States  solely  to  facilitate  frontier 
traffic  within  a  limited  zone  on  each  side  of  the  frontier,  or 
to  the  treatment  accorded  to  the  produce  of  the  national 
fisheries  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties,  or  to  special  tariff 
favours  granted  by  Japan  in  regard  to  fish  and  other  aquatic 
products  taken  in  the  foreign  waters  in  the  vicinity  of 
Japan. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  not  be  applic- 
able to  any  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Dominions,  Colon- 
ies, Possessions,  or  Protectorates  beyond  the  Seas,  unless 
notice  of  adhesion  shall  have  been  given  on  behalf  of  any 
such  Dominion,  Colony,  Possession,  or  Protectorate  by  His 
Britannic  Majesty's  Representative  at  Tokio  before  the 
expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
exchanged  at  Tokio  as  soon  as  possible.'  It  shall  enter  into 
operation  on  the  17th  July,  1911,  and  remain  in  force  until 
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the  16th  July,  1923.  In  case  neither  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties  shall  have  given  notice  to  the  other,  twelve 
months  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  period,  of  its  inten- 
tion to  terminate  the  Treaty,  it  shall  continue  operative 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  on  which 
either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  denounced 
it. 

As  regards  the  British  Dominions,  Colonies,  Possessions, 
and  Protectorates  to  which  the  present  Treaty  may  have 
been  made  applicable  in  virtue  of  Article  26,  however,  either 
of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the  right  to 
terminate  it  separately  at  any  time  on  giving  twelve  months' 
notice  to  that  effect. 

It  is  understood  that  the  stipulations  of  the  present  and 
of  the  preceding  Article  referring  to  British  Dominions, 
Colonies,  Possessions,  and  Protectorates  apply  also  to  the 
island  of  Cyprus. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have 
signed  the  present  Treaty  and  have  affixed  thereto  the  seal 
of  their  arms. 

Done  at  London,  in  duplicate,  this  3rd  day  of  April,  1911.

HERE  AS,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  Preamble, 
statutes  of  1903  and  of  chapter  43  of  the  statutes  of 


1908,  as  amended  by  chapter  37  of  the  statutes  of  1910,  iE8i;  el  lar 
the  amount  of  bounty  payable  on  lead  contained  in  lead-  i9io',  d  37. 
bearing  ores  mined  in  Canada  was  not  to  exceed  two  million 
four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  whereas  the 
time  within  which  the  said  amount  is  payable  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid  %xpires,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  chapter 
43,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  and  there  will  then  remain  unexpended  of  the  said 
sum  approximately  six  hundred  thousand  dollars:  Therefore 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 


1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Lead  Bounties  Act,  short  title. 
1913. 


2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  the  payment  Bou n^son 
of  a  bounty  of  seventy-five  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  ^Canada, 
on  lead  contained  in  lead-bearing  ores  mined  in  Canada, 
on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  such  bounty  to  be  paid  to  the  producer  or  vendor 
of  such  ores:  Provided  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  as  such 
bounty  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  in  any  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June; 
provided  also  that  when  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  ^eo*/0 i if 
the  Minister  charged  with  the  administration  of  this  Act  lead  rises, 
that  the  standard  price  of  pig  lead  in  London,  England, 
exceeds  fourteen  pounds  ten  shillings  sterling  per  ton  of 
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two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  pounds,  such  bounty 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  such  excess. 

2.  The  total  amount  of  bounty  payable  under  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  31  of  the  statutes  of  1903,  chapter  43  of  the 
statutes  of  1908  (as  amended  by  chapter  37  of  the  statutes 
of  1910),  and  of  this  Act,  shall  not  exceed  two  million  four 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

3.  Payment  of  the  said  bounty  may  be  made  from  time 
to  time  to  the  extent  of  sixty  per  cent  upon  smelter  returns 
showing  that  the  ore  has  been  delivered  for  smelting  at  a 
smelter  in  Canada.  The  remaining  forty  per  cent  may  be 
paid  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  upon  evidence  that  all 
such  ore  has  been  smelted  in  Canada. 

2.  If  at  the  close  of  any  year  it  appears  that  during  the 
year  the  quantity  of  lead  produced,  on  which  the  bounty 
is  authorized,  exceeds  sixteen  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  tons  of  two  thousand  pounds,  the  rate  of 
bounty  shall  be  reduced  to  such  sum  as  will  bring  the  pay- 
ments for  the  year  within  the  limit  mentioned  in  section  2 
of  this  Act. 

4.  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  that  the  charges  for  transportation 
and  treatment  of  lead  ores  in  Canada  are  excessive,  or  that 
there  is  any  discrimination  which  prevents  the  smelting 
of  such  ores  in  Canada  on  fair  and  reasonable  terms,  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  the  payment  of  bounty, 
at  such  reduced  rates  as  he  deems  just,  on  the  lead  contained 
in  such  ores  mined  in  Canada  and  exported  for  treatment 
abroad. 

5.  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Governor  in  Council  that  products  of  lead  are  manufactured 
in  Canada  direct  from  lead  ores  mined  in  Canada  without 
the  intervention  of  the  smelting  process,  the  Governor  in 
Council  may  make  such  provision  as  he  deems  equitable 
to  extend  the  benefits  of  this  Act  to  the  producers  of  such 
ores. 

©.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  for 
carrying  out  the  intention  of  this  Act.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  National  Gallery  of 

Canada. 

[Assented  to  6th  June,  1918.] 

WHEREAS  the  National  Gallery  of  Canada,  hereinafter  Preamble, 
called  "  the  National  Gallery/'  was  established  under 
the  patronage  of  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Louise  and 
of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Argyle,  KG.,  P.C.,  K.T., 
G.C.M.G.,  G.C.V.O.,  then  Marquis  of  Lome,  and  Gover- 
nor General  of  Canada,  assisted  by  a  number  of  patriotic 
Canadian  citizens,  and  the  National  Gallery  now  contains 
a  collection  of  pictures,  statuary  and  other  works  of  art, 
of  which  some  are  the  diploma  works  of  members  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Academy  of  Arts,  some  are  the  gifts  of 
Canadian  artists  and  of  others  interested  in  art  and  some 
have  been  purchased  by  the  Government  of  Canada  for 
the  National  Gallery;  and  whereas,  by  an  order  in  council 
dated  the  third  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seven,  the  appointment  was  authorized  of  an  advis- 
ory council  of  three,  whose  advice  and  assistance  would 
be  available  to  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  in  connection

4.  Sections  3, 4,  5  and  6  of  the  said  chapter  47  are  repealed 
and  the  following  sections  are  substituted  therefor: — 

"3.  The  property  in  and  the  right  to  the  use  of  all  the 
water  at  any  time  in  any  water-course  within  the  Railway 
Belt  shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the 
Crown,  unless  and  until  and  except  only  so  far  as  some 
private  right  therein  or  in  the  use  thereof  inconsistent  with 
the  right  of  the  Crown  has  been  or  may  be  lawfully  establish- 
ed, and  except  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  or 
alter  the  rights  of  any  person  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
now  pending  in  any  court.

such  grant,  saving  the  right  of  every  riparian  proprietor  to 
the  use  of  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

u5.  All  records,  grants,  licenses,  orders  in  council,  or 
contracts  of,  for  or  affecting  the  use  of  water  within  the 
Railway  Belt,  heretofore  granted  or  made  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Government  of  Canada  or  the  Minister,  shall, 
notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act,  be  and  be  deemed 
to  be  valid  and  effective  and  shall  be  given  effect  to. 

"2.  Subject  to  the  property  in  and  the  rights  to  the  use 
of  water  referred  to  in  subsection  1  hereof, — 

"(a)  all  water  without  distinction  within  the  Railway 
Belt  shall,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  in  Council, 
for  the  purposes  of  administration  be  under  the  exclusive  con- 
trol of  the  authorities  of  the  province  of  British  Columbia 
and  be  administered  under  and  in  accordance  with  the

"(b)  all  records,  grants,  licenses,  orders  in  council,  claims 
or  contracts  of,  for  or  affecting  the  use  of  water  within  the 
Railway  Belt  heretofore  granted,  or  purporting  or  bona 
fide  claimed  to  have  been  granted,  by  any  provincial  or 
local  authority  and  all  applications  to  any  such  authority 
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for  records,  grants,  licenses,  orders  in  council,  claims  or 
contracts  of,  for  or  affecting  the  use  of  water  within  the 
Railway  Belt  heretofore  made  and  now  pending  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  valid  and  effective  to  the  same  extent  for  the 
like  purposes,  and  subject  in  the  like  manner  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board,  (and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  obli- 
gations and  limitations  imposed  by  the  Water  Acts),  as 
if  made,  issued,  authorized,  claimed  or  pending  with  respect 
to  water  in  British  Columbia  not  within  the  Railway  Belt. 

"3.  All  applications  or  claims  for  the  use  of  water  within  ^^ing 
the  Railway  Belt  heretofore  made  to  the  Government  of  claims. 
Canada  or  the  Minister,  and  now  pending,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  valid  and  effective  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  and  given  effect  to  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Water  Acts  to  the  same  extent  and  for  the  like 
purposes  as  if  such  applications  or  claims  had  been  made 
or  were  pending  by,  to  or  before  the  competent  provincial 
or  local  authority  under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Acts 
with  respect  to  water  in  British  Columbia  not  within  the 
Railway  Belt. 

"4.  All  waters  for  irrigation  allotted  to  Indians  or  Indian  Arjsd;°n 
Reserves,  whether  allotted  by  the  Indian  Reserve  Com-  Reserves, 
missioners  or  recorded  in  Dominion  or  Provincial  Govern- 
ment offices,  and  all  applications  to  any  provincial  or  local 
authority  for  the  use  of  water  within  the  Railway  Belt  in 
the  interest  of  Indians  or  Indian  Reserves,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  valid  and  effective  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board  and  given  effect  to  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Water  Acts  as  if  made,  issued,  authorized  or  pending 
b}r,  to  or  before  the  competent  provincial  or  local  authority 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Acts  with  respect  to  water 
in  British  Columbia  not  within  the  Railway  Belt.

Every  such  order  in  council  shall  be  laid  before 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  within  the  first  fifteen  days

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CHAP.  46. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  granting  of  Subsidies  in  aid  of 
the  construction  of  the  railways  and  bridge  therein 
mentioned. 

[Assented  to  6th  June,  1913.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Railway  Subsidies  Short  title. 
Act,  1913. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  a  subsidy  of  Subsidies 
$3,200  per  mile  towards  the  construction  of  each  of  the for  railways- 
undermentioned  lines  of  railway  (not  exceeding  in  any  case 

the  number  of  miles  hereinafter  respectively  stated),  which 
shall  not  cost  more  on  the  average  than  $15,000  per  mile 
for  the  mileage  subsidized,  and  towards  the  construction 
of  each  of  the  said  lines  of  railway,  not  exceeding  the  mileage 
hereinafter  stated,  which  shall  cost  more  on  the  average 
than  $15,000  per  mile  for  the  mileage  subsidized,  a  further 
subsidy  beyond  the  sum  of  $3,200  per  mile  of  fifty  per  cent 
on  so  much  of  the  average  cost  of  the  mileage  subsidized  as 
is  in  excess  of  $15,000  per  mile,  such  subsidy  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  the  sum  of  $6,400  per  mile:— 

1.  To  the  Margaree  Coal  and  Railway  Company,  Limited, 
for  the  following  lines  of  railway: — 

(a)  from  a  point  on  the  Intercolonial  Railway  near 
Orangedale  to  St.  Rose;   not  exceeding  46  miles; 

(b)  from  a  point  on  the  Intercolonial  Railway  near 
Mclntyre  lake  to  Caribou  cove,  Port  Malcolm, 
Richmond  county;    not  exceeding  4  miles; 

the  said  subsidies  being  granted  in  lieu  of  subsidy  granted 
by  chapter  51  of  1910,  section  1,  item  4;  not  exceeding 
50  miles. 
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2.  To  the  Northern  New  Brunswick  and  Seaboard  Rail- 
way Company,  for  a  line  of  railway  from  the  Drummond 
Mines  at  Austin  brook,  a  branch  of  the  Nipisiguit  river 
above  Great  Falls  in  the  county  of  Gloucester  to  a  point 
on  the  Intercolonial  Railway  where  it  intersects  the  branch 
line  from  Bathurst  station  to  Bathurst  Harbour,  in  lieu  of 
the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter  48  of  1912,  section  2,  item 
24;  not  exceeding  16-9  miles. 

3.  To  the  Tobique  and  Campbellton  Railway  Company, 
for  a  line  of  railway  from  Plaster  Rock  along  the  Tobique 
river  to  Riley  brook,  in  lieu  of  subsidy  granted  by  chapter 
51  of  1910,  section  1,  item  15;  not  exceeding  28  miles. 

4.  To  the  St.  John  and  Quebec  Railway  Company,  for 
a  line  of  railway  from  Andover  to  St.  John,  New  Brunswick, 
exclusive  of  a  railway  bridge  across  the  St.  John  river,  at 
or  near  Mistake,  and  a  railway  bridge  across  the  Kenne- 
becasis  river  at  or  near  Perry  Point;  in  lieu  of  subsidy 
granted  by  chapter  48  of  1912,  section  2,  item  2;  not  ex- 
ceeding 200  miles. 

5.  To  the  Lotbiniere  and  Megantic  Railway  Company 
for  a  line  of  railway  from  a  point  at  or  near  Lyster  in 
Megantic  county  to  a  point  at  or  near  Lime  Ridge  in  the 
township  of  Dudswell  in  the  county  of  Wolfe,  in  lieu  of  the 
subsidy  granted  by  chapter  51  of  1910,  section  1,  item  23, 
for  a  line  of  railway  between  the  points  above  mentioned; 
not  exceeding  60  miles. 

6.  For  a  line  of  railway  from  a  point  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  at  or  near  Scotstown  or  Megantic  to  the 
International  boundary,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by 
chapter  40  of  1907,  section  1,  item  19;  not  exceeding  35 
miles. 

7.  To  the  Little  Nation  River  Railway  Company  for 
a  line  of  railway  from  a  point  between  Thurso  and  Monte- 
bello  on  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  northerly, 
in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter  51  of  1910,  sec- 
tion 1,  item  46;   not  exceeding  30  miles. 

8.  To  the  Erie,  London  and  Tillsonburg  Railway  Com- 
pany, for  a  line  of  railway  from  Port  Burwell  to  London, 
passing  through  or  near  Vienna,  Calton,  Aylmer,  Kings- 
mill  and  Belmont,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter 
51  of  1910,  section  1,  item  37;  not  exceeding  35  miles. 

9.  To  the  Tillsonburg,  Lake  Erie  and  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  for  a  line  of  railway  from  Ingersoll  north  to  a 
junction  with  the  St.  Mary's  and  Western  Ontario  railway 
at  Embro,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter  48  of 
1912,  section  2,  item  12;   not  exceeding  10-38  miles. 

10.  To  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  for  a 
line  of  railway  from  Gimli  to  a  point  on  the  Icelandic  river 
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at  or  near  Riverton,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by 
chapter  63  of  1908,  section  1,  item  39,  for  a  line  between  the 
points  above  mentioned;   not  exceeding  30  miles. 

11.  To  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  for  a 
line  of  railway  from  Moosejaw,  in  a  northwesterly  direction, 
in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter  63  of  1908,  sec- 
tion 1,  item  40;  not  exceeding  123  miles. 

12.  To  the  Alberta  Central  Railway  Company,  for 
a  line  of  railway  from  Red  Deer  to  Rocky  Mountain  House, 
in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter  63  of  1908,  section 
1,  item  38;  not  exceeding  70  miles. 

13.  To  the  Kettle  Valley  Railway  Company,  for  the  fol- 
lowing lines  of  railway : — 

(a)  from  Merritt  to  Penticton  Wharf;  not  exceeding 
145  miles; 

(b)  from  a  point  on  the  line  between  Merritt  and  Penticton 
Wharf,  at  or  near  Penticton,  to  Midway;  not  exceeding 
135  miles; 

(c)  from  a  point  on  the  line  between  Merritt  and  Penticton 
Wharf,  about  25  miles  south  of  Merritt,  to  a  point 
on  the  Fraser  river  near  Hope  station;  not  exceeding 
55  miles; 

the  said  subsidies  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the  subsidies 
granted  by  chapter  51  of  1910,  section  1,  item  42;  not 
exceeding  in  all  335  miles. 

14.  To  the  Calgary  and  Fernie  Railway  Company  for 
a  line  of  railway  from  Michel  or  Sparwood,  in  a  northerly 
direction  via  the  headwaters  of  the  Elk  river  and  Kanan- 
askis  Pass  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  city  of  Calgary,  in  lieu 
of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter  48  of  1912,  section  2, 
item  43;  not  exceeding  100  miles. 


3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  the  subsidy  Subsidy 
hereinafter  mentioned  towards  the  construction  and  com- for  bnd* 
pletion  of  the  bridge  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say: — 

To  the  Burrard  Inlet  Tunnel  and  Bridge  Company 
towards  the  construction  and  completion  of  a  bridge  over 
the  Second  Narrows  of  Burrard  Inlet,  as  authorized  by 
chapter  74  of  1910,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  chapter 
48  of  1912,  section  3,  item  1;  not  exceeding  $350,000. 

4.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  "Cost" 
expression  "cost"  means  the  actual,  necessary  and  reason • defined' 
able  cost,  and  shall  include  the  amount  expended  upon 

any  bridge,  up  to  and  not  exceeding  $25,000s  forming  part 
of  the  line  of  railway  subsidized,  not  otherwise  receiving 
any  bonus,  but  shall  not  include  the  cost  of  equipping  the 
railway  or  the  cost  of  terminals  or  the  cost  of  right  of  way 
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of  the  railway  in  any  city  or  incorporated  town;  and  such 
actual,  necessary  and  reasonable  cost  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  and  upon  the 
report  of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Department  of  Railways 
and  Canals,  certifying  that  he  has  made  or  caused  to  be 
made  an  inspection  of  the  line  of  railway  for  which  payment 
of  subsidy  is  asked,  and  careful  inquiry  into  the  cost  thereof, 
and  that  in  his  opinion  the  amount  upon  which  the  subsidy 
is  claimed  is  reasonable,  and  does  not  exceed  the  true, 
actual  and  proper  cost  of  the  construction  of  such  railway. 

5.  The  subsidies  hereby  authorized  towards  the  con- 
struction of  any  railway  or  bridge  shall  be  payable  out 
of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada,  and  may, 
unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Act,  at  the 
option  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  on  the  report  of  the 
Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  be  paid  as  follows: — 

(a)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  subsidized;  or, 

(b)  By  instalments,  on  the  completion  of  each  ten-mile 
section  of  the  railway,  in  the  proportion  which  the 
cost  of  such  completed  section  bears  to  that  of  the 
whole  work  undertaken;  or, 

(c)  Upon  the  progress  estimates  on  the  certificate  of 
the  chief  engineer  of  the  Department  of  Railways 
and  Canals  that  in  his  opinion,  having  regard  to  the 
whole  work  undertaken  and  the  aid  granted,  the 
progress  made  justifies  the  payment  of  a  sum  not  less 
than  thirty  thousand  dollars;  or, 

(d)  With  respect  to  (b)  and  (c),  part  one  way,  part  the 
other. 

Conditions.  6.  The  subsidies  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  granted 
to  companies  named  shall,  if  granted  by  the  Governor  in 
Council,  be  granted  to  such  companies  respectively;  the 
other  subsidies  may  be  granted  to  such  companies  as 
establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Council 
their  ability  to  construct  and  complete  the  said  railways 
and  bridges  respectively;  all  the  lines  and  the  bridges 
for  the  construction  of  which  subsidies  are  granted,  unless 
they  are  already  commenced,  shall  be  commenced  within 
two  years  from  the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirteen,  and  completed  within  a  reasonable 
time,  not  to  exceed  four  years  from  the  said  first  day  of 
August,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall 
also  be  constructed  according  to  descriptions,  conditions 
and  specifications  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
on  the  report  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals 
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and  specified  in  each  case  in  a  contract  between  the  company 
and  the  said  Minister,  which  contract  the  Minister,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  is  hereby  empow- 
ered to  make.  The  location  also  of  such  subsidized  lines 
and  bridges  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
in  Council. 

7.  The  granting  of  such  subsidies  and  the  receipt  thereof  As  to" running 
by  the  respective  companies  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  power3* 
that  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  may 

at  all  times  provide  and  secure  to  other  companies  such 
running  powers,  traffic  arrangements  and  other  rights  as 
will  afford  to  all  railways  connecting  with  the  railway  and 
bridges  so  subsidized  reasonable  and  proper  facilities  in 
exercising  such  running  power,  fair  and  reasonable  traffic 
arrangements  with  connecting  companies,  and  equal  mileage 
rates  between  all  such  connecting  railways;  and  the  said 
Board  shall  have  absolute  control,  at  all  times,  over  the  rates 
and  tolls  to  be  levied  and  taken  by  any  of  the  companies,  or 
upon  any  of  the  railways  and  bridges  hereby  subsidized: 
Provided  always  that  any  decision  of  the  said  Board  made 
under  this  section  may  be  at  any  time  varied,  changed  or 
rescinded  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  as  he  deems  just  and 
proper. 

8.  Every  company  receiving  a  subsidy  under  this  Act,  £™n®{?orta" 
its  successors  and  assigns,  and  any  person  or  company  con-  Government 
trolling  or  operating  the  railway  or  portion  of  railway  sub-  supp1"*.  etc- 
sidized  under  this  Act,  shall  each  year  furnish  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  transportation  for  men,  supplies,  materials 

and  mails  over  the  portion  of  the  lines  in  respect  of  which  it 
has  received  such  subsidy,  and,  whenever  required,  shall 
furnish  mail  cars  properly  equipped  for  such  mail  service; 
and  such  transportation  and  service  shall  be  performed  at 
such  rates  as  are  agreed  upon  between  the  Minister  of  the 
department  of  the  Government  for  which  such  service  is 
being  performed  and  the  company  performing  it,  and,  in  case 
of  disagreement,  then  at  such  rates  as  are  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada;  and  in  or 
towards  payment  for  such  charges  the  Government  of 
Canada  shall  be  credited  by  the  company  with  a  sum  equal 
to  three  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  the  subsidy 
received  by  the  company  under  this  Act. 

9.  As  respects  all  railways  and  bridges  for  which  subsidies  P/oduction

are  granted  by  this  Act,  the  company  at  any  time  owning  or 
operating  any  of  the  railways  or  bridges  shall,  when  re- 
quired, produce  and  exhibit  to  the  Minister  of  Railways  and 
Canals,  or  any  person  appointed  by  him,  all  books,  accounts 
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and  vouchers  showing  the  cost  of  constructing  the  railway 
or  bridge,  the  cost  of  operating  it,  and  the  earnings  thereof. 

As  to  10.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  it  a  condition  of 

SSefnSiB.  the  grant  of  the  subsidies  herein  provided  that  the  company 
shall  lay  the  railway  with  new  steel  rails  and  fastenings 
made  in  Canada  and  shall  purchase  all  materials  and  supplies 
required  for  the  construction  of  the  railway  and  bridges 
and  the  rolling  stock  for  the  first  equipment  of  the  railway, 
from  Canadian  producers,  if  such  rails,  fastenings,  materials, 
supplies  and  equipment  are  procurable  in  Canada  of  suitable 
quality  and  upon  terms  as  favourable  as  elsewhere,  of  which 
the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  shall  be  the  judge. 

11.  Whenever  a  contract  has  been  duly  entered  into 
with  a  company  for  the  construction  of  any  line  of  railway 
hereby  subsidized,  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  at 
the  request  of  the  company,  and  upon  the  report  of  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  Department  of  Railways  and  Canals

any;  and  the  balance,  forty  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  only  on 
completion  of  the  whole  work  subsidized,  and  in  so  far  as 
the  actual  cost,  as  finally  determined  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals,  and  upon  the  report  and  certificate  of  the 
said  chief  engineer,  entitles  the  company  thereto:  Pro- 
vided always — 

(a)  that  the  estimated  cost,  as  certified,  is  not  less  on  the 
average  than  $18,000  per  mile  for  the  whole  mileage 
subsidized; 

(b)  that  no  payment  shall  be  made  except  upon  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  chief  engineer  that  the  work  done  is  up  to 
the  standard  specified  in  the  company's  contract; 

(c)  that  in  no  case  shall  the  subsidy  exceed  the  sum  of 
$6,400  per  mile.

His  Majesty  the  King,  represented  by  the  Honourable 
Louis  P.  Pelletier,  His  Majesty's  Postmaster  General  of 
Canada  acting  for  the  Government  of  Canada  in  virtue  of 
an  Order  in  Council  of  the  9th  day  of  April,  1913  (herein- 
after called  "The  Government"),  of  the  one  part;  and 

The  " Universal  Radio  Syndicate,  Limited"  represented 
by  Viggo  Gandil,  Esq.,  of  9  Waverton  Street,  Westminster, 
in  the  county  of  London  (England)  electrical  engineer,  act- 
ing herein  in  virtue  of  a  power  of  attorney  filed  in  the  Post 
Office  Department  (hereinafter  called  the  " Syndicate"),  of 
the  other  part,  witnesseth; 

1.  The  syndicate  shall  erect  wireless  stations  as  herein- 
after provided  and  shall  inaugurate  a  social,  press, 
commercial  and  Government  service  with  same. 

2.  A  service  prompt  and  efficient  in  all  respects  is 
guaranteed  and  shall  be  furnished  at  a  speed  of  at  least  four 
hundred  letters  per  minute.  In  the  event  of  dispute 
between  the  parties  as  to  the  service  being  such  the  Board 
of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  shall  decide  and  its 
decision  shall  be  final. 

3.  The  rates  for  messages  sent  in  both  directions  between 
Montreal,  on  the  one  hand,  and  all  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  on  the  other  hand,  shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a)  Not  more  than  4d.  per  word  for  messages  in  plain 
language  (not  deferred). 

(b)  Not  more  than  8d.  per  word  for  code  messages. 

(c)  Not  more  than  2Jd.  per  word  for  Government 
messages  (the  word  " Government"  in  this  subsection 
means  the  Governments  of  Great  Britain,  Canada,  Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand,  all  the  departments  of  those 
Governments  and  the  other  state  or  Provincial  Governments 
and  their  departments  existing  in  all  that  part  of  the  British 
Empire).  The  messages  of  the  Governments  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  central  Governments  of  Canada,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  marked  "most  urgent"  to  have  pre- 
cedence over  all  others. 

(d)  Not  more  than  2d.  per  word  for  press  messages. 

So  far  as  Canada  is  concerned  the  rates  in  the  present 
clause  cover  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  Syndicate  to 
the  Land  Line  Administration  as  follows: — 
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(1)  For  messages  provided  for  in  subsections  A,  B 
and  C,  three-quarters  of  a  cent  per  word  within  the  zone 
comprising  the  provinces  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  one  and 
a  quarter  cents  for  elsewhere. 

(2)  For  the  messages  mentioned  in  subsection  "D" 
one-half  a  cent  per  word  within  the  said  zone,  three-quarters 
of  a  cent  for  the  province  of  Manitoba  and  one  cent  for 
the  provinces  of  British  Columbia,  Alberta  and  Saskat- 
chewan. 

If,  after  having  obtained  the  consent  and  authorization 
of  the  said  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners,  the  Land 
Line  Administrations  charge  more  than  the  above  rates 
for  any  of  such  messages  the  Syndicate  shall  have  the  right 
to  charge  to  its  customers  the  additional  amounts  to  be 
so  paid  by  it  to  the  Land  Line  Administrations. 

4.  The  rates  fixed  in  clause  3  hereof  shall  apply  to  all 
traffic  passing  to  or  from  the  Pacific  Cable  State-owned 
system,  the  Syndicate  handing  over  at  Montreal  without 
extra  charge  and  without  delay  the  messages  received  by 
it  for  such  system  and  receiving  the  traffic  offered  to  it 
from  such  system  to  the  Atlantic  at  the  office  of  the  Syndicate 
at  Montreal  and  transmitting  the  same  at  the  rates  so 
fixed. 

5.  The  Government  agrees: — 

(a)  To  grant  any  Government  licenses  which  may  be 
found  necessary  for  the  erection  of  the  Syndicate's  wireless 
stations  at  points  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(6)  To  take  all  steps  which  may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
or  remedy  any  forfeiture  of  or  prejudice  to  the  patent 
rights  and  inventions  the  property  of  the  Syndicate  which 
may  be  incurred  by  the  importation  of  any  apparatus 
not  now  manufactured  in  Canada  and  which  would  be 
necessary  for  use  in  connection  with  the  stations  herein 
referred  to.  But  the  Syndicate  shall  (as  soon  as  it  is  found 
that  the  business  under  this  agreement  is  self-supporting 
and  will  allow  after  providing  for  fixed  charges  and  the 
usual  depreciation  and  sinking  funds  the  payment  of  a 
6  per  cent  dividend  on  the  amount  actually  and  properly 
invested  in  the  enterprise)  manufacture  and  repair  such 
apparatus  in  Canada. 

(c)  To  take  such  measures  as  are  in  its  power  to  prevent 
the  Land  Line  Telegraph  Companies  from  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  handle  like  their  own  and  on  the  same  terms 
of  equality  the  traffic  offered  to  them  by  or  handed  to 
them  for  the  Syndicate  and  also  to  prevent  them  from 
discriminating  between  the  traffic  offered  by  or  handed 
to  them  for  the  Syndicate  and  the  traffic  handled  by  them 
vol.  i—27  417  for 
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for  the  other  telegraph,  wireless  or  submarine  cable  com- 
panies. 

6.  Two  of  the  stations  herein  referred  to  will  be  erected 
one  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  other  at  some  point 
in  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick,  to  be 
selected  by  the  Syndicate  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  and  they  shall  be  completed  and  the  service 
on  the  same  inaugurated  within  twelve  months  of  the 
signing  of  this  Agreement  and  of  the  approval  of  the  site 
for  the  first  wireless  station  in  Canada.  The  Syndicate 
shall  open  an  office  at  or  near  Montreal  at  which  the  above 
mentioned  messages  shall  be  received  from  its  customers 
and  delivered  to  them  and  the  Syndicate  shall  maintain 
at  its  own  expense  telegraphic  communication  between 
that  Montreal  office  and  its  station  erected  in  the  province 
of  Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick. 

7.  Upon  the  signing  of  this  Agreement  the  Syndicate 
shall  deposit  with  the  Government  a  sum  of  £10,000,  of 
which  £5,000  shall  be  repaid  to  the  Syndicate  when  $50,000 
has  been  expended  in  connection  with  this  Agreement  (of 
which  not  less  than  $25,000  shall  have  been  expended  in 
Canada),  and  the  balance  shall  be  repaid  upon  the  com- 
pletion, proper  equipment  and  satisfactory  putting  into 
operation  of  the  stations  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in 
the  province  of  Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick.  All 
sums  in  the  hands  of  the  Government  under  this  clause 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  which  the  banks  from  time 
to  time  allow  for  Government  deposits. 

8.  If  at  any  time  after  the  service  shall  have  been  satis- 
factorily furnished  for  twelve  months  with  the  promptness 
and  efficiency  above  provided  the  Syndicate  shall  cease 
to  continue  such  an  efficient  service  (except  temporarily 
by  reason  of  any  act  of  God  or  other  cause  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Syndicate),  or,  if  the  Syndicate  without  the 
consent  of  the  Government  goes  into  liquidation  or  ceases 
to  carry  on  business  or  if  any  of  the  conditions  of  this 
contract  are  violated  the  Government  shall,  if  it  deems 
it  to  be  in  the  public  interest,  be  entitled  at  the  expiration 
of  two  months  after  notice  has  been  given  to  the  Syndicate 
by  the  Government  and  during  which  the  service  shall 
not  have  been  restored  to  and  maintained  in  an  efficient 
condition,  to  purchase  the  stations  erected  and  all  their 
apparatus,  together  with  licenses  to  use  the  patents  for 
Great  Britain  and  Canada  so  far,  and  so  far  only  as  will  be 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  British-Canadian  Service. 
In  the  event  of  any  difference  between  the  parties  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Government's  right  of  purchase  here- 
under shall  have  arisen  or  as  to  the  amount  of  the  purchase 
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price  to  be  paid,  the  question  at  issue  shall  be  referred  to 
arbitrators  who  shall  be  appointed  as  provided  by  clause 
13  of  chapter  126  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada. 
In  the  event  of  the  award  of  the  Arbitrators  not  being 
made  within  four  months  after  the  notice  for  arbitration 
has  been  given,  the  Government  shall,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  said  fourth  month,  be  entitled  to  take  control  of 
and  operate  the  system  until  the  award  of  the  Arbitrators 
shall  have  been  given.  The  excess  of  profits  over  expen- 
diture during  the  time  intervening  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Syndicate . 

If  at  any  time  the  Government  decide  to  establish  State- 
ownership  and  operation  of  wireless  communication  it 
shall  be  entitled  to  take  over  the  said  stations,  apparatus, . 
and  equipment  and  to  purchase  licenses  to  use  the  British 
and  Canadian  patents  as  aforesaid  and,  in  such  case,  the 
price  to  be  paid,  the  notices  to  be  given  and  the  delay  for 
taking  possession  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  in  this 
clause  for  other  cases. 

If  at  any  time  it  is  found  necessary  to  duplicate,  replace, 
or  extend  the  State-owned  cable  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  or 
the  land  lines  in  connection  with  it,  and  if  the  business 
of  the  Syndicate  justifies  it  on  the  basis  provided  by  clause 
5  (subsection  b),  the  Syndicate,  if  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  owners  of  the  State-owned  cable,  shall  either  grant 
to  such  owners  licenses  to  use  the  patents  the  property 
of  the  Syndicate  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  operating 
stations  between  Vancouver  and  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  or  between  any  other  points  where  the  said  owners 
may  be  carrying  on  their  said  undertaking,  or  shall  itself 
erect  and  operate  such  stations  upon  such  terms  in  either 
case  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  Syndicate  and  the 
owners  of  the  State-owned  cable.  In  case  of  disagreement 
the  terms  to  be  settled  by  the  said  Board  of  Railway 
Commissioners.  If,  however,  the  said  matter  has  not 
been  adjusted  in  a  short  time  by  the  said  Board  of  Railway 
Commissioners,  the  Syndicate  may  erect  its  stations  for 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  said  Board 
pending  or  after  the  said  construction. 

The  Syndicate  shall  not  however  (without  the  consent  of 
the  said  owners)  establish  their  system  over  the  Pacific 
Ocean  between  British  Columbia  and  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  and  shall  not,  except  with  such  consent,  compete 
directly  or  indirectly  with  the  said  Pacific  cable  between  the 
points  mentioned. 

9.  This  Agreement  shall  be  for  a  period  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  the  signing  thereof.    If  not  then  renewed 
the  Government  shall  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
vol.  i— 27J  419  may- 
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may  be  fixed  by  the  said  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
continue  to  permit  the  Syndicate  to  carry  on  its  business, 
but  the  rates  herein  provided  for  shall  not  be  increased 
unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
the  increase  is  a  legitimate  one.  After  the  said  five  years 
the  Syndicate  shall  also  remain  subject  to  the  conditions 
provided  for  in  clause  8.  As  well  during  the  said  period 
of  five  years  as  after  the  expiration  thereof  the  Government 
shall,  so  long  as  the  Syndicate  maintains  the  service  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Agreement, 
grant  all  licenses  and  afford  all  facilities  which  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  the  Syndicate  to  extend  its  business 
by  the  erection  of  further  stations  within  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  provided  always  that  the  Government  shall 
not  be  required  to  grant  licenses  or  afford  facilities  for 
services  which  will  compete  with  cable  or  telegraph  systems 
the  property  of  the  Government  or  of  the  State-owned 
Pacific  cable,  and  provided  the  sites  for  the  new  stations 
have  been  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

10.  It  is  understood  that  the  Syndicate  may  assign  the 
benefits  of  this  Agreement  to  a  company  to  be  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  the  Empire  Radio  Company  or  some 
other  suitable  name  with  an  issued  capital  of  not  less  than 
£1,000,000,  and  this  Agreement  shall  thereafter  (where 
the  context  admits)  be  construed  in  all  respects  as  though 
the  name  of  the  Company  were  substituted  for  that  of 
the  Syndicate  and  the  obligations  thereby  undertaken 
by  the  Syndicate  shall  thereafter  be  undertaken  by  and 
be  obligations  of  the  Company.  Save  as  provided  by  this 
clause  the  benefit  of  this  contract  and  the  stations  and 
apparatus  erected  in  pursuance  hereof  shall  not  be  assignable 
nor  transferable  except  to  the  Government  of  Canada. 
On  the  assignment  contemplated  by  this  clause  being 
effected  the  Syndicate  may  go  into  liquidation  without 
thereby  bringing  the  provisions  of  clause  8  hereof  into 
force  in  regard  to  the  Syndicate,  provided  the  Company 
has  then  taken  over  all  the  obligations  of  the  Syndicate. 

11.  The  Syndicate  shall  for  its  Canadian  traffic  and 
business  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners. 

12.  The  Syndicate  shall  not  enter  into  any  traffic  arrange- 
ments affecting  the  service  in  or  for  Canada  with  other 
wireless,  cable  or  land  line  companies  without  the  consent 
and  authorization  of  the  said  Board  of  Railway  Commis- 
sioners. 

13.  The  present  Agreement  does  not  bind  the  Govern- 
ments, the  press  nor  the  public  to  give  all  or  any  of  their 
business  to  the  Syndicate,  it  being  understood  that  the 
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Syndicate  enters  the  field  of  general  competition  at  its 
own  risk  and  expense,  and  that  any  other  company  or 
companies  may  be  licensed  to  do  business  as  if  this  contract 
had  not  been  passed. 

14.  It  is  also  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Syndicate 
takes  all  the  risk  of  the  validity  of  its  patents  and  guarantees 
the  same. 

15.  The  Syndicate  declares  that  it  has  no  objections 
to  the  proximity  of  other  wireless  stations  and  guarantees 
that  no  other  stations  or  systems  will  interfere  with  its 
continuous  night  and  day  operations. 

16.  If  the  Canadian  Parliament  creates  a  Government 
Ocean  Telegraph  Board,  this  New  Board  when  so  created 
and  after  an  Order  in  Council  has  been  passed  and  published 
in  the  Canada  Gazette  to  that  effect,  replace  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners  for  the  intents  and  purposes  of 
the  present  Agreement,  and  this  contract  will  then  read 
as  if  the  words  " Government  Ocean  Telegraph  Board" 
had  been  written  in  this  contract  in  lieu  of  the  words 
"Board  of  Railway  Commissioners." 

17.  This  Agreement  to  be  submitted  to  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  for  approval  and  ratification.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  granting  of  Subsidies  to  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  aid  of 
the  construction  of  the  Temiskaming  and  Northern 
Ontario  Ptailway. 

[Assented  to  6th  June,  1913.] 

WHEREAS  the  Government  of  the  province  of  Ontario  Preamble, 
has  constructed  a  line  of  railway  known  as  the  Tem- 
iskaming and  Northern  Ontario  Railway,  from  North  Bay 
on  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  and  at  a  junction  with 
the  Toronto  line,  so  called,  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway, 
to  Cochrane  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  and 
several  branches  thereof,  and  has  them  under  operation; 
and  whereas  the  line  of  railway  from  North  Bay  to  Cochrane 
makes  a  through  connection  for  the  Transcontinental  Rail- 
way with  Toronto,  and  also  with  Montreal  and  Quebec, 
and  being,  as  such,  a  work  of  national  and  not  merely 
provincial  utility:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with

(e)  From  Iroquois  Falls  Station  to  Iroquois  Falls;  not 
exceeding  7-25  miles.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: —

(e)  " goods"  includes  all  movables  other  than  vessels;  "Goods."

4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  harbour  shall  include 
Burrard  Inlet,  with  the  North  Arm  and  Port  Moody,  False 
Creek  and  English  Bay  and  all  other  tidal  waters  lying  east 
of  a  line  drawn  from  the  Point  Atkinson  Lighthouse  south- 
erly to  the  most  westerly  point  of  Point  Grey.

5.  The  Corporation  may  erect  land  marks  and  float 
buoys  to  indicate  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  harbour, 
which  land  marks  and  buoys  shall  be  held  to  determine  the 
said  boundaries. 


COMMISSIONERS. 


6.  The  Corporation  shall  consist  of  three  commissioners, 
appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and 
they  shall  hold  office  during  pleasure. 

2.  Two  commissioners  shall  be  a  quorum.  If  a  quorum 
be  present  and  act,  vacancies  in  the  Corporation  shall  not 
prevent  or  impair  the  effect  of  such  action.  It  shall  not 
be  necessary  for  more  than  two  commissioners  to  sign  any 
debenture,  bond  or  other  security  that  may  be  issued  by 
the  commissioners. 

3.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time, 
appoint  one  of  the  said  commissioners  as  president  of  the 
Corporation. 

4.  The  president  and  the  other  commissioners  may  be 
paid,  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  harbour,  such  remuneration 
for  their  services  as  the  Governor  in  Council  determines.

and  may,  by  by-law,  allow  them  such  compensation  or 
salaries  as  it  deems  proper,  and  require  and  take  from  them  Salaries, 
such  security  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of  Security, 
their  respective  duties  as  it  deems  necessary. 

2.  The  said  harbour  master,  port  warden  and  shipping  Powers, 
master  and  their  deputies  shall  have  the  same  powers  as 
if  they  were  appointed  under  The  Canada  Shipping  Act. 


GENERAL  POWERS. 


11.  The  Corporation  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  and  as  Jurisdiction, 
provided  in  this  Act,  have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of 

the  harbour. 

12.  The  Corporation  may  acquire,  expropriate,  hold,  Powers  as  to 
sell,  lease  and  otherwise  dispose  of  such  real  estate  or  per-  quiiSTfor18" 
sonal  property  as  it  deems  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  harbour, 
development,  improvement,  maintenance  and  protection 

of  the  harbour,  or  for  the  management,  development  and 
control  of  the  property  vested  in  the  Corporation,  and  may 
acquire,  hold,  possess  and  build  such  movable  property, 
vessels,  plant  and  machinery  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the 
efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  it  by  this 
Act,  and  may  dispose  thereof,  and  may  take  out  registers 
for  such  vessels. 


13.  The  Corporation  may  take  and  accept  from  the  p°wer  to  re-

3.  The  Corporation  may  institute  and  defend  all  suits, 
actions  and  proceedings  in  any  court  of  justice  in  respect 
of  the  said  lands,  and  all  other  lands  that  may  be  acquired 
by  it  in  the  harbour,  as  fully  as  can  be  done  by  or  on  behalf 
of  His  Majesty  in  respect  of  the  bed  or  foreshore  of  the 
harbour.

15.  The  revenue  derived  from  all  water  lots  leased  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  to  any  persons  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  be  paid  to  and 
retained  by  the  Corporation,  and  form  part  of  the  general 
revenue  of  the  Corporation. 


Agreements  16.  The  Corporation  may,  either  by  itself  or  in  co- 
SSxSST  operation  with  others,— 

(a)  construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  harbour  and 
branch  and  other  railway  and  tramway  tracks  as  are 
required  for  the  satisfactory  conduct  and  development 
of  the  business  of  the  harbour,  or  may  acquire  such 
tracks  by  purchase,  lease  or  otherwise; 
(6)  enter  into  an  agreement  with  any  railway  company 
for  the  operation  by  any  motive  power  by  such  company 
of  the  tracks  of  the  Corporation  so  as  at  all  times  to 
afford  all  other  railway  companies,  whose  lines  reach 
the  harbour,  the  same  facilities  for  traffic  as  those 
enjoj^ed  by  such  company; 
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(c)  make  arrangements  with  railway  companies  for 
facilitating  traffic  to,  from  and  in  the  harbour;  for 
making  connections  within  the  harbour  between  com- 
panies' railways  and  those  of  the  Corporation  for  the 
maintenance,  management,  control  and  working  of 
tracks  of  the  Corporation  by  the  parties  to  such 
agreement  severally,  or  any  of  them  jointly,  and 
for  the  use  by  any  party  to  the  agreement  of  any  real 
or  personal  property  of  any  other  party  thereto  for  the 
purpose  of  facilitating  traffic  to,  from  and  in  the  harbour. 

17,  The  Corporation  may  own  and  operate,  by  any  Plant  and 
motive  power,  all  kinds  of  tracks,  appliances,  apparatus,  machinery- 
plant  and  machinery  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
usefulness  of  the  harbour  or  facilitating  traffic  therein. 

18.  Buoys  and  marks  within  the  harbour  may,  with  Buoys  and 
the  authority  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  placed  and  mar 
maintained  by  the  Corporation. 


BY-LAWS. 


19.  The  Corporation  may  make  by-laws  for  the  following  By-laws, 
purposes : — 

(a)  The  direction,  conduct  and  government  of  the 
Corporation  and  of  its  property,  real  and  personal; 

(6)  To  regulate  and  control  navigation  and  all  works 
or  operations  within  the  harbour  and  to  appoint 
constables  and  other  officers  to  enforce  the  same  or 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  any  statute  or  marine 
regulation ; 

(c)  The  restriction  of  the  use  of  such  portion  of  the 
harbour  as  the  Corporation  deems  expedient  to  vessels 
of  deep  draft,  and  to  establish  fair- ways  and  special 
anchorages  which  shall  be  recognized  and  noted  on 
Admiralty  charts  and  office  plans  for  the  harbour  for 
the  information  of  mariners,  including  fair-ways  or  pro- 
hibited anchorages,  anchorage  for  explosives  and  quar- 
antine anchorage  when  and  so  soon  as  the  Jatter  shall  be 
established  in  Vancouver; 

(d)  The  regulation  of  the  construction  of  docks,  piers, 
quays  and  buildings  within  the  harbour; 

(e)  The  good  government,  improvement  and  regulation 
of  the  harbour; 

(/)  The  prevention  of  injury  to  and  encroachments  and 
encumbrances  on  channels,  harbours  and  waters 
generally  within  the  limits  of  the  harbour;  the  regula- 
tion or  prohibition  of  the  deposit  of  ballast;  and  the 
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removal  of  material  of  a  nature  to  cause  injury, 
encroachment  or  encumbrance; 

(g)  To  regulate  the  ordering,  anchoring,  mooring,  riding 
and  fastening  of  vessels  and  rafts; 

(h)  The  regulation  and  control  of  the  use  of  lights  and 
fires; 

(i)  The  regulation  and  control  of  the  landing  and  shipping 
of  explosive  or  inflammable  substances  and  of  vessels 
containing  the  same; 

(j)  The  boiling,  melting  and  use  of  pitch,  tar,  turpentine, 
resin  or  other  inflammable  substance  or  substances; 

(k)  The  allotment  of  berths  to  vessels  or  to  any  regular 
line  of  vessels,  either  on  each  trip  or  for  the  whole 
business  season; 

(/.)  The  allotment,  letting  or  leasing  of  any  lot,  space  or 
portion  of  wharfs,  piers  or  vacant  ground  under  its 
control  within  the  harbour; 

(m)  The  regulation  of  the  powers  of  the  officers  of  the 
Corporation  in  respect  of  enforcement  of  their  lawful 
directions  and  orders,  and  in  respect  of  any  force,  aid 
or  assistance  required  b}^  them  for  that  purpose; 

(n)  The  regulation  of  all  machinery  and  appliances  used 
in  loading  or  unloading  vessels; 

(o)  The  regulation  of  railway  and  other  traffic  on  the 
quays  and  wharfs  of  the  Corporation  in  the  harbour, 
and  the  prevention  and  removal  of  obstructions, 
impediments  or  hindrances  to  traffic; 

(p)  The  enforcement  of  arrangements  made  or  to  be 
made  under  the  powers  given  by  this  Act  with  railway 
companies  having  connection  with  the  harbour; 

(q)  The  expropriation  and  acquisition  of  such  real 
property  as  the  Corporation  deems  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  wet  and  dry  docks,  warehouses, 
elevators  and  railways,  or  otherwise  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  Corporation; 

(r)  The  matters  of  order  and  regularity  and  the  preven- 
tion of  theft  and  depredation; 

(s)  The  fixing  of  rates  upon  all  goods  landed  or  shipped 
in  the  harbour,  moved  by  rail  on  the  harbour  tracks  or 
deposited  within  the  harbour,  except  arms,  ammunition 
and  military  accoutrements  and  other  munitions  of 
war  for  the  use  of  the  Government  or  for  the  defence  of 
Canada ; 

(t)  The  imposition  of  such  tolls,  rates,  fees  and  dues 
(other  than  pilotage  dues,  sick  mariners  dues  and 
steamboat  inspection  fees)  as  would  be  payable  in  the 
case  of  a  harbour  to  which  The  Canada  Shipping  Act 
applies; 
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(u)  The  collection  of  all  rates  and  penalties  imposed  by 
this  Act  or  by  any  by-law  made  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act,  and  may,  for  such  purpose,  include  in  any 
such  by-law  regulations  requiring  the  collector  of 
customs  or  other  proper  officer  to  refuse  clearances 
to  vessels; 

(v)  The  imposition  of  penalties  upon  persons  infringing 
any  by-law  which  the  Corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
to  make,  but  such  penalty  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  or  sixty  days'  imprisonment;  and,  in  default 
of  payment  of  such  pecuniary  penalty  and  of  the  costs 
of  conviction,  a  period  of  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour,  to  be  fixed  by  by-law  but  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days,  nor  to  continue  after  such  payment  is  made. 

2©.  No  by-law  shall  have  force  or  effect  until  confirmed  Confirmation 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  published  in  The  Canada 
Gazette,  and,  upon  such  confirmation  and  publication,  any 
by-law  made  in  accordance  with  this  Act  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  specifically  enacted  in  this  Act. 


HARBOUR  RATES. 


21.  The  Corporation  may  levy  such  rates  as  are  fixed  Rates, 
by  by-law,  and  may  commute  any  rates  authorized  by  this  Commuta- 
Act  to  be  levied,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  and  for  such  tl0n* 
sums  of  money  as  the  Corporation  deems  expedient.

customs  at  Vancouver  shall  direct  the  appraiser  to  attend

may  demand  and  recover  the  said  rates  from  the  owners 
or  consignees  or  agents  or  shippers  of  such  cargoes  if  it 
sees  fit  to  do  so.

BORROWING  POWERS. 


Borrowing  26.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land  and  purchasing, 
powers.  constructing,  extending  and  improving  wharfs,  dry  docks, 
elevators,  warehouses,  railways,  bridges  and  other  accom- 
modations and  structures  in  the  harbour,  in  such  a  manner 
as  the  Corporation  deems  best  calculated  to  facilitate 
trade  and  increase  the  convenience  and  utility  of  the 
harbour,  and  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  the  principal  of 
money  theretofore  borrowed  the  Corporation  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  borrow  money 
at  such  rates  of  interest  as  it  finds  expedient  and  may, 
Debentures,  for  the  said  purpose,  issue  debentures  for  sums  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  or  twenty  pounds  sterling,  payable 
in  not  more  than  forty  years,  which  debentures  may  be 
secured  upon  the  property  vested  in  or  controlled  by  the 
Corporation.  Such  debentures  may  be  sold  at  such  rates 
and  on  such  terms  as  the  Corporation  deems  advisable. 
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27.  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  of  rnoney  ^  ^a0y^nt 
which  may  be  borrowed  under  section  26  of  this  Act  shall  borrowed, 
be  repaid  out  of  the  revenue  arising  out  of  the  rates  and 
penalties  imposed  by  and  under  this  Act  for  and  on  account 
of  the  harbour  or  out  of  any  other  revenue  vested  in  or 
coming  to  the  Corporation,  and  the  lawful  charges  upon 
the  said  revenue  shall  be  as  follows,  and  in  the  following

(a)  The  payment  of  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  collection 
of  the  said  revenue  and  other  necessary  charges; 

(b)  The  defraying  of  the  expenses  attendant  on  keeping 
the  harbour  clean,  and  on  keeping  the  wharfs  and 
other  works  vested  in  the  Corporation  in  a  thorough 
state  of  repair; 

(c)  The  payment  of  interest  due  on  all  money  borrowed 
under  this  Act,  without  priority  or  preference; 

(d)  Providing  a  sinking  fund  for  paying  off  all  money 
borrowed  or  the  liability  for  the  payment  of  which  is 
assumed  by  the  Corporation; 

(e)  The  cost  of  operating  docks  and  wharfs,  and  other- 
wise carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Act. 


RECOVERY  OF  DUES  AND  PENALTIES. 


28.  All  money  due  and  penalties  incurred  under  this  Recovery  of 
Act,  or  under  any  by-law  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  may  penalties, 
be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner  under  Part  XV.  of 
The  Criminal  Code.

LIMITATION  OF  SUMMARY  PROCEEDINGS. 

37.  In  the  case  of  any  violation  of  this  Act,  or  of  any 
by-law  in  force  under  this  Act,  no  complaint  or  inform- 
ation shall  be  made  or  laid  under  Part  XV  of  The  Criminal 
Code  after  two  years  from  the  time  when  the  matter  of 
complaint  or  information  arose.

[Assented  to  16th  May,  1913.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  West  Indian  Trade  short  title. 
Agreement  Act,  1913. 

2.  The  agreement  of  the  ninth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  Agreement 
nine  hundred  and  twelve,  entered  into  at  Ottawa  by  confirmed, 
representatives  appointed  by  the  Government  of  Canada 

and  by  the  representatives  of  the  West  Indian  colonies 
parties  thereto,  a  copy  of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Schedule 
to  this  Act,  is  hereby  approved.

It  is  agreed  between  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
and  the  Governments  of  the  above-mentioned  Colonies 
severally  that: 

1.  On  all  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  A,  being  the 
produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada,  imported  into  any  of 
the  above  mentioned  Colonies,  the  duties  of  Customs  shall 
not  at  any  time  be  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  duties  impos- 
ed in  the  Colony  on  similar  goods  when  imported  from  any 
foreign  country;  provided  that  on  flour  the  preference  in 
favour  of  Canada  shall  not  at  any  time  be  less  than  12 
cents  per  100  lbs. 

2.  On  all  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  B,  being  the 
produce  or  manufacture  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
Colonies,  imported  into  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the 
duties  of  Customs  shall  not  at  any  time  be  more  than 
four-fifths  of  the  duties  imposed  on  similar  goods  when 
imported  from  any  foreign  country;  provided: 

(a)  That  on  raw  sugar  not  above  No.  16  Dutch  Standard, 
in  colour,  and  molasses  testing  over  56  degrees  and  not  over 
75  degrees  by  the  polariscope,  the  preference  in  favour  of 
the  Colony  shall  not  at  any  time  be  less  than  cents 
per  100  lbs.,  and  for  each  additional  degree  over  75  degrees 
the  preference  shall  not  be  less  than     cent  per  100  lbs. 

(6)  On  all  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  C  hereto, 
being  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  of  the  above 
mentioned  Colonies,  imported  into  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
there  shall  be  no  duties  of  customs;  but  on  the  like  goods, 
when  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  the  duties  of 
customs  shall  not  be  less  than  those  therein  set  out. 

(c)  The  Act  of  Parliament  of  Canada  entitled  An  Act 
respecting  duties  of  Customs,  assented  to  on  the  12th  day  of 
April,  1907,  as  amended  by  chapter  10  of  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  of  Canada,  1909,  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
amendments  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  section,  be  amended  as  follows: — 

(1)  Tariff  item  135c  to  be  repealed. 

(2)  Tariff  item  137a  to  be  repealed. 

(3)  So  as  to  provide  that  upon  arrowroot  the  produce 
of  any  of  the  said  Colonies  imported  into  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  the  duties  of  customs  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds. 

(d)  It  is  understood  that  the  Canadian  Customs  tariff 
item  135b  shall  not  be  affected  by  section  2  of  this  Agreement 
before  the  end  of  December,  1914,  when  the  said  tariff 
item  expires,  and  that  the  said  tariff  item  shall  not  be 
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thereafter  continued  while  this  Agreement  is  in  force.  It 
is  also  understood  that  in  determining  the  rates  of  duty 
payable  on  goods  under  said  sect 'o  a  2  the  rates  provided 
for  in  said  tariff  item  135b  shall  not  apply. 

3.  The  concessions  granted  under  section  2  by  Canada 
to  any  of  the  above  mentioned  Colonies  shall  be  extended 
to  all  the  other  Colonies  enumerated  in  Schedule  D  for  a 
period  of  three  years  from  the  day  on  which  this  Agreement 
shall  come  into  operation,  and  at  the  end  of  such  period 
of  three  years  such  concessions  to  the  other  Colonies  may 
cease  and  determine  as  respects  any  of  the  said  Colonies 
which  shall  not  have  granted  to  Canada  the  advantages 
set  forth  in  section  1. 

4.  The  Governments  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
Colonies  may  provide  that  to  be  entitled  to  the  concessions 
granted  in  section  1,  the  products  of  Canada  shall  be 
conveyed  by  ship  direct  without  transhipment  from  a 
Canadian  port  into  the  said  Colony  or  by  way  of  one  of 
the  other  Colonies  entitled  to  the  advantages  of  this 
Agreement. 

5.  The  Government  of  Canada  may  provide  that,  to 
be  entitled  to  the  concessions  granted  in  section  2,  the 
products  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned  Colonies  shall 
be  conveyed  by  ship  direct  without  transhipment  from 
the  said  Colony  or  from  one  of  the  other  Colonies  entitled 
to  the  advantages  of  this  Agreement  into  a  sea  or  river 
port  of  Canada. 

6.  Provided  that  should  the  discretion  herein  granted 
be  at  any  time  exercised  by  the  Government  of  Canada, 
provision  shall  be  made  in  all  contracts  entered  into  with 
steamships  subsidized  by  the  Dominion  plying  between 
ports  in  Canada  and  ports  in  the  Colonies,  which  are  parties 
to  this  Agreement,  for  an  effective  control  of  rates  of  freight. 

7.  This  Agreement  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  of  the  Legislatures  of  the 
above  mentioned  Colonies,  and  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies,  and  upon  such  approval  being  given  it 
shall  be  brought  into  operation  at  such  time  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  contracting  parties  by  a  Pro- 
clamation to  be  published  in  The  Canada  Gazette  and  in 
the  Official  Gazette  of  each  of  the  said  Colonies. 

8.  After  this  Agreement  shall  have  been  in  force  for  the 
period  of  ten  years  it  may  be  terminated  by  any  one  of  the 
parties  thereto  (in  respect  of  such  party)  at  the  end  of 
one  year  after  the  day  upon  which  notice  shall  have  been 
given  by  the  party  desiring  such  termination.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  The  Agreement  between  the  Western  Dry  Dock  and  Agreement  in 
Shipbuilding  Company,  Limited,  and  His  Majesty,  dated  confirmed, 
the  ninth  day  of  November,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 

and  ten,  set  out  in  the  Schedule  hereto,  is  hereby  ratified 
and  confirmed. 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  said  Agreement,  the  Governor  Payment  of 
in  Council  may,  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  luthonzed. 
authorize  the  payment  to  the  said  company  of  a  subsidy 

of  thirty  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  annum  for  twenty  years,  the  said  amount 
being  three  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  a  dry  dock  constructed 
by  the  said  company,  as  set  out  in  the  said  agreement. 

3«  Whenever  it  appears  to  the  Governor  in  Council  that  Government 
the  said  dry  dock  is  not  in  a  condition  of  repair  and  working  ™ae^ 
order,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  authorize  and  empower  if  not  in 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  to  cause  possession  to  be  taken  J^118 
of  the  said  dock  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  and  to  expend, 
out  of  any  unappropriated  money  forming  part  of  the  Con- 
solidated Revenue  Fund  of  Canada,  sufficient  to  put  the  said 
dock  in  a  state  of  efficiency  and  repair. 

4.  The  Minister  of  Public  Works  shall  operate  the  said  Operation  by 
dry  dock  after  such  repairs  are  completed  and  while  it  is  in  Governmeat- 
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the  possession  of  His  Majesty,  and  shall  charge  and  collect 
the  tolls  or  rates  approved  under  paragraph  6  of  the  Agree- 
ment in  the  Schedule  hereto,  in  respect  of  the  letting  or 
hiring,  operation  or  use  of  the  said  dock  or  of  space  therein 
or  of  any  works  connected  therewith;  and  he  shall,  after 
payment  thereout  of  operating  expenses  and  maintenance, 
apply  the  balance  first  in  repayment  of  the  advances  made 
under  the  next  preceding  section,  and  secondly  in  payment 
of  accrued  interest  on  bonds  or  other  fixed  obligations  or 
securities  of  the  said  company. 


SCHEDULE. 

This  Agreement  made  in  duplicate  this  ninth  day  of  the 
month  of  November,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  ten,  between  the  Western  Dry  Dock 
and  Shipbuilding  Company,  Limited,  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  having  their  chief  place  of  business  at  the  city 
of  Port  Arthur,  in  the  province  of  Ontario  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  represented  herein  by  James  Whalen  of  the 
city  of  Port  Arthur,  President,  and  I.  S.  Fenn,  Secretary 
of  the  said  Company,  hereinafter  called  "the  Company " 
of  the  first  part :  and  His  Majesty  King  Edward  the  Seventh, 
represented  herein  by  the  Honourable  William  Pugsley, 
Minister  of  Public  Works  of  Canada,  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas  the  said  Company  has  submitted  plans  and 
specification  of  a  dry  dock,  which  it  proposes  to  build 
in  the  harbour  of  Port  Arthur,  in  the  province  of  Ontario, 
and  has  applied  for  a  subsidy  of  three  per  cent  on  the  total 
cost  of  the  proposed  dock,  during  a  period  of  twenty  years 
as  provided  for  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  entitled  "An  Act 
to  encourage  the  construction  of  dry  docks "  and  cited  as 
"The  Dry  Dock  Subsidies  Act"  (7-8  Edward  VII,  chap. 
24,  1908). 

And  whereas  the  said  Company  is  prepared  to  proceed 
with  the  construction  of  the  dock  and  carry  out  the  works 
to  successful  termination  according  to  plans  and  specifica- 
tion hereto  annexed  and  which  form  part  of  this  present 
Agreement. 

And  whereas  by  virtue  of  an  order  in  council  passed 
on  the  4th  day  of  March,  A.D.  1910,  plans  and  specification 
have  been  approved  and  authority  given  to  enter  into  an 
Agreement  with  the  said  Company,  respecting  the  pay- 
ment of  the  subsidy  applied  for  as  aforesaid. 

Now  this  Indenture  witnesseth  that  in  consideration 
of  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  His  Majesty 
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hereinafter  contained,  the  said  Company  covenants  and 
agrees  with  His  Majesty  as  follows: — 

1.  That  the  Company  shall  commence  the  construction 
of  the  dock  and  appurtenant  works  at  Port  Arthur,  On- 
tario, within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  signing  of 
these  presents,  the  whole  to  be  completed  in  every  respect 
and  ready  to  receive  and  repair  vessels  at  Port  Arthur, 
within  two  years  from  the  said  date; — it  being  expressly 
understood  and  agreed  that  the  dates  above  mentioned 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  essence  of  this  Agreement. 

2.  That  all  the  works  required  to  be  done  and  performed 
by  the  said  Company,  under  this  present  Agreement  shall 
be  done  in  strict  conformity  with  the  specification  and  plans 
hereto  annexed,  and  also  according  to  detail  drawings 
which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  furnished  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  form  part 
of  this  Agreement  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Minister 
of  Public  Works. 

3.  That  the  works  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  inspec- 
tion by  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
in  the  event  of  a  dispute  or  difference  arising  relative  to 
the  works,  the  Chief  Engineer  or  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  shall  be  the  sole  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of 
said  Chief  Engineer  approved  by  the  said  Minister  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive. 

4.  That  the  said  dock,  after  completion,  must  be  kept 
in  repair  and  working  order  by  the  said  Company  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  who  shall 
have  the  power  and  right  to  have  it  examined  from  time 
to  time  by  one  of  his  officers. 

5.  That  the  said  Company  shall  not  discriminate  against 
any  vessel  wishing  to  use  the  said  dock. 

6.  And  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  no  tolls  or 
rates  shall  be  charged  by  the  Company  in  respect  of  the 
letting  or  hiring,  operation  or  use  of  the  said  dock,  or  of 
space  therein,  or  of  any  works  connected  therewith,  until 
the  Company  has  submitted  a  tariff  of  such  tolls  or  rates 
and  the  said  tariff  has  been  approved  by  the  Governor 
in  Council;  and  no  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  or  con- 
ditions respecting  such  letting,  hiring,  operation  or  use 
shall  have  any  force  or  effect  until  so  submitted  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Governor  in  Council  may  at  any  time  disallow  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  such  tariff  or  of  such  by-laws,  rules, 
regulations  or  conditions,  and  may  require  the  Company 
within  a  specified  time  to  submit  such  tariff  or  substitute 
other  tariff,  tolls,  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  or  condi- 
tions in  lieu  thereof,  and  in  default,  may  fix  such  tariff  or 
prescribe  others. 
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7.  That  should  the  dock,  at  any  time,  be  found  not  to 
be  in  a  condition  of  repair  and  working  order,  His  Majesty, 
represented  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  exercise 
the  powers  in  Him  vested  under  Sections  8  and  9  of  7-8 
Edward  VII,  Chap.  24  of  said  Act. 

8.  That  His  Majesty,  represented  as  aforesaid,  may  at 
any  time  direct  the  re-delivery  of  possession  of  the  said 
dock  to  the  Company. 

9.  And  His  Majesty  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
hereby  covenants  with  the  said  Company  that  after  the 
completion  of  the  said  dock  according  to  said  plans  and 
specification  and  after  the  first  year's  operation  of  the 
said  dock  and  the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  said  Minister 
of  Public  Works  of  a  statement  verified  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  said  Company  and  including  a  statement  in  detail 
of  the  receipts  from  every  source  and  the  expenditures 
for  the  3^ear  it  will  be  paid,  an  annual  subsidy  of  3%  per 
annum  for  twenty  years  (20)  upon  the  sum  of  one  million 
two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand  and  fifty  dollars 
($1,258,050),  being  the  cost  of  the  work  based  upon  the 
report  of  the  said  Chief  Engineer  of  Public  Works,  provided 
always  that  the  payment  of  said  subsidy  of  three  per 
cent  per  annum,  representing  an  amount  of  thirty-seven 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($37,741.50)  is  fully  dependent  on  the  fulfilment 
by  the  said  Company  of  all  the  conditions  under  which 
said  subsidy  is  to  be  paid,  and  also  subject  to  ratification  and 
confirmation  by  Parliament  of  Canada  at  its  next  session. 

10.  That  His  Majesty,  represented  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  held  harmless  and  indemnified  by  the  said  Company 
against  any  accident  or  damage  of  any  kind  which  may 
occur  during  or  after  the  construction  of  the  said  dock. 

11.  And  the  said  Company  will  be  held  and  bound  to 
pay  to  the  workmen  engaged  in  the  said  works  such  wages 
as  are  generally  accepted  as  current  in  each  trade,  for 
competent  workmen,  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  car- 
ried out. 

12.  That  after  the  first  year's  operation  of  the  said  dock 
and  annually  thereafter  during  the  subsistence  of  the  present 
Agreement,  the  said  Company  hereby  binds  itself  to  file 
in  the  office  of  the  said  Minister  of  Public  Works  a  state- 
ment, verified  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Minister, 
setting  forth  the  financial  statement  of  the  Company  and 
including  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  receipts  from  every 
source,  and  the  expenditures  for  the  year. 

13.  In  this  Agreement  wherever  the  Company  is  men- 
tioned or  referred  to,  such  mention  or  reference  shall 
include  the  executors,  administrators  and  assigns  of  the 
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said  Company,  and  wherever  His  Majesty  is  referred  to, 
such  reference  shall  include  His  Heirs  and  Successors. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  Western  Dry  Dock  and 
Shipbuilding  Company,  Limited,  has  executed  these  pre- 
sents by  the  President  and  the  Secretary  respectively,  under 
the  seal  and  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  therec. 
and  these  presents  have  been  signed  and  sealed  by  the  said 
Minister,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  Canada,  on  behalf  of  His 
Majesty.
